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PREFACE. 








Dvurine the period comprised within the present volume 
of Calendar (April to December 1635), the great office of 
Lord High -Treasurer remained vacant. For a_ brief 
interval after the death of the Earl of Portland, it was 
remarked that the King seemed “ at more liberty” (p. 11), 
but his was not a nature that appreciated freedom. A 
parasitical clinging to something firmer than himself was 
a main ingredient in his character, and, deprived of one 
support, he soon made it apparent that he had discovered 
a nother. 

From Weston to Laud was an easy step. In the indi- 
vidual characters of these eminent public functionaries 
there were many points of resemblance. Both were men 
of severe judgment and unyielding temper; both men 
who were a terror to suitors by sharpness of speech and 
strength of prejudice. As courtiers, both were animated 
by the most exalted notions of the Royal authority. In 
religion Laud’s views of churchmanship and Weston’s 
concealed Romanism approached each other so nearly 
as to be almost identical. In one particular they 
differed widely. Lord Portland had “an itching palm ;” 
the fact is admitted by his colleagues, and the King sanc- 
tioned large payments to him by suitors, but no one ever 
accused Laud of anything of the kind... A winking at a 
little finesse, designed to accomplish%somé end supposed to 
be for the good of the Church, is all that may be brought 
home to him; his hands were never defiled by the touch 
of a bribe, 
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When the King made choice of a trusted adviser he 
never gave his confidence by halves. On this occasion the 
Treasury was immediately put into commission, and the 
Archbishop was appointed Chief Commissioner. His 
energy made him the leading spirit in all business in 
which he bore part. The intricacies of the King’s financial 
position were explored by the Commissioners. The 
revenue was sought to be increased by the creation of 
fresh monopolies, and by hard bargains made with pa- 
tentees, but in the judgment (perhaps prejudiced) of 
official men, the Archbishop’s unacquaintance with matters 
of finance added to the confusion of the public accounts, 
and had a tendency to “ spoil all.” Besides being in fact 
Lord Treasurer and Minister of Finance, the Archbishop 
was also appointed Foreign Minister, or, as it was then 
termed, the “ First of the Junto of Foreign Affairs.” He 
had been previously a leading member of the Privy 
Council, at that time the real centre of the home govern- 
ment, and a member also of the Committee for Ireland. 
Thus almost all lay power was concentred in his person, 
whilst in the Church he was, if possible, more than 
absolute. Well might Sir Thomas Roe exclaim to the 
Queen of Bohemia :— 


“ This is the great man, made now of the Commission of the 
Treasury and the First of the Junto of Foreign Affairs, and in 
the greatest esteem with his Majesty of any in my observance ; 
and I will hope (whatsoever the world hath sinistrously conceived) 
that he will prove a happy instrument of the public, both at home 
and abroad. I humbly desire your Majesty to believe it so far as 
to oblige him to it, and to your service, by your trust. Other 
letter than that for the contribution he hath received none, aud 
therefore yet your Majesty hath not tried him in particulars, and 
when you do, begin for yourself and in your great occasions, for 
they indeed oblige. Small requests, repeated, and for others, do 
abate the finest edge, and his nature had rather do you one great 
service than twenty trifles. For upon less than great actions he is 
not set, and being now so great he cannot be eminent and show it 
to the world by treading in beaten paths and the exploded steps of 
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others. But he must choose and make new ways, to show he 
knows and can do more than others; and this only hath made the 
Cardinal Richelieu so glorious. Therefore your Majesty may 
expect a change, and if not, yet you ought to attempt it, and to 
show him the way to make himself the Richelieu of England.”— 
(Vol. CCLXXXVI., No. 34.) 


But Laud was equally devoid of the genius of 
Richelieu, and guiltless of the ambition which Roe at- 
tributed to him. His ideas of national regeneration 
were centred in the eradication of what he called Puri- 
tanism. Uniformity in the externals of public worship, 
silence upon what were esteemed the higher branches of 
theological teaching, and universal submission to King 
and Clergy, as divinely appointed. authorities in Church 
and State,—these were Laud’s objects, and were con- 
sistently and energetically pursued with a feeling of the 
most intense dislike of every one that opposed him, 
* That which is worst of all’? remarks Lord Cottington, 
is that ‘‘they say he can never be reconciled where once 
he takes displeasure.” 

In foreign affairs, his first act was to involve himself 
in a dispute on a question of form with the Queen of 
Bohemia. The point was this ;—ought she not, on behalf 
of her son, the young Prince Palatine, who was just 
about to come of age, to make a formal demand of the 
Emperor to grant him the investiture of his Palatinate ? 
The Emperor had already over and over again declared 
the Palatinate to be under the ban of the Empire, and 
therefore forfeited; as a forfeiture he had given it 
away by solemn and public act, and had put his grantee 
in possession; but Elizabeth was advised to ignore 
all this, and to put forward her request for her son’s in- 
vestiture, not, as the Archbishop admitted, with any idea 
that it would be complied with, but as what he supposed 
to be the right thing in point of form, and to prevent the 
Emperor from falsely alleging at some future time, that 
he would have yielded the investiture if it had been 
demanded. The correspondence on this point between 
the English foreign minister and the poor exiled Quee 
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long since worn out with the studied artifices of a deceit- 
ful diplomacy, may be read in our volume (pp. 288, 
368, 415). Little good, as the Queen too clearly saw, 
could be expected from an adviser who would have had 
her introduce her son upon the bloody stage of the Thirty 
Years’ War with the punctilios and etiquette of a master 
of the geremonies.* 

This incident comes in our way only by the bye, for 
our volume treats in the main of home and not of 
foreign policy. In our last volume we published many 
valuable papers respecting the first writ for ship-money, 
which was dated the 20th October 1634, and was ad- 
dressed to the seaports and maritime places. This was 
the writ devised by Noy, and for which it is said some 
ancient precedents were to be found among the Records. 
Perhaps so; but the previous writs which were relied upon 
as precedents were grounded upon some great national 
emergency, as a threatened invasion, or some similar 
circumstance of peril. In the treasury of national de- 
fence provided by the constitution, there existed a power 
in such cases for the executive authority to call upon 
the seaports for that help which they only could give,— 
that of such ships as they possessed to be used in the 
national service. It may be doubted whether the ancient 
precedents authorized the indication in the writs of ships 
of a calibre which it was well-known no port but London 
possessed ; and whether on the consequent necessary in- 
ability of the ports to comply with the requirements of the 
writs, what had taken place in former times justified the 
levy of a sum of money to be paid to the King, for lending 
the ports the very ships which he had required of them for

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the public defence. Howevcr this may have been, the 
sums directed to be levied by the first writs were in the 
main not unwillingly paid. The whole amount was 
104,252/. (p. 3.), but five ships, equivalent to 20,688/., 
were assessed upon the city of London. ‘The citizens 
elected to set forth the ships. This reduced the sum to 
be levied to 83,564/., which was paid, except about 2,000/., 
within twelve months after the issue of the writs. 

Portsmouth was appointed as the place of rendezvous 
for the fleet, but by reason of an outbreak of small pox, 
the Downs was substituted, and in that famous roadstead 
there mustered in the month of May, 1635, a fine fleet 
of twenty ships-of-war, under the command of Robert 
Earl of Lindsey, appointed admiral, custos of the sea, and 
captain-general. 

But now arose the question :—Where was the enemy ? 
What was the emergency that justified the outfit of such 
a fleet and the levy of ship money? The idea of a fear of 
invasion was kept alive by the Government ; orders were 
sent to the Lord-lieutenants of all the counties to muster 
the train bands, and to see that their arms were in ac- 
cordance with modern fashion. ‘The men were to be 
appointed to be in readiness to join their colours at an 
hour’s warning. The beacons were to be repaired and 
watched, and a provost-marshal was to be appointed in 
every county (pp. 45, 417). All this was done; but still, 
where was the enemy ? 

The question cannot be fully answered at this time, and 
will never be thoroughly solved until our own foreign cor- 
respondence and the archives of Brussels and Simancas 
have been laid open to historical inquirers by the publica- 
tion of calendars. But it seems from papers published by 
Clarendon, and from information kindly procured for us at 
Brussels by Mr. Gardiner, the author of the History of 
James I., that during the years 1634 and 1635 a multitude 
of those

passed between the courts of England and Spain respecting 
this very ship-money fleet, and the enemy against whom 
it was designed to act. Among those “ hollow words,” we 
read in a despatch from Sec. Windebank to Mr. Arthur 
Hopton, the English ambassador in Spain, dated the 16th 
February 1633-34, that the affairs of the Spaniards— 


“In Flanders growing evéry day into more desperate estate, and 
his Majesty, considering in his princely wisdom, how much it con- 
cerns him in his own interest to carry a jealous and a watchful eye 
over the growing greatness of the States, by whose insolencies he 
is every day much awakened, hath heen pleased to direct the Lord 
Treasurer [Portland] to call the Lord Cottington and myself [Sec. 
Windebank] unto him, and to confer with Nicolaldi [the Spanish 
resident in England] upon some course to be held for giving assist- 
ance to the King af Spain, such as may stop the current of the 
Hollanders’ conquests and peradventure draw them to a peace, yet 
not plunge his Majesty into a sudden, dangerous, and untimely war 
with those people. To do this it is of both sides thought fit, that 
his Majesty should put a strong and powerful fleet to sea, that may 
open the ports, prohibit al] kind of depredation in these seas, and 
secure even the coasts of Flanders. And this to be done upon 
pretence of suppressing and punishing the great liberty which hath 
of late been taken, both by the States and those of Dunkirk, to 


commit hostilities one upon the other, even within his Majesty’s 


safest harbours both in England and Ireland. And, when his 
Majesty shall so be armed at sea, it is conceived it will not be un- 
seasonable for him to call upon his neighbours to accept good con- 
ditions of peace from the King of Spain; which if they should 
refuse, he may, peradventure, speak louder than is yet fitting for 
him to do.”* 


Here, so far as this letter may be depended upon, we 
see the origin of ship-money. The conference with Nico- 
laldi took the shape of a suggested league between England 
and Spain, and with a view to that league it was proposed 
that ‘‘ his Majesty of Great Britain should presently arm 
‘“* twenty ships of war, of which five were to be wholly at 
“ the charge of the King of Spain, and that the pretext

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“ of this arming should be to secure the coasts of Great 
«‘ Britain and Ireland, and to free them from pirates and 
“ others that commit hostilities and insolencies there.” * 
In the course of the discussions on this project it soon 
became apparent that the King of Great Britain was 
“not presently furnished with money necessary for so 
“ oreat an undertaking ;” whereupon Mr. Hopton, well 
instructed from home, represented to Olivarez, the prime 
minister of Spain, that the King of England, paying in 
this matter “no regard to his own private interest,” but 
to that of the King of Spain “and Christendom,” it was 
thought “ very reasonable ” that the latter King “should 
bear his part in the expense of fitting out the fleet.”+ The 
“part”? suggested to be borne by Spain was an immediate 
loan to England of 200,000 crowns, to be returned if the 
league were not ultimately concluded, and to be put to 
the account of the King of Spain’s five ships if it were. 

The progress of a negotiation, in which there was no 
truthfulness on one side and no confidence on the other, 
_ was necessarily slow. Whilst it was pending it occurred 
/ to Noy that, an emergency being supposed, the ports 
might, “upon ancient precedent,” be called upon to supply 
the requisite aid. Thus the King’s plan could be carried 
out even without the pecuniary assistance of the King of 
Spain. The pretext suggested in the proposed treaty with 
Spain was thereupon alleged as an emergency; twenty 
ships, the exact number proposed to Spain, were fitted out, 
and in the meantime Windebank and Hopton, Olivarez and 
Nicolaldi, were engaged in their several ways, endeavour- 
ing to secure by diplomacy some advantage to their respec- 
tive countries, at the expense of the opposite party. 

The English ministers were urged to perseverance in 
this negotiation by dislike of the Hollanders as Calvinists 
and allies of the Puritans in this country, and not a little 
also by the nonchalance with which they treated England.

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As the negotiation proceeded still another reason evolved 
itself. The Dutch entered into league with France, which 
thereupon declared war against Spain, and thus Holland, 
according to the view of the English government, not only 
disturbed the arrangement of nations which made England 
the balance-keeper between the two great and ambitious 
Roman Catholic powers of Western Europe, but, as it was 
thought, brought into danger her ancient maritime rights. 
The presence in the English Channel of combined Dutch 
and French fleets seemed likely to raise the question of 
the homage paid from old time to the English flag, and 
rumours were rife that the new allies really intended 
to contest this troublesome and annoying custom, One of 
Lord Lindsey’s titles, ‘‘ Custos of the Sea,” plainly indi- 
vated the English determination not to surrender thig 
ancient feather. His instructions (pp. 55, 71) were framed 
in the most stringent manner, and when he sailed it was 
evidently with the idea that a collision upon this point was 
not unlikely to arise. 

In the volume now published we have calendared a very 
valuable series of Lord Lindsey’s letters, detailing the events 
of his voyage in the most minute way, from his arrival 
in the Downs, on the 27th May, until the 8th October, when 
he was permitted to come ashore and report himself and his 
achievements to the King. Incidents of his voyage are 
also recorded in various other letters, especially those of 
Lord Conway, who accompanied Lord Lindsey, of Sir John 
Pennington, who was Rear Admiral of the Fleet, and of 
Captain Ketelby, the captain of the Merhonour, the Ad- 
miral’s ship. From these various sources we acquire per- 
fect information respecting everything that occurred on 
this occasion. A less profitable display of strength was 
never made. On the 6th June the ships sailed from the 
Downs to the westward; contrary winds detained them 
at St. Helen’s, and it was the 20th before they reached 
Dartmouth. At Weymouth the people had been alarmed 
by the appearance of a considerable French fleet, driven by 
weather into Portland Road. ‘To pacify them the French 
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admiral wrote very civilly to the Mayor of Weymouth, and 
sailed westward as soon as the wind permitted. Lindsey fol- 
lowed as quickly as possible, but the same wind that carried 
him onwards bore the French fleet away, and he never so 
much as caught sight of any one of them. On the 21st he 
reached Plymouth, and thence proceeded to the “ further- 
most part of Scilly ;’’ then returning along the coast, he 
was told that the French fleet had been joined by about an 
equal number of Dutchmen, and had proceeded, some said 
co the coast of France, others to the Bay of Biscay. Lindsey 
plied for some time between Plymouth and Ushant, but 
never met or saw the fleet of either French or Dutch, or fell 
in with any Turk or pirate, or enemy of any kind whatever. 
On the 21st July he was driven into Plymouth Sound by a 
gale of wind, and on the 4th August he returned to the 
Downs to victual. This important business occupied a full 
month. Early in September he sailed again to the westward, 
intending to range along the coast as before, but got no 
farther than St. Helen’s, where he was detained by stormy 
weather until the 29th September. He then made all sail 
for the Downs, which he reached on the 5th October, and 
on the 8th resigned his command. Some little useful 
business was accomplished by the fleet in the way of 
convoying and conveyance of distinguished persons from 
England to the continent; the effect also of the presence 
of such a considerable fleet in the Channel may have 
been to raise the general opinion of the naval power of 
England, but beyond that the fleet only tended to prove 
that the emergency which was presumed to have called 
it forth did not exist, and therefore that there was no 
justification for the levy of ship-money. 

Whilst Lord Lindsey was gaining his Mondien: laurels 
the coast of England was treated with peculiar inso- 
lence by the Hollanders. The Dunkirkers sent a fleet of 
ships of war among the Dutch fishing boats in the North 
Sea, and the result had been the capture or destruction of 
many hundreds of them. Galled by the losses thus inflicted 
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upon them, the Hollanders pursued every ship of Dunkirk 
that chanced to fall in their way with an earnestness almost 
ferocious, especially if there existed any reason to suppose 
that she had taken part in the raid against the fishermen. 
Several such cases occurred on the eastern coast of 
England, and when pursued the Dunkirkers made with all 
speed for an English harbour, as to the shelter of a neutral 
power. But even into the harbours of England the Dutch- 
men did not scruple to follow them. A Dunkirker was 
thus taken, after a smart engagement, in the very harbour 
of Searborough (p. 273); a few days afterwards another 
occurrence, which promised similar results, oceurred at 
the same place (p. 294); and at Blythe, in Northum- 
berland, the Hollanders landed their men, armed with 
musketry, seized the boats of English fishermen, and in 
them followed and captured a Dunkirker which had 
taken refuge in a tidal ereek. The Dunkirkers on this 
occasion forsook their ship and marched inland. They 
were followed by the Hollanders a distance of two miles 
from the shore, and were ultimately overtaken and 
plundered. Nor were the Dutch the only persons who 
thus defied the power of England. The mail boat from 
Dover to Dunkirk was several times stopped and rifled 
by men of Calais. The King’s packet of letters, and that 
of the merchants, were taken, the boatmen were plun- 
dered even to their clothes and bread and cheese, and the 
passengers of their baggage and everything they had. 
These events were viewed with comparative coolness by 
the English Government. Probably they were treasured 
up against a meditated day of wrath, for the negotiation 
with Spain still continued,. although with a total want of 
confidence on both sides. Hopton warned Windebank of 
the difficulty of concluding anything with the Court of 
Spain, which was never free from delays and over-specu- 
lations, whilst the King of Spain urged Nicolaldi to beware 
of the English as a people given to quibbles and trickery. 
Questions were started almost upon every point of the sug- 
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gested agreeement, but that which, so far as King Charles’s 
Government was concerned, was the most important point 
of all—the financial arrangement—seems to have been the 
one on which the negotiation finally broke down. The 
idea of a loan was soon abandoned. The King of Spain 
thought it should be a payment, and that it should be 
made by his brother the Infante Cardinal in Flanders; the 
Infante Cardinal was of opinion that the payment clearly 
belonged to Spain ; then Spain wished for a stipulation that 
the payment should be made in that country; England 
thought it ought to be made here, and amidst these and 
many other tiresome ‘“ hollow words,” the league and the 
agreement hung in suspense down even to the end of the 
year 1635.* 

But, with or without the assistance of Spain, King 
Charles, proud of the display of naval power which he had 
made in setting forth his first ship-money fleet, determined 
that in 1636 it should be exhibited upon a much grander 
scale, and that for this purpose ship-money should not 
only be repeated, but should be extended from the sea- 
ports to the whole kingdom. Laud gave an account of 
the matter to Wentworth in a letter dated the 6th July 
1635 :— 

“ As the last year there was money raised upon the ports ac- 
cording to ancient precedent, for the setting out of the Navy, which is 
now at sea, and there God bless it, so we are now going on to prepare 
for a greater Navy against the next year, and because the charge 
will be too heavy to lay it upon the ports or maritime counties only, 
therefore his Majesty has thought fit, @ paritate rationis, and for 
the like defence of the kingdom, to extend it to all counties and 
corporations within England and Wales, that so the Navy may be 
full, and yet the charge less as coming from so many hands. I pray 
God bless this business, for if it go well the King will be a great 


master at sea, and in these active times we by God’s blessing may 
be the more safe at land.” f

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It will be observed, that in this explanation or defence 
of the extension of ship-money, the Archbishop abandons 
the ground of precedent, and rests the extension upon 
what he terms the parity of reason and the universality 
of the obligation upon subjects to defend the country 
by contributing to set forth a fleet. If England were not 
to be governed entirely by the royal will, it remained of 
course to be considered whether that parity of reason was 
a ground of taxation known to the law, and whether the 
universal obligation to contribute to set forth a fleet, if it 
existed at all, was not applicable only to some occasion of 
great and patent emergency, which Lord Lindsey's ex- 
perience seemed to prove had no existence at that time. 

The new writs were issued on the 4th of August 1635. 
In some respects they were more simple than their pre- 
decessors. There was one writ for each county, which was 
addressed to the sheriff with the governing bodies of the 
corporations within the county and “ the good men” of 
the same. These persons were commanded to provide a 
ship of war of a certain tonnage with a stated number of 
men, together with guns, powder, and other stores and 
victuals for 26 weeks, and to have the same ready in 
Portsmouth harbour on the 1st day of March 1636. 

The same reason was stated for issuing these writs 
which had been advanced on the previous occasion, and 
the same directions were given for distress and imprison- 
ment in case of nonpayment. The total sum directed to 
be levied by these second writs was 218,500/., and the 
fleet to be set forth amounted to no fewer than 45 ships 
of war. 

Each writ was accompanied by a paper of instructions 
addressed to the sheriff by the Council. 

“Tt recited the writ, and then proceeded, by his Majesty's 
direction and express commandment, to let the sheriff know that 
his Majesty had upon most important and weighty reasons, con- 
cerning not only his own honour and the ancient renown cf the 
nation, but the safety of themselves and all his subjects in these 


troublesome and warlike times, sent out these writs throughout the 
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whole kingdom, that as all were concerned ni the mutual defence 
of one another, so all might put to their helpirig hands for the 
making of such preparations as (by the blessing of God) migh} 
secure the realm against those dangers and extremities which had 
distressed other nations, and were the common effects of war when- 
soever it took a people unprepared, and therefore, as his Majesty 
doubted not of the readiness of all his subjects to contribute there- 
unto with cheerfulness and alacrity, so he especially required the 
care and diligence of the sheriff addressed in the ordering of the 
business, that no inequality or other miscarriage might either 
retard or disgrace a service in itself so just, honourable, and 
necessary. To this end the sheriff was to understand that he alone 
was of the quorum in the assessments, and that he was neither to 
favour one corporate town above another, nor the county above the 
corporate towns. He was informed that the charge of the ship 
required was a total sum calculated after the rate of 100/. per ton, 
and that towards the total amount of that sum the Council con- 
sidered that each of the corporate towns in the county of the 
sheriff addressed might pay a certain particular specified sum. 
When the general assessment of the corporate towns had been 
agreed upon, the rest of the county was to be subdivided, and the 
particular assessments were to be made to agree with other 
common payments upon the county, the sheriff apportioning the 
whole amount into hundreds, and each hundred into parishes, 
saving that it was his Majesty’s pleasure that men of ability by 
reason of gainful trades or other personal estate, who in landscot 
would pay nothing, should be rated according to their worth and 
ability, and that the money levied upon such persons might be 
applied to the sparing of such as were weak of estate, or were 
charged with many children or great debts. Having fixed the 
amounts to be levied on each parish, the sheriff was then to send 
forth his warrants to the constables of the several hundreds, 
requiring them to call to them some discreet men of every parish 
and to consider how the amount charged upon each hundred might 
be distributed, which done, the sheriff was to give order for collec- 
tion of the amount. Concerning the clergy, albeit his Majesty was 
resolved to maintain all their due privileges which they enjoyed in 
the time of his progenitors, yet it had not been made appear what 
those privileges had been touching payments of this nature, where- 
fore for the present the sheriff was to tax them as the rest of his 
Majesty’s subjects, but with this care, to have a due respect to 
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their persons and calling, not suffering any inequalities or pressures 
to be put upon them. In all other matters the sheriff was to be 
careful to govern himself according to the writ.” 

From the date of these instructions to the end of the 
year 1635, which is also the end of our present volume, 
our pages contain a great number of most important 
papers respecting the way in which these writs and 
instructions were carried out. Not only are these papers 
curiously illustrative of the characters of the several 
sheriffs, many of them persons of historical name, and all 
leading men in their counties, but most importantly so of 
their feelings and those of the country at large respecting 
this novel mode of taxation. In some few cases where 
the sheriffs were men of business, they treated the levy as 
a thing altogether appertaining to their office, and went 
right through with it at once; doing what was to be done 
in the quickest possible time ; exhibiting no opinions them- 
selves and ignoring those of other people; but gathering 
up the money with the most urgent speed, and paying it 
over, out of hand, to Sir William Russell, the Treasurer of 
the Navy, who was the appointed receiver. Of officers of 
this kind the well known and munificent benefactor to 
Manchester, Humphrey Chetham, then Sheriff of Lanca- 
shire, is a pre-eminent example. His letter sets forth so 
clearly what he, and in fact every sheriff had to do, and 
how he did it, that to print it will be preferable to pages 
of explanation. It is rather long, but it was the only 
letter he had to write about the business, until he reported 
payment of the amount, and solicited a discharge from his 
shrievalty. 

HUMPHREY CHETHAM, SHERIFF OF LANCASHIRE, TO THE COUNCIL, 

Dom. Car. I. Vol. COCCIV., No. 34. 

‘May it please your Lordships, that whereas I received his 
Majesty’s writ the 25th day of August last, dated the 4th day of 
the same month, directed unto me, the Sheriff of the county of Lan- 
caster, and to the Mayors, Bailiffs, and Commonalties of the several 
towns of Lancaster, Liverpool, Preston in Amounderness, and 

Wigan, and to the Bailiffs and Burgesses of the town of Cliderowe 
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[Clitheroe], and to the Stewards and Burgesses of the borough 
of Newton, for the providing of a ship of war, of the ‘burden of 
350 tons, at the charge of this county and the corporate and 
borough towns aforesaid, as in the said writ is appointed. 

“ And whereas likewise (together with the said writ), I received 
a letter from your Lordships, bearing date the 12th day of August 
last, directing the execution thereof, wherein his Majesty, gra- 
ciously considering of the difficulty, or rather impossibility, of such 
a service to be done by this county and the corporate and borough 
towns aforesaid, in manner and form as the the writ prescribeth, 
and especially within the time limited, and therefore finding the 
charge of such a ship to amount to the sum of 3,500. is pleased 
to accept the same sum in lieu and recompense of the ship, and 
likewise in discharge of the writ. 

“Tn all humble obedience unto both which, and in due consider- 
ation of the important service therein required, and the present 
necessity that calleth for all possible expedition, I forthwith assem- 
bled the aforesaid Mayors, Burgesses, and other officers of the 
towns aforesaid interessed in the same charge, where, after some 
reasonable time spent in the consideration of the equal assessing 
of the towns aforesaid, we concluded the same for the total set- 
down for all the towns in your Lordships’ letter, although in the 
dividing thereof we made some small alteration. 

“Thus far gone on without any interruption in the service, I pro- 
ceeded, according to the particulars given me by your Lordships’ 
letter, and divided the rest of the charge upon the hundreds of the 
county, by the direction of a Book of Rates, which is usual for our 
rule in other common payments, which done, I writ several pre- 
cepts or warrants, according to the instructions of his Majesty’s 
writ and your Lordships’ letter, and directed them to the High 
Constables of the several hundreds of the county, and by special 
messengers made as speedy a conveyance thereof as I could devise, 
who (after the deliberate perusal of my warrants, and consideration 
of the instructions therein given) called unto them the petty con- 
stables, and such discreet and sufficient men of every parish, town, 
and hamell within their several hundreds as they thought fit to 
assist them in the equal and indifferent dividing and distributing 
of such respective charge, as was assessed on every hundred 
throughout the county, and after many days spent in debating 
the premises, at length an assessment was concluded on every 
town and hamell, and returned to me under the hands of the said 
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High Constables and their assistants respectively of every hundred 
throughout the county, which when I had perused, and the 
Assessors strictly examined of the integrity of the assessment, i 
made htem out several warrants under the seal of my office, for 
the collecting thereof, with such observations therein to govern 
their proceedings as was prescribed unto me by his Majesty’s 
writ and your Lordships’ letter, with limitation of forty days to 
pay me the money. 

‘And for their more ease I appointed Preston in Amounderness 
as a place most indifferent for convention of the county; but in 
the interim, when they came to apportion out every~man’s parti- 
cular share which they thought equal for him to bear, according 
to his ability in proportion to such respective assessment, and the 
same to collect according to the same assessment, although the 
same was done with good advice and great circumspection, (as 
the assessors professed unto me), yet many and grievous com- 
plaints were made by all sorts of people (especially the clergy 
and poorer sort) of the unequal dividing and distributing of the 
said assessment unto particular persons, many denying and 
withholding payment, which principally and above all other 
interruptions did most retard the service, which myself (as a 
stranger both to their persons and abilities) could not judge and 
determine, but rather thought) it most agreeable to the good 
success of the service, to pursue your Lordships’ direction in that 
case provided, to remove such impediments. 

“Several days almost in every week thus spent, both by myself 
and other officers interessed in this service, for the preparing of the 
said sum of 3,5001. appointed to be paid at Preston in Amounder- 
ness, according to the tenor of the aforesaid warrants, I went 
thither, and took with me such assistance for the safe conveyance 
of such a charge as was meet; where expecting that money should 
readily have come to my hands, I met with nothing, for the first 
two days, but complaints against unjust and unequal taxations by 
particular men in their own behalfs, which so soon as I had 
appeased and reduced ithe confusion unto some order (that this 
honourable service might receive no disgrace by such differences) 
[ called the High Constables (so many as were there), to give an 
account how they had collected their several sums given them in 
charge, and performed the rest of the service committed to their 
care and trust; but I found a general defect, none of them having 


received the aforesaid sums which unto them were assigned, which 
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they did strongly avouch was no neglect or remissness in them 
but rather in the sub-constables who had not brought it to their 
hands. 

“The sub-constables likewise for their excuse protested, that 
though they had given all diligence to have collected the money, 
yet some non-solvants which they were forced to distrain, and 
some refractory persons, which they could not find, nor yet goods 
to distrain, and other indigent persons which had not wherewithal 
to pay, had been the chiefest impediments in the service, which to 
help, I took such course as the present necessity required, whereby 
with much ado, in some few days, I gained the receipt of the 
total sum that was charged upon four of the hundreds in the county. 

“The rest of the county (to wit the other two hundreds) having 
made little proceeding in the service assigned to them, by reason 
(as they said) of the impediments before alleged, craved twenty 
days longer time for their payments, which I was forced to grant ; 
at the end of which twenty days with much difficulty (as they 
affirmed) they brought all the rest of the money for the whole 
county, except only for some very poor people where they could 
find nothing to levy upon, and other refractory persons which 
they could not find within their liberties to answer their 
contempt. 

“This being the effect of my real proceeding in execution of his 
Majesty’s writ by the instruction of your Lordships’ letter, I not 
only in all humbleness offer the same as a conclusion of the service, 
but also have appointed the said sum of 3,500. to be paid 
according to your Lordships’ directions in that behalf, which I 
presume before the receipt hereof is perfected, and therefore I 
humbly crave your Lordships’ furtherance and direction for my 
discharge for the same sum, and that I may be removed from my 
oftice of Sheriff, having performed above a year’s service. And so 
in all humbleness (tendering the premises to your Lordships’ con- 
sideration) I take leave, and (as in duty obliged) rest 

“ Your Lordships’, in all duty, 
to be commanded, 
HUMPHREY CHETHAM, 
“ Clayton, Vie. Lane.” 
the 16th day of December 1635. 
{ Addressed] To the Lords of his Majesty’s 
most honourable Privy Council 
these present. 
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Such a letter, followed by prompt payment of the 
money, procured for Humphrey Chetham a return of 
thanks from the Council, with an intimation that his 
Majesty had been apprized of his diligence and accepted it 
as a valuable piece of service. 

Far different was the conduct of most of the sheriffs. 
A multitude of questions were soon propounded to the 
Council, and so many difficulties suggested, that it became 
necessary to create a department of the Government for 
the management of this new business. Edward Nicholas, 
who had been secretary to the Admiralty, was, on the death 
of Trumbull, appointed one of the ordinary clerks of the 
Council (pp. 420, 437), and on the 8th November, 1634, 
the sheriffs were one and all turned over to him. They 
were ordered to send to him immediately an account of 
what they had done, and to report to him in future from 
time to time what progress they made (p. 469). Finally, 
in order to keep both Nicholas and the sheriffs up to their 
work, the King held a special meeting of the Council every 
Sunday afternoon, at which Nicholas reported how the 
receipt was going on, and what difficulties he met with. 
To that meeting dilatory or troublesome sheriffs were 
summoned, and the King himself took them to task. The 
sheriffs of London were in this way “‘ rebuked for being so 
slow,’ and were “commanded by the King to attend 
every Sunday till this service be finished” (p. 509). A 
few of the questions that arose may be quoted as illus- 
trative of the contents of these valuable papers. 

Sir John Dryden, sheriff of Northamptonshire, thought 
it right in his assessment of his county to put a larger 
amount on the eastern than on the western division. 
Such inequality was unusual, and under the leadership of 
Lord Montagu of Boughton, the eastern men promptly 
objected. Sir John Dryden assigned his reasons, (p. 442), 
but the complainants petitioned the Council in great 
strength (p. 446). In all these cases the principle which 
guided the Council was to discourage the raising of new 
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questions, the consideration of which would take time and 
excite jealousy. Sir John defended himself by records and 
reason, but the Council looked only to what had been, and 
ordered that the county should be assessed over again, in 
conformity with the previous practice. Sir John obeyed, 
and when the troublesome work had been completed, wrote 
to the Council that he had done as he had been directed, 
but that his year of office had expired, and that an Act 
of Parliament of Henry VI., which he very indiscreetly 
urged upon their attention, was fatal to his continu- 
ance in the service any longer, wherefore he prayed for 
his discharge (p. 482.) But he reckoned without his host. 
Acts of Parliament were not popular with the Council, 
and he was ordered, Act of Parliament or not, “to still 
execute the King’s writ” (p. 486). Again Sir John re- 
sumed his unpalatable task. He sent forth his warrants 
to the constables of hundreds, and they summoned the 
principal inhabitants to meet them to make the assess- 
ments on their particular parishes; but here came new 
trouble ; the parochial assessors could not agree “in regard 
of differences among themselves.” Wearied with con- 
tinual checks, and taught the folly of further appeal to 
the Council, Sir John seems in sheer despair to have 
thrown all the responsibility upon the high constables. 
He sent warrants to them to collect the money, coute qui 
coute, by the 1st January (p. 560), and here the curtain 
drops upon him at the close of our volume. 

The difficulty which arose in Northamptonshire met the 
sheriffs in various other counties. Ina part of Oxford- 
shire it assumed the most definite form. The two chief 
constables of the hundred of Bloxham (which lies in the 
northern part of the county near puritanical Banbury, and 
includes Broughton, the seat of Lord Say), received the 
customary warrant from Sir Peter Wentworth, the sheriff, 
to assess 2097. upon their hundred. These men—whose 
names were Nickoles and Harris—called together the in- 
habitants, and read to them the sheriff’s warrant for dividing 
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and assessing the amount. ‘The inhabitants answered that 
they had no authority to assess or tax any man, neither 
did they conceive the warrant gave them any power so to 
do, and therefore they humbly desired to be excused. 
Such strong words took the sheriff by surprise. He called 
upon Nickoles and Harris to return the names of the men 
who gave this answer. They refused. The sheriff then 
ordered the chief constables themselves to assess their 
hundred. Again they refused. Baffled on every point, he 
reported the circumstances to the Council, and prayed 
that the rebellious chief constables might be sent for 
(p. 505). The lords on the contrary sent for the sheriff. 
At the customary Sunday sitting, Sir Peter was called in, 
and ‘* was told by his Majesty and the lords that if those 
men will not assess, he must do it himself, or by his own 
bailiffs.” (p. 509). It is known that Lord Say was one of 
the first to refuse the payment of ship-money, and that he 
was willing to have contested its legality, as Hampden did. 
It is probable that he was one of the inhabitants who 
gave the bold answer before mentioned, or if not, that the 
whole proceeding was prompted by him. 

Among refusers we also find notice of Denzil Holles. 
This was in Wiltshire, under Damerham South. The 
sheriff, Francis Goddard, a poor timid invalid, suffering 
from “disability of body,” which made him unable to 
travel, called together the justices of the peace at Devizes, 
and requested their assistance in the assessment. They 
declined, evidently not liking the business, and saying 
“‘ they had no power given them by the writ.” The sheriff 
then taxed every hundred and borough himself, and sent 
out the customary warrants to the high constables. Their 
return was tardy, but it came at last, and the collectors 
were set to work. By the 1st of December, 6,000/. had 
been collected, and the sheriff was now full of fear at 
keeping so large a sum in a single weak house, standing 
far from neighbours, and all the country being ac- 
quainted with the fact of the money being in his pos- 
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session He laid his cares before the lords, and entreated 
them to tell him how he was to send this great sum to 
London ; at the same time he reported Denzil Holles and 
John Low as refusers. The King and lords at their 
Sunday meeting passed a resolution thanking him for 
his diligence, and told him they understood that Denzil 
Holles and John Low were now ready to pay; he was 


therefore to receive their amounts, and then to send up > 


what he had collected safely by persons for whom he 
would answer (pp. 537, 545, 560.) 

Several of the sheriffs, unable to find means of remitting 
the money, and afraid to trust it out of their own hands, 
solicited permission to bring it up to London themselves, 
which the Council uniformly granted. 


The power of distress given by the writ was freely used. . 


In Derbyshire, the sheriff complained that no one would 
purchase the articles distrained. The Council directed 
him to send the distress up to London, with a certificate 
that it was for victualling one of the ship-money fleet. 
He was to pass it on in that way, from sheriff to sheriff, 
and in view of that possible contingency, he was to 
distrain goods proper for victualling, as wheat, peas, no 
horses, but beeves, muttons, or hogs (pp. 537,611). In the 
same county it occurred that a distress levied upon goods of 
Sir John Stanhope of Elvaston was rescued by his men. 
The sheriff was directed to make another full distress, 
and to keep the names of the men who were the actual 
rescuers. At the same time a warrant was issued to bring 
up Sir John himself to the Council table (pp. 537, 558), on 
the charge of refusing to pay moneys assessed upon him, 
and rescuing the distress taken by warrant from the 
sheriff (p. 558). Sir John was probably the first refuser 
against whom actual proceedings were taken, but he had 
placed himself legally in the wrong by rescuing the distress. 

In Essex there was considerable trouble. At Chelms- 
ford the constables refused to assess, and on their example 
others who had already assessed began to withdraw; the 





sheriff was ordered to keep the names of those who had 
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refused (p. 537); and in cases in which not only the con- 
stables and inhabitants refused to make a rate, but refused 
also to produce to the sheriff their books and rates for 
other services, he was directed to summon all the parish 
officers, the parson of the parish, the churchwardens, the 
overseers of the poor, the constables and the surveyors of 
the highways, to attend him with their books of rates, and 
a list of their parishioners ; if, on attending, they refused 
to produce the required information, he was to bind them 
to appear before the Council, with their books, and if they 
refused to be bound he was to commit them to prison 
(p. 594.) 

In Shropshire the sheriff was active, but living twelve 
miles beyond Shrewsbury, and his best conveyance for his 
letters being by the carrier, he could not communicate 
with Nicholas more frequently than once a fortnight 
(p. 503). A company of drapers in Shrewsbury enabled 
him to remit his money as it came to hand, but he could 
not persuade the collectors to accept their office until he 
promised them 6d. in the pound, as had been accustomed 
for collecting money for the King’s service, which he hoped 
would be allowed. He was told that no ‘allowance was 
to be expected or had been given way to, in any county ; 
the service had been cheerfully performed both last year 
and this, at the charge of those who were employed 
therein, and he was required to pay in the whole sum 
without abatement (p. 545). Some gentlemen, he said, 
were “refractory,” but he forebore to report their names, 
in the hope they would pay “ without further noise” 
(p. 539). 

In Yorkshire, where Sir John Hotham was the sheriff, 
and was very zealous in the service, Sir Michael Wharton 
refused to pay an assessment of 4/. 4s. 6d., but his objec- 
tion seems to have been that he was doubly assessed. The 
sheriff reported him to the Council, but no order was made 
during the time comprised within the present volume 
(pp. 290, 479); indeed, the impression produced by all 
that one sees of the conduct of the Council at this time 
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is, that they were peculiarly desirous to avoid contests 
with individuals, except in such glaring cases of wrong- 
doing as that of Sir John Stanhope. In the county of 
York also, Sir William Pennyman raised difficulties re- 
specting the rating of Aislabie. Upon his objection Sir 
John Hotham added the amount (4/.) to the assessment 
of Guisborough, which the inhabitants of course disliked, 
but Sir John reported that he did not hear of any refusers 
(p. 507). 

In many of these cases the documents contained in the 
present volume disclose but the beginnings of long histories 
which will be evolved hereafter. Enough has been stated 
to show the character of these important papers, and that 
in them for the first time we read what was the nature of 
the reception with which the second writ was greeted, and 
how ready the country was to follow the lead of Hampden 
or any other person, who would openly dispute its legality. 

Of Hampden himself this volume does not directly 
contain anything, nor any letter or account from the 
Sheriff of Bucks. There is indeed in one place a passing 
allusion to a circumstance in which Hampden was inter- 
ested, and which ought not to be overlooked. In our last 
volume we pointed out that a presentment was made 
against him for keeping musters of the trained band in the 
churchyard of Beaconsfield, which he smothered up by 
some submission to the Vicar General. In the present 
volume we have a long letter. from the incumbent of 
Beaconsfield to Sir John Lambe, bemoaning the ecclesias- 
tical condition of that part of the country, the irreverent 
treatment of consecrated buildings, the dislike of the 
book concerning lawful recreations, the disregard of the 
King’s injunctions, the preference of Perkins’s Six Prin- 
ciples to the Catechism of the Church, and finally that 

‘* if a parson or vicar complain, the whole country cries out 
upon him, and watches to do him displeasure.” To this 
very significant utterance of distress, the writer (Dr. John 
Andrewes, several of whose letters have occurred in pre-

vious volumes) adds :—*‘ Since I caused notice to be given 
“ that musters had been kept in my churchyard, the gentry 
* of the county have had a spleen at me.” We see, then, 
by whose influence the presentment of Hampden was pro- 
cured to be made, and what was thought of it by persons 
of Hampden’s station in the neighbourhood. 

Of papers relating to the ecclesiastical condition of the 
country, presentments at visitations, private letters, and 


other documents—there are many of great importance, but 
a report made to Archbishop Laud by Sir Nathaniel Brent, 
the Vicar General, of the results of his visitation through- 
out the dioceses of Norwich, Peterborough, Lichfield, 
Worcester, Gloucester, Winchester, and Chichester, is of 
such paramount interest that we have purposely reserved 


it for printing entire in this place. It needs no preface, 
therefore we shall give it at once as it stands. 


“ An ApsTRACT of the METROPOLITICAL VISITATION of the Most 
Reverend Father in God WILLIAM, by God’s Providence LorpD 
ARCHBISHOP of CANTERBURY his Grace, holden in the Year of 
Our Lord God 1635. 

*“ Dom. Car. I. Vol. CCXCIIT., No. 128. 

“ Norwicu, April 6, 7, 8—The cathedral church is much out of 
order. The hangings of the choir are naught, the pavement not 
good, the spire of the steeple is quite down, the copes are fair, but 
want mending. The churchyard is-verv ill kept ; there is a neces- 
sary house at the west end of the church. There is likewise a 
window that letteth smoke and casteth an ill savour into the north 
side of the church. These and many other things I have ordered. 
The Dutch and Walloon congregations are admonished according to 
your Grace’s directions, and an Act is made of it. Many ministers 
appeared without priests’ cloaks, and some of them are suspected 
for non-conformity, but they carried themselves so warily that 
nothing could then be proved against them. There is an hospital 
in Norwich, of 96 poor men and women, very well ordered. The 
mayor and his brethren came not to visit me at my coming in. 
Afterwards I convented them for walking indecently ni the 
cathedral church every Sunday in prayer time before the sermon, 
and I admonished them to forbear for the future, and an Act was 
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made of it in their presence. After this they visited me often, and 
gave me ample satisfaction for their former neglect, protesting that 
they will be always ready to desire your Grace’s good opinion of 
them. 

“ SwaArrHaM, April 10.—Few puritans in this place, but much 
drunkenness, accompanied with all such vices as usually do attend 
upon it. The church is very fair and very well kept. Half of it 
was built by one Chapman, a pedlar. 

“ Lynn, April 13,—Since the Court of High Commission took in 
hand some of their schismatics, few of that fiery spirit remain there 
or in the partsthereabout. But there are divers papists who speak 
scandalously of the Scriptures and of our religion; they are already 
presented for it, and I have given order that they shall be brought 
into the High Commission Court. The three churches in Lynn are 
exceeding fair and well kept, and the three ministers are very con- 
formable and agree exceeding well, only in the principal church, 
called St. Margaret’s, the communion table wanted a rail, and at 
the upper end of the choir instead of divine sentences of Scripture, 
divers sayings out of the Fathers were painted. I have ordered 
these two things. The mayor and his brethren showed very great 
respect unto your Grace’s visitation in visiting of me and feasting 
me twice. They likewise went with me to the Town Quay, when 
they caused all their ordnance to be shot off. The town’s arms is 
St. Margaret beating the Devil in the shape of a Dragon. The 
chief monument of the town is a goodly antique cup and a sword, 
given them by King John. In these parts divers parsonage houses 
have been ruined, and much glebe land is embezzled. I have 
made a reference concerning these two things wherewith the 
parties complaining are weli satisfied. 

“ FAKENHAM, April 15.—QOne Mr. Sline, a vicar, standing ex- 
communicate, did officiate in his parish church, for which I have 
suspended him, and think fit he should be called into the High Com- 
mission Court next term. In these parts many parsonage houses 
aré ruinous, for the repairing whereof a strict charge is given. 

“ YarmouTH, April 17.—I was there entertained by the magis- 
trates with very great solemnity. The town is now in quiet, and 
the chiefest promise absolute obedience to the laws of the church. 
Their church is very fair; it had two pulpits in it, standing one 
against the other, one of which I have caused to be taken down. 
The east end of the chancel is severed from the residue. The roof of 
the church is very ruinous. Two doors at the west end kept shut 
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in time of divine‘ service, and the churchyard thereunto adjoining 
is kept very undecently. All these things I have put in order, 
though I made as much haste out of the town as I could, because — 
the plague was there very hot. The magistrates desire a lecturer, 
but I find no inclination in them to give the choice of him to your 
Grace. 

“Bunaay, April 20.—There are two churches, the one very fair 
the other very ruinous. The steeple and chancel of Trinity Church 
are unserviceable by reason of fire, but a collection will be made 
shortly for it, and I gave them 20s. to begin. In the other church 
many things were unseemly, which are now put in order. 
Mr. Fairfax, curate of Rumborough, was charged with divers 
points of inconformity, but hath renounced all upon his oath, and 
hath faithfully promised to read the King’s declaration for lawful 
sports. Mr. Daines, lecturer of Beccles, a man of more than 
seventy years of age, did never wear the surplice, nor use the cross 
in baptism. I was told that all the bishops there have tolerated 
him because he is a very quiet and honest man, but now he hath 
promised reformation. 

“Tpswicu, April 22, 23, 24.—In my ‘way thither I ordered 
many things in the church of Wickham (where Mr. Eaton spread 
his antinomian doctrine), and in the churchyard of Woodbridge. 
The magistrates of Ipswich brought me into the town with great 
solemnity. The town is exceeding factious, and yet the better sort 
are conformable in a reasonable good measure. Mr. Samuel Ward 
is thought to be the chief author of their inconformity. I ordered 
many things in their churches and churchyards. I suspended one 
Mr. Cave, a precise minister of St. Helen’s, for giving the sacrament 
of the Eucharist to non-kneelants. 1 excommunicated divers 
churchwardens in that town, who were so precise that they would 
not take their oath. But afterwards they all submitted with pro- 
testation to reform their opinions, and many do believe that a good 
reformation will follow. I hear that in these parts there are some 
that do teach that none have right to the creatures but the godly. 
But those who complained either could not or would not tell their 
names. There is but one hospital in this town, and that very well 
governed. 

“Sr. Epmunp’s Bury, April 27, 28, 29.—I was entertained by 
the magistrates with great respect. The town music played, and 
many trumpets sounded at my entrance and departure. This town 
was formerly infected with puritanism, but now is well reformed.

They have two curates and two lecturers, all very conformable men. 
I took away a licence to preach from one Mr. Peartree, a young man, 
in regard of his great ignorance, being not able to tell me what 
‘ Ecclesia, did signify, and in regard of his great boldness in the 
pulpit, because that with stentorian vociferations and _ secret 
glancings at the ceremonies of our Church, he drew many after him 
from neighbouring parishes. He liveth at Edwardstone. One 
Mr. Nathaniel Rogers, minister of Assington, is an absolute incon- 
formitan. I am told he hath resigned his benefice, purposing to go 
into New England. However, I have suspended him de facto, 
though, if he have resigned, the suspension will be but brutwm 
fulmen. The two churches in Bury are very fair and well ordered, 
except in some few things which I have caused them to amend. 
Many churches in this diocese are thatched, and I have given order 
that where the parishes are not exceeding poor they shall be tiled 
out of hand. Sir Lionel Tollemache and Sir Simonds Dewes showed 
me much respect in this and other places in keeping of me com- 
pany and inviting me to their houses, although I had not time to 
go so far out of my way. 

‘PETERBOROUGH, May 2.—In my way thither I was used with 
much extraordinary kindness at Cambridge ; although I laboured to 
conceal myself, I was met on the way by some of the Doctors, 
visited by the Vice-Chancellor, and had an oration and a feast in 
Magdalen College. Before I came to Peterborough I was met by 
the Bishop and the prebendaries of the church, the Dean being 
absent upon just causes. The Bishop lodged me in his house, and 
gave me very great entertainment during the time of my abode 
there. The cathedral church is very fair and strong, except in 
some few places which are ordered to be repaired. There is no 
consistory for the Bishop, but order is given for one to be made 
shortly. The schoolmaster is very negligent by reason of his 
frequent preaching. He is admonished, and promiseth amendment. 
The church hath no statutes, but is governed by orders of their own 
making. They are to send up answers to the articles, and a copy 
of their orders, to Lambeth before Midsummer day next. From 
this place I wrote to Dr. Goad concerning a monument in the 
chancel of Monks Illith [Eleigh] in Suffolk, and since he hath cer- 
tified me by letter that the information is quite mistaken. 

“ STAMFORD, May 4.—The church there is not well kept, but the 
minister and people very conformable. The ministers were gene- 
rally in priests’ cloaks, and they, with the laiety, were all the time 
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of divihe service uncovered, and still bowed at the pronouncing of 
the blessed name of Jesus. 

“ OuNDLE, May 6.—The church and churchyard there were very 
much out of order, but the churchwardens have undertaken to 
amend everything as was prescribed. I have given a canonical 
admonition to the schoolmaster here, one Mr. Cobbes, for in- 
structing his scholars out of a wrong catechism, and for expounding 
the ten commandments unto them out of the writings of a silenced 
minister. He refuseth to bow at the name of Jesus, and order is 
taken for his suspension in case he reform not before July. The 
ministers appearing at this place were generally canonical for their 
habits, except only those of the peculiars, of which there was but 
one man in a priest’s cloak. 

“ RowELL, May 8.—In my journey thither I went to Brigstock 
where I gave order for the repair of the chancel as your Grace had 
given me direction by letter. I found Mr. Lewis, the vicar there, 
reading prayers (it being Ascension Day) without a surplice, having 
but the day before at Oundle received a canonical admonition for 
the constant wearing of it, for which I have suspended him, with 
purpose that he shall so stand a long time. The schoolmaster of 
Kettering, one Mr. Seaton (who was complained of unto me for 
a non-conformitan) doth protest that he is absolutely conformable 
and zealously given that way, and no man could be found that 
would accuse him in “any particular. The college at Higham 
Ferrers was dissolved by King Henry VIII. the land sold to the 
predecessors of Sir Thomas Dacres, who dwelleth at Chesson 
[Cheshunt] near Theobalds. The last Lord Archbishop recovered 
the patronage of the vicarage, and that is all that doth now belong 
unto the see of Canterbury. The building is almost quite demolished. 
The parish church of Glendon, within one mile of Rowell, is utterly 
decayed, and one Mr. Gage hath promised to bring me true 
information against one Mr. Lane, the lord of the manor and 
author of this ruin, which if he perform, I think the business will 
be fit for the High Commission Court. There is an hospital in 
Rowell which I visited, but the master, one Mr. Bowdon, knowing 
of my coming, went out of town before I came, so that I could not 
redress many things that were there amiss. I have taken a parti- 
cular note of them, and have given authority to Sir John Lambe 
to proceed in the business, because he dwelleth in the same town, 
if he please to accept of it. There are twelve poor men, of which 
one hath been and is a recusant papist this twenty-six years. My 
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opinion is that his place is void, but I gave order that nothing 
should be done against him until another hearing. 

“NORTHAMPTON, May 11, 12.—At my first entrance the 
aldermen (the mayor being newly dead) came all unto me and 
brought me a present. The next day, being Sunday, I observed 
that in time of divine service many put on their hats at morning 
prayer, but in the afternoon (having marked what I did in the 
morning) they were all bare, and so continued Monday and Tuesday, 
when I visited. No man boweth at the pronouncing of the name 
of Jesus, and it is the greatest matter they stick upon. By reason 
of much importunity, and ad convincendam malitiam, I have 
respited them until the beginning of August, having assured them 
that all offenders afterwards shall answer their contempts in the 
Court of High Commission, and I hope your Grace will be pleased 
to give leave. Mr. Ball, the chief minister of the town, was 
accused to have given the sacrament of the Eucharist to non- 
kneelants, but because he protested of his innocency, and offered to 
take his oath, and proved, by witnesses, that he had refused many in 
that kind, I was contented to let him escape with an admonition, and 
I have told him that if the town do not reform he (because his power 
is great amongst them) will and ought to suffer in a very high de- 
gree. I have ordered divers things in the churches and churchyards 
there, and have caused a legal act to be made thereon. Harrington 
hath been visited; it belongeth to the other Lord Stanhope, 
not the Earl of Chesterfield. Canon’s Ashby and Adsom [Adstone] 
have in them but one house a-piece, viz. Sir John Dryden’s and 
Mr. Harvey’s. There is neither churchwarden nor minister, though 
they be parochial churches; the one of the ministers is going out 
of England because he will not conform, and the other is suspended 
for inconformity. Both the gentlemen, who are patrons, came to 
Northampton and, before many witnesses, made me a faithful pro- 
mise to provide conformable ministers without delay, and likewise 
to send churchwardens to be sworn. They alleged many reasons 
why this latter could not be done upon the sudden, and at their 
earnest entreaty I have given them time for it. And Dr. Clarke 
hath faithfully promised me to look to this business very exactly. 
I make no doubt of a perfect reformation in these two places. The 
tomb at the upper end of Wappenham chancel is respited, because 
it is the tomb of the founder of a chantry there. Mr. Wilde, a com- 
missioner, who shortly is to receive tithe in Roade, hath promised 
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me to order the tomb in the chancel there. These two towns are 


Sir John Lambe’s peculiars.' Mr. Dod, of Fawsley, appeared not ; 
he is 85 years of age, and faith was made that he was very sick. 

“ LICHFIELD May 15, 16.—The cathedral church is very fair, the 
east end of the choir, where the communion table standeth, is 
undecent in many respects ; the organs not beautified, the pulpit 
and pulpit cloth exceeding mean ; the house erected to teach the 
choristers diverted from the right use ; the close of the church not 
well paved ; the churchyard not well fenced ; the bells not as they 
should be, and there are too many seats in the body of the church. 
All these things I ordered in the presence of the dean and pre- 
bendaries. I suspended Mr. Leigh of Wolverhampton for non- 
conformity, as also a young curate of Dr. Burgis, who wanted his 
canonical habit, and would not be called curate but assistant. 
Likewise I suspended one Mr. Pegges of Weeford ex nwne prout ex 
tunc, in case he did not read the King’s Declaration for Sports on 
Sunday se’nnight following. There are many great papists in 
these parts. 

“ SHREWSBURY, May 20.—The magistrates here were extra- 
ordinarily observant of me, being always ready to go with me 
when I went abroad. The people here about are somewhat addicted 
to preciseness, but not very much. All the peculiars submitted to 
your Grace's visitation, except St. Mary’s in Shrewsbury, who pro- 
tested they would submit only to the King’s commission. I 
rejected their protestation, and they were visited.. The notes of 
the bishop of the diocese were most of them mistaken. Dr. Botton 
of St. Mary’s is as conformable as any. Nothing could be proved 
against Mr. Madstar of Bridgenorth, but only that he married one 
couple before the canonical hour, for which I suspended him. And 
because I mistrusted him for some other things, I have made him 
believe I will call him into the High Commission Court. In all the 
churches in Shrewsbury many things were out of order, especially 
about the communion table. But the officers of every parish most 
willingly submitted to what I ordered. ‘There is a chapel at 
St. Mary’s of which there is no use at all. The fabric of it is very 
fair, but the roof and glass much in decay. Pity it were it should 
fall to utter ruin, but who is to repair it? Whether the parish or 
the school is shortly to be tried in the Chancery. Mr. Bedford, the 
eurate there, is suspended for nonconformity, but he protesteth 
against it, and so I let him pass with an admonition, because I 
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could find no witness against him. Most of the great persons in 
this county of Shrewsbury come unto the visitation, were present 
at my charge, and invited me to their houses; but I troubled Sir 
Richard Newport only, whose house lay on my way to Stafford. 

“ STAFFORD, May 22.—No ceremony performed by the town, but 
only that the mayor, like a good fellow, came to sup with me. The 
clergy of this division is exceeding poor, but generally conformable 
for aught I could learn. Only Mr. Burton of St. Chad’s in Stafford 
is much suspected, but I could prove no inconformity against 
him, although I questioned publicly, and I hope the better of 
him, because he is intimately acquainted with the diocesan. In 
these parts the churches and churchyards are kept very un- 
decently, which cost me much pains in ordering of them. In 
Uttoxeter, a market town, the walls of the chancel were almost 
quite covered with verses made by one Mr. Archbold now living 
(who, as the common opinion is there, was 14 years of age when 
King Henry the VIII. died) in commendation of divers learned 
divines whom he hath heard preach in that church, which I 
ordered to be wiped out and divine sentences of Scripture to be 
put in their place, whereat the old gentleman was much offended. 
His intended monument, and a box wherein a book of his verses 
were kept, did much trouble that chancel. Divers churches near 
Stafford are turned to barns or worse. The abuse hath continued 
so long, that I know not whom to question for it, but some 
ministers near adjoining have promised me to make diligent 
inquiry and to inform me in Michaelmas term. 

“ DeRBY, May 25, 26.—Mr. Harvey, vicar of Hartington, a 
peculiar belonging to the Duchess of Buckingham, never visited 
before, paid xij‘ for procurations with much ado. The chureh- 
wardens appeared not, but a time was given them to be sworn by 
Mr. Adams, a commissioner, and were excommunicated ex nunc 
prout ex tunc casu quo &e. Mr. Broxham, minister of Buckston 
[Buxton] is suspended for absence and inconformity. The chapel 
there, and the chapel of Dore, are both interdicted for want of 
consecration. Mr. Woorkeman, a curate in Derby, was heretofore 
unconformable, but hath not offended since he received a canonical 
admonition about two years since. Once he refused to assist in the 
perambulation of the parish, for which I have given him a canonical 
admonition, and done no more, because he was sorry for it, and 
hath promised amendment for hereafter. I was constrained to 
suspend one Mr. Cooke, who is in aspect a very grave man, foa 
using much extortion (being surrogate to the Archdeacon of Derby) 
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and for making many very foul clandestine marriages to the great 
offence of the country. And because he is no graduate, I pro- 
nounced him uncapable to execute any ecclesiastical jurisdiction. 
There is hope that in Allhallows Church in Derby a pair of organs 
will be set up; I have put it ina good way. The difference con- 
cerning the school of Duffield was referred the last assizes by the 
judges to some gentlemen in the country, and the parties hine inde 
are willing to stand to their award. The cause is long and 
intricate, and could not be ended by me in so short a time, 
especially in the absence of Sir Edward Leech, whom it doth 
principally concern. Mr. Stansey, curate of Wingerworth in the 
parish of Chesterfield, and Mr. Wickson, curate of Chapel-le-Frith, 
are suspended for having made many clandestine marriages. This 
is done only in parte pene, but they are so poor that I doubt no 
man will prosecute against them in the High Commission Court. 
William Turner of Ashford in the Water is guilty of three adul- 
teries, and doth now keep another man’s wife in his house. 
Mr. Heatheock, the minister of that place, hath made me a 
faithful promise to prosecute against him in the High Commission 
Court. I have taken order that one Goodwin of Fairfield, who 
saith that to kneel at the receiving of the communion is idolatry, 
and one William Thorpe of Eyam (where Mr. Adams is minister), 
who spake bitterly against the repairing of St. Paul’s, shall be 
prosecuted in the High Commission Court. Mr. Moore, curate of 
Baslow, and Mr. Wofendall, rector of Whittington, are notorious 
drunkards, for which I suspended them, but I absolved them the 
day following upon their great submission and promise of amend- 
ment, and at the earnest intercession of divers grave ministers who 
conceived much hope of their reformation. 

“ COVENTRY. May 28 et 29.—In my journey thither the Earl of 
Chesterfield made me a great feast, and professed much respect 
unto your Grace. The Clergy met me five miles before I came to 
the town, at which place of meeting Mr. Dent, one of them, made 
a very eloquent oration in Latin, much tending to the honour of 
your Grace’s person and visitation. This city is wholly conformable, 
except some six or seven inferior, not considerable, persons. The 
Ministers, Mr. Panting and Mr. Carpenter, are very learned and 
disereet. The two churches (in one of which there is a fair pair of 
organs) are very beautiful and well kept, except some few decays 
in one of them, which I have ordered to be amended. Their free- 
school and hospital are well governed. Their sermons were at such 
times as that every one might be at both if he pleased, and so 
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Mr. Carpenter had no time to catechise. I have now ordered 
that service and sermons shall begin at one time in both churches, 
as is usual in other cities. The Mayor invited me to a feast before 
he visited me, and therefore I refused to go unto him. It is said 
that the Mayor is to visit the King only, yet at the last he ame 
in person to see me, and so I went with him to supper, where J 
met the Lord Bishop of the Diocese, who that morning returned 
into his jurisdiction. I suspended one Mr. Moore, minister of 
Frankton, for administering the holy communion to non-kneelants, 
There is a chapel in Ascott, near Ladbrooke in Warwickshire, utterly 
ruined, and hath been so a long time. The place is all turned into 
pasture, so that there are very few families, who live at random, 
and nobody presents them for any fault because they are of no 
parish, In the Trinity Chapel in Coventry I have ordered all 
things that are amiss. I suspended one Mr. Smith, a puritan 
minister of Honily. The school of Sutton Coldfield is now under 
commission, and the difference about it not like to be ended a long 
time, so that the Lord Bishop of the diocese needed not to have 
said anything about it. 

“ WORCESTER. June 1, 2, et 3.—In my journey thither I passed 
by the Wich, where the bailiffs made me two banquets, showed me 
the salt works, and the picture of St. Richard, whose holy day they 
celebrate every year with great devotion. He was Bishop of 
Chichester, born in the Wich, and by his intercession the salt 
water came into that place, as the fable goeth. The cathedral 
church at Worcester was much in decay until my Lord of London 
was Dean, who repaired it greatly in his time, and put it in so good 
a way that they have gone on ever since, and now they have a time 
set them to finish all. They have no copes, but are ordered to buy 
some before the Feast of the Annunciation. There is much walking 
in time of divine service, which they promise (upon my order) 
shall be amended. Their brass desk is not as it should be, and 
they have promised to make it better. The Bishop did not use to 
give the benediction at the latter end of the Morning and Evening 
Prayer, but it is ordered that he shall do it whensoever he is 
present. All the city do bury in the Cathedral churchyard, as it is 
at Exeter. The prebendaries have complained, and the Mayor and 
his brethren have promised to get a new burying place consecrated, 
but the churchmen are not willing to believe them. I have ordered 
many things to be amended in the churchyard, as it will appear by 
the Act made thereupon. The church of Allhallows, where I 
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visited, is very beautiful; there are organs, singing men, second 
service at the communion table, &e. There are two schools in this 
city very well governed, one hospital only, of [on ?} which Dr. Fell 
is now in bestowing much cost. 

“ STRATFORD-UPON-AVON. —The bailiffs of this town gave great 
respect unto the visitation. Here are many contentions about 
seats in the church. I suspended Mr. Wilson, minister of the place, 
for grossly particularizing in his sermons, for suffering his poultry 
tw roost, and his hogs to lodge in the chancel, for walking in the 
church to con his sermon in time of divine service, &c. I think to 
release him after he hath stood so one quarter of a year, if your 
Grace be not of another opinion, because he is said to be a very 
geod scholar, and was the son of a very grave, conformable Doctor 
of Divinity, and doth promise a serious amendment for the future. 
In Warwick (to which place they say Coventry is gone) there are 
two ministers; Mr. Hall, who is conformable, and Mr. Roe, an 
Emanuel College man, who is much suspected. I could not fasten 
anything upon him, though I charged him with many things. A 
petition was delivered to me against him, but the petitioner was 
proved to be a drunkard, and the contents of his petition were 
disproved by many of good credit. 

“ GLOUCESTER. Junti 8 et 9.—Here was much solemnity, many 
orations, and great entertainment. In the Cathedral church many 
things amiss. No cope; the fabric in decay; an annuity of 201. per 
annum given by one Mr. Cox is scarce well bestowed. The 
churchyard is much pestered with buildings. The schoolmaster 
refused to take his oath. He is a very good schoolmaster, but 
thought to be puritanical. I suspended him, but decreed the 
execution thereof should be stayed until they heard from me again. 
I visited the great hospital near Gloucester, and find that the in- 
formation given to your Grace is utterly mistaken; yet some 
things are said to be amiss, of which I was promised a particular 
relation, but the promisers failed me. The Bishop made and sealed 
in my presence a deed of gift unto your Grace and to the Dean and 
Chapter of Gloucester, of all his household stuff at the Wyniard, 
and at his palace in Gloucester, to the use of himself whilst he 
lived, and of his successors after him. In these parts they are 
much given to straggle from their own parishes to hear strangers, 
which fault I have much laboured to suppress both there and 
elsewhere. 


“MoreETON IN MArRsu, Julii 11.—In this place very few parishes 
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met, yet we were constrained to hold the visitation in the church- 
yard, because the church was so little. These parts are more free 
from schism than drunkenness. A widow came to be sworn church- 
warden, there being in these parts an ill custom to choose church- 
wardens by houses. Here is a great difference between Sir Thomas 
Edmundes and Dr. Temple about a seat in the church of Bourton 
upon the Water. 

“ OICESTER [CIRENCESTER], Junii 13.—One Mr. Caple, who was 
formerly suspended, resigned a very good living before I came into 
the diocese. He was fellow of Magdalen’s and tutor to Dr. Fruyn 
[Frewen]. Some ministers in these parts are much suspected for 
inconformity, but now every one of them doth profess conformity, 
and would seem ready to fight for it. Thraske hath been lately 
hereabouts, and laboureth much to disperse his antinomian doc- 
trine; but doth it more in private conference than in the pulpit, 
where he preacheth only for faith. 

“ CHIPPING SopBURY, Junii 16.—The high sheriff of Gloucester- 
shire met me with all his retinue many miles on the way, and con- 
ducted me to his house, where I had great entertainment. Mr. Fowler, 
the minister of his parish, who is called his chaplain, was absent, and 
tis thought he is factiously addicted. I have therefore suspended 
him until he can clear himself. 

“One Mr. Kerig, curate of Marshfield, conformed himself at the 
visitation, protesting that his judgment is convinced. I have sus- 
pended a notorious popish schoolmaster in Ruardean in the Forest 
of Dean, whose name I have forgotten. Mr. Exon (of whom 
Mr. Dean of Christchurch complained) protesteth that he is clearly 
conformable, neither could Dr. Iles fasten anything upon him 
but some small neglects, wherein he hath promised a constant 
reformation. 

“ WINCHESTER, Junii 19, 20, 22, et 23.—The cathedral church is 
very much in decay. Of late they have bestowed much money, 
and now are in bestowing much more. The choir is ill served, 
because some of the chiefest (Mr. Frost, &.) are of the King’s 
chapel. The almsmen are always absent, being placed by the King 
and dwelling far off. They have no copes. Some do not bow 
when they come into the choir, nor at the blessed name of Jesus. 
These things and many others I have ordered, and they have all so 
willingly submitted that I make no doubt but that all things in 
that quire will be in perfect order. The cloisters are mean, but I 
think they were never better, nor can they be well mended. Their 
churchyard is ill fenced, hath many houses built, and some miskins 
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made upon it. I have decreed a reformation for all these. The 
state of Kalender Church [St. Mary Calender], where the bishops 
of Winton are installed, is declared in a paper by itself. The 
bishop of this diocese hath told me his clergy have given 1,700/. 
towards the repairing of St. Paul's, to be paid in seven years. In 
these parts popery doth increase more than puritanism, and many 
children are christened by popish priests. One Polwhele, dwelling 
in Winchester, is a dangerous papist. He teacheth music, and his 
son, of the age of 17 or 18 years, teacheth grammar in his father’s 
house, and many who come to school there are infected by them. 
Likewise one Agnes Francis in St. Michael’s parish in Winchester, 
is a dangerous schoolmistress in that kind. I have inhibited all 
these. 

“ SOUTHAMPTON, Junii 25.—The mayor sent me an offer of a 
burgess’s place, which I refused, because he came not to visit me. 
In this diocese almost every minister was licensed to preach before 
the inhibition went out. I found no puritans in this place on 
whom anything could be fastened, yet there are many that do 
straggle to other parish churches from their own. 

*‘ CHICHESTER, Junii 27 et 30.—The cathedral church somewhat 
out of repair, especially one tower, for the mending whereof I have 
limited a time. The churchyard is somewhat profaned, but not 
much. I have ordered timber to be removed out of it, and some 
doors to be shut up. I have likewise ordered divers things for 
reverence in the church, which before were not observed: 1. That 
every one shall sit bare in the church when divine service is said 
in the choir. 2. That there shall be no walking or talking, either 
in the body of the church or the aisles, in time of divine service. 
3. That no man shall during that time pass through the church 
with his head covered, nor be covered at any time from the begin- 
ning of the service until the blessing be passed. The choir is well 
furnished, though their allowance be small. They present to your 
Grace a bill of fees to be confirmed, if in your wisdom you shall 
think fit. There are no copes. They are willing to buy some, but 
protest they are exceeding poor. They have many seats in the 
body of their church, but there is left between them a fair broad 
passage, leading straight up into the choir, and the seats on each 
side are very handsome. They cannot well want these seats, 
because the sermon is in this place, and the Lord Bishop, the Dean 
and Chapter, the Mayor and his brethren, &e. are to be fitted 
there. Yet they most readily submit to your Grace’s pleasure herein. 
Mr. Speed, of St. Pancras in Chichester, confessed his error in being

two popular in the pulpit, and is very, willing the gallery in his 
parish church should be pulled down, which was built to receive 
strangers, and at their charges. He promiseth to hasten the busi- 
ness, and to certify at the time appointed, as also to remove 
the seats which stand even with the altar. For which readiness 
and because the dean doth assure me that he is a very good 
scholar, and may do much good in the church, I have forborne 
to proceed against him, The mayor and his brethren came not to 
visit me, because I lodged in the close, there being some difference 
between them and the dean and prebendaries. They are puri- 
tanically addicted, which caused me to convent publicly, and 
canonically admonish one of the aldermen for putting his hat on 
in time of divine service. 

‘“‘ ARUNDEL, July 1.—Mr. Nye, rector of Clapham, Mr. Salisbury, 
curate of Warningcamp, Mr. Hill, vicar of Felpham, are so vehe- 
mently suspected to be non-conformitants, that although nothing 
was confessed or proved against them, I thought fit to inhibit 
them to preach until I could be better satisfied of them. As I was 
going from Arundel I was told that not long before Mr. Hill, being 
in his pulpit, spake unto four of his neighbours, who sate before 
him in one seat, that he was certain three of them should be 
damned. The fourth was his friend, and therefore he saved him. 
One of the churchwardens of Arundel, by name John Alberry, 
having heard my charge in the morning, at night before he went 
to bed, made a violent extemporary prayer, and pronounced it so 
loud that divers in the street did hear him. The effect was to be de- 
livered from the persecution that was now coming upon them. The 
choir of the parish church of Arundel is almost quite filled with 
tombs of the predecessors of the Earl of Arundel, and is therefore 
kept locked all the year long. There is adjoining to it a chapel 
called Our Lady’s chapel, which hath some tombs in it, and is like- 
wise shut up all the year, so that there is a necessity of placing the 
communion table in an aisle of the church. I have now set it in as 
decent a manner as that place will afford. 

“ LEwEs, Julii 3 et 4—Mr. Bunyard, Maynard, Russell, and Gyles 
refused in open court to bow at the blessed name of Jesus, being 
by me questioned for it. After long conference, and late at night, 
they all submitted, confessing that they were convinced in their 
opinions, and that hereafter they would observe that law of the 
‘church and persuade others to do the like. This caused .me to 
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revoke my suspension. I inhibited one Mr. Jennings to preach any 
more for particularizing in the pulpit. He called one of his 
parishioners “ arch-knave,” and being questioned by me for it, he 
answered me that it was but a lively application. The man abused 
did think he had been called “ notched knave,” and fell out with 
his barber who had lately trimmed him. Mr. Harrison, once a 
Fellow of University College in Oxford, hath exchanged his par- 
sonage house in Stanmer, a peculiar of South Malling Deanery, 
and of your Grace’s donation, with Sir Richard Michelbourne, 
Lord of the Manor there. It may justly be feared that the church 
will suffer wrong in a short time. He saith it was done by 
special order from the last Lord Archbishop. I purpose to examine 
the truth hereof (because I believe it not) in Michaelmas Term 
next. 

“ GUILDFORD, Julii 7.—There is much faction in these parts. One 
Prior, a shoemaker in Guildford, is much suspected to be a con- 
venticler. But he denied it very strongly, and I could prove 
nothing. Here is much straggling to strange parishes. I have 


given a strict charge to the churchwardens to present them all 


for it, and have left order in the office that they shall be severely 


prosecuted. Much irreverence is used in churches by putting on 
hats in time of divine service, not kneeling when the Ten Com- 
mandments are read, &c., and catechising is much neglected. I 
have beaten down these abuses as much as possibly I can. 
“Kinaston, Julii 9—This town is very factious, yet the Bailiffs 
gave great respect unto your Grace’s visitation. The church is 
very fair, but much obscured witha great gallery. The Bailiffs told 


me that money was given for the building of another gallery, but 
I refused to give leave for the setting of it up. There are divers in 
Surrey that refuse to read the King’s declaration for lawful sports 
on Sundays, beside those that stand suspended for that fault. 
Dr. Howell, a very worthy divine, gave me a note of their names. 
They are Mr. Whitfield of Ockley, Mr. Geary of Wonersh, 
Mr. Wood of Pepper-harrow, and Mr. Farrell of Pirbright; all 
of them are of the lecture of Guildford, and some of them of the 
lecture at Dorking. 

“ SouTHWARK, Julii 14.—In this place was the smallest meeting 
of all, being but of thirteen parishes. All the ministers appeared, 
but only Dr. Paske, for whose absence "no cause was so much as 


alleged. 1 have decreed him to be suspended, but because I 
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know him to be both discreet and conformable, I have stayed the 
execution thereof for a time, presuming he had some just cause 
to be absent.” 


A peculiarity of this time which becomes very appa- 
rent in the present volume is the number of cases of 
what were presumed to be grievances affecting ecclesiastical 
persons which were brought before the Council, and were 
dealt with by them in a summary manner. The case of 
Stradbroke in Suffolk is an example. The Rev. James 
Bucke, the vicar, complained that a lease of the impro- 
priate rectory having been obtained for the augmentation 
of his living, the trustees taking offence at his endeavours 
to bring his parishioners to conformity, applied the profits 
of the lease to other purposes, and gave out that they 
would deal with them at their pleasure. After what in 
these days would be deemed very insufficient investigation, 
the Council held that the Trustees had committed a 
manifest and foul breach of trust, and directed the Lord 
Privy Seal to unite with Archbishop Laud and some 
others, to whom the King had referred the matter, in 
ordering the same for the good of the vicar (pp. 528, 
567 (2).) This is only one case, but there are many 
others of the same kind in the course of this volume. 

Ecclesiastical matters indeed occupy more and more of 
our space. The Primate’s dealings with the foreign churches 
come before us in many papers. One letter of the Archbishop 
upon this subject, which we have calendared very fully at 
p. 340, is a striking example of the way in which he 
managed to do what he thought right, in such manner as 
necessarily to make himself unpopular. Many of the 
cases in the High Commission will be found to be ex- 
tremely important ; those, for example, of Abbott (p. 185, 
189), Egerton (p. 187), Workman (p. 194), Middleton 
and Thorne (p. 203), South (p. 203, 234), Sir Robert 
Howard and Lady Purbeck (pp. 181, 190, 197 (2), 
202, 205, 227, 384), Murray (p. 212), Hill (p. 228), 
Chauncey (p. 489), and others. A paper also (at p. 894), 
containing an account of the services of the celebrated 
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Dr. Roger Mainwaring at Worcester (by way of petition for 
a bishopric—which he obtained) is worthy of attention. 
On .a former occasion we commented on the leaning of 
Archbishop Laud towards peculiar severity in his sentences 
in the Star Chamber. It is a pleasure to record an instance 
tothe contrary. James Maxwell and Alice, his wife, persons 
attached to the Court, were deemed to have libelled the 
Lord Keeper. Lord Cottington moved for fines of 3,000. 
to the King and the Lord Keeper; Lord Chief Baron 
Davenport wished, in addition, that the woman should be 
whipped; Lord Chief Justice Finch concurred in the 
suggestion of his learned brother. Sec. Windebank im, 
proved upon their cruelty by proposing that she should be 
whipped both in London and in her own county of Kent, 
which was concurred in by Sec. Coke. Sir Henry Vane, 
Sir Thomas Edmondes, and Archbishop Neile were all for 
the double whipping. From the disgrace of such a sen- 
tence the Court was rescued by the Earls of Carlisle, 
Bridgewater, Pembroke and Montgomery, Arundel, the 
Duke of Lennox, and finally, to his credit, by Archbishop 
Laud (p. 31). 

The King’s attention to public business appears in 
almost every page. ‘There is very little written matter in 
the volume that proceeded from him, but it is full of his 
opinions, his resolves, and occasionally his very words. 
Everything reported of his conduct in state affairs exhibits 
him as a quick, clever man, full of sense and shrewdness, 
and ever animated by a regard for strict literal justice,— 
which is too often, as everybody knows, the very acme of 
injustice. In small matters in which he did not take ad- 
vice, he was accustomed to utter offhand his expressions 
of opinion, in a rapid, unreflecting way, and when, as 
frequently happened, he thus involved himself in diffi- 
culties, he too often sought extrication by flying to distinc- 
tions and little quibbling sophistries which justly brought 
upon him charges of disingenuousness and insincerity. Oc- 
casionally a little perversity of temper showed itself in his 
dealings with those about him, which strangely puzzled and 
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baffled those who were not acquainted with it. Examples 
have occurred in our previous volumes, and there are 
several in the present. One which happened to Nicholas 
is related at p. 330. Some people about the King had pro- 
cured from him an authority or patent to investigate the 
old accounts respecting prizes taken early in the reign, 
during the wars with Spain and France, under the authority 
of letters of marque. It was hoped that the investigation 
would produce money to the Crown, of which the patentees 
were, of course, to have a share. The attempt excited a 
great outcry, and when the patentees began to call for 
these old accounts, vehement complaints were sent in 
from the outports. During his Majesty’s absence from 
London, on a hunting expedition in the New Forest, 
Sec. Windebank wrote to him on this subject, and sent the 
letter by Nicholas, who, as Secretary of the Admiralty, 
was intimately acquainted with the business. Nicholas 
delivered the letter to his Majesty, who read it, and told 
Nicholas to wait upon him ‘ in the New Forest, where he 
dined.” At the time appointed Nicholas presented himself 
and explained the subject, and especially dwelt on the 
great discouragement it would be on any future occasion 
to persons inclined to set forth ships of war, if their 
accounts were to be reopened long after the wars were 
ended, and the prize tenths paid. The King heard him in 
a cold, sulky silence. Nicholas tried again with some 
further explanations, but could extract little or no answer. 
Tired of his unpleasant interview, he suggested, by 
way of putting an end to it, that perhaps his Majesty 
would have the business further considered at his coming 
to Windsor. The King answered “ Well,” and so the 
audience ended. Nicholas had with him a paper on 
another subject of some moment, but was glad enough to 
get away without producing it. “I can frame no judg- 
** ment on this,” he reported to Windebank, “ and there- 
* fore send your Honour this bare relation only of what I 
** have done, which I beseech you to vouchsafe to accept, 
** as the best account I can give of it.” (p. 330.) 
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The miscellaneous papers in this volume will be found 
even more valuable than those in its predecessors. A 
few references here and there will satisfy every one what 
a curious hoard of historical truth is here laid open. At 
p. 260 is a very remarkable letter addressed to the elder 
Sir Henry VAN# from his son, the younger Sir Henry, on 
his making preparations for his departure to New England. 
The prejudices excited in the mind of the father, an officer 
in a court in which Archbishop Laud was predominant, 
by the rigid puritanism of his son, led him to imagine 
strange things against his son, who thus vindicated 
himself :— 


Str HENRY VANE THE YOUNGER TO HIS FATHER. 
Dom. Car. I., Vol. CCXCIII., No. 63. Extract. 


“ Sir, believe this from one that hath the honour to be your 
son (though, as the case stands, judged to be a most unworthy one), 
that howsomever you may be jealous of cireumventions and plots 
that I entertain and practise, yet that I will never do anything (by 
God’s good grace) which both with honour and a good conscience I 
may not justify, or be content most willingly to suffer for. And, 
were it not that I am very confident that as surely as there is truth 
in God, so surely shall my innocency and integrity be cleared to 
you before you die, I protest to you ingenuously that the jealousy 
you have of me would break my heart; but as I submit all other 
things to the disposal of my good God, so do I also my honesty 
amongst the rest, and though I must confess I am compassed about 
with many infirmities, and am but too great a blemish to the 
religion I do profess, yet the bent and intention of my heart I am 
sure is sincere, and from hence flows the sweet peace I enjoy with 
my God amidst these many and heavy trials, which now fall upon 
me and attend me. This is my only support in my loss of all other 
things, and this I doubt not of, but that I have an all-sufficient God 
able to protect me, direct me, and reward me, and which in his 
due time will do it, and that in the eyes of all my friends.” 


Garrard, in a letter printed in full at p. 340, attributes 
what he esteemed to be young Vane’s religious crotchets 
to his education at Leyden. 
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WALTER Mon'raGu, another wanderer from the paternal 
fold for conscience sake, appears here in a copy, or per- 
haps the draft, of his letter to his father, the Earl of Man- 
chester, on his conversion to Roman Catholicism (p. 497). 
His contemporaries attributed his conversion rather to 
vanity than to conviction, and saw but little merit in his 
letter of defence. 

At pp. 451, 478, we have two valuable letters of Ulick 
Earl of Clanrickard, in connection with the illness and 
death of his father, Richard Earl of Clanrickard and 
St. Alban’s, an event which was attributed to the persecu- 
tion he sustained at the hands of Lord Wentworth. 
* This young nobleman,” remarked the imperious Lord 
Deputy, ‘‘ speaks very loud concerning me, yet I am too 
* far off to hear him.” (Strafford Letters, Vol. I., p. 495.) 

One of Sir Henry Worrton’s excellent letters, written, 
as we have supposed, to Lord Cottington on a prevalent 
rumour that he was to be appointed Lord Treasurer, will be 
sure to attract attention (p. 413) ; so also will one from the 
Friar Francis A Sancta Ciara [Christopher Davenport], 
which gives information respecting Panzani and the Roman 
movements for English conversion, and also respecting 
the Friar’s famous book “ Deus, Natura, Gratia”’ (p. 488). 
A letter of Archbishop Laud to Archbishop Spottiswood at 
p. 522\is a singular monument of the indiscretion of the 
English prelate. To have written in such terms to the 
head of another Church—the Church of a people zealous 
and sensitive of English interference, especially in matters 
of conscience, proves his curious ignorance of the character 
of the people upon whom he was about to impose what 
they esteemed to be almost a new religion. 


“ ARCHBISHOP LAUD to ARCHBISHOP SPOTTISWOOD. 
Dom. Car I., Vo .CCCIIL, No. 11. 
Salutem in Christo. 
“My very good Lord, 

“T have but one thing at this present to trouble you with, 
but that hath much displeased the King, and not without very 
just cause. For now while the King is settling that Church 
against all things that were defective in it, and against the con- 
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tinuance of all unwarrantable customs, unknown to or opposed 
by the ancient Church of Christ, the new Bishop of Aberdeen 
hath given way to and allowed a public fast throughout his dio- 
cese to be kept upon the Lord’s Day, contrary to the rules of 
Christianity and all the ancient canons of the Church. I was in 
good hope that Church had quite laid down that ill custom, 
but since it appears the now Bishop of Aberdeen hath continued 
it, and perhaps others may follow his example if this pass without 
a check, therefore his Majesty’s express will and command to your 
Grace is, that you and my Lord of Glasgow take order with all 
the Bishops in your several provinces respectively, that no man 
presume to command or suffer any fast to be upon that 
day, or indeed any public fast upon any other day, without the 
especial leave and command of the King, to whose power it 
belongs and not to them. And further his Majesty’s will and 
pleasure is that if the canons be not already printed, as I pre- 
sume they are not, that you make a canon purposely against this 
unworthy custom and see it printed with the rest. And that you 
write a short letter to the Bishop of Aberdeen to let him under- 
stand how he hath overshot himself, which letter you may send 
together with these of mine if you so please. This is all which 
for the present I have to trouble you with, therefore leaving you 
to God’s blessed protection, I rest your Grace’s very loving friend 
and brother, W. Cant.” 






A letter of Sir Thomas Wroth to Dr. Stoughton on the 
state and prospects of puritanism is remarkable not only 
for the condition of alarm which it discloses, but for the 
fact that by way of concealment, the writer addressed 
his letter not to his correspondent Dr. Stoughton, but to 
Lady Elizabeth Cleere, at her house in Coleman Street 
(p. 377.) 

At p. 366 we have a royal letter for the preservation of 
Thomas Bushell’s curious rock and water works at En- 
stone in Oxfordshire, “a rarity of nature,” as it is termed, 
‘ ornated with groves, walks, fish-ponds, gardens, and water 
works ” which the King had recently visited. At p. 404 is 
a grant to Archibald Lumsden for the sole furnishing of 
all * malls,” bowls, scoops, and other necessaries for the 
game of pall mall, within his grounds in St. James’s 
Fields. Pall mall, it may be remarked, was a larger kind of 
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croquet, and many of the implements with which it was 
played were of the same kind as those used in the modern 
game. At p. 385 we are told of a lottery set up in Smith- 
field “for bringing water in an arched vault from about 
Hoddesdon, 17 miles to London.” The returns of strangers 
domiciled in London contain many curious entries; the 
notices of Vandyke (p. 592) and Le Sueur (p, 593) will 
of course be observed. From that of Le Sueur we find 
that he was born in Paris, came to England in 1630, 
dwelt in the parish of St. Bartholomew the Great, and in 
1635 had three children and an establishment of four 
men servants, probably employed by him in connexiou 
with the labours of his profession (p. 596.) 

At p. 443 will be found Lord Wimbledon’s letter recom- 
mending the people of Portsmouth to take down the signs 
before their inns and houses, that they might not interfere 
with the sight of the King’s “figure or statue” (pro- 
bably the bust inserted in the town wall or some other 
building at the end of the High Street), and intimating 
that he should command the officers and soldiers of the 
garrison not to pass by it without putting off their 
hats. 

Notices occur of GEoRGE WitTHER’s Hymns at p. 118, 
and of Sanpys’s Paraphrases at p. 523; at p. 483 is a 
Report of the Stationers’ Company, on a petition of 
Journeymen Printers, which gives a good deal of informa- 
tion respecting the numbers of the impressions of books 
and the usages of the printing trade. An impression of 
what was probably one of poet Donne’s seals occurs at 


p. 358. ‘“ Not long before his death,” remarks Isaac 
Walton, “he caused to be drawn a figure of the body of 
** Christ extended upon an anchor. .... this he caused 


« to be drawn in little, and then many of those figures 
“‘ thus drawn to be engraven very small in helio-tropium 
** stones and set in gold; and of these he sent to many of 
his dearest friends to be used as seals or rings, and kept 
‘as memorials of him and of his affection to them.” 
(Walton’s Lives, p. 53, ed. 1825). Notices of Anne Vaux, 
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well known in connexion with the Gunpowder Treason, and 
the friend of the Jesuit Garnet, occur at pp. 302, 420; of 
Praise Barbone (known afterwards as Praise God Bare- 
bones) at p. 609; and of various old trees used as sea 
marks, at pp. 310, 410 (2), 412 (2). There are many papers 
relating to the great ship then on the stocks—the future 
Sovereign of the Seas—which the Index will disclose ; 
there are several papers also about Robert Lesley’s patent 
for establishing an office for recovering fines incurred by 
profane swearers, and a curious proof of the rate at 
which these obnoxious privileges were obtained, and the 
severity with which they were enforced, in an obligation 
entered into by Lesley to Secretary Windebank to pay him 
1,000/. as soon as the office was established, and 200/. 
per annum during its continuance. 

A treatise by Lord Herbert of Cherbury on the Eccle- 
siastical Supremacy, occurs at p. 71, and the develop- 
ment of Secretary Coke’s great reform of the system of 
transmitting letters, which was the foundation of our 
old mode of forwarding letter bags, at pp. 166, 299. In a 
former Preface we noticed this great public improvement 
as under consideration. We now find it put into practice. 
Coke’s labours in this respect entitle him to take rank 
among unquestionable public benefactors. 


Mr. William Douglas Hamilton and Mr. Alfred Lowson 
have continued their valuable assistance to the Editor 
throughout the present volume. Mr. Hamilton labours 
principally on the undated papers and the acts of the 
High Commission, both very important and difficult por- 
tions of our work ; Mr. Lowson compiles the Index, and is 


always ready to render any other assistance with unfailing 
industry and intelligence.

Roe thinks he has no secret committed to him. In Roe’s last 
letter he mistook the name of the Swedish agent who has since 
arrived; it is Bloome—a man well known in Holland; but he 
did not mistake his condition. It is a true rule never to use that 
man for our money whom any man may use for his. Of the 
Queen’s letter in recommendation of Mr. Rulis, no doubt he has 
given her account, and of the Archbishop of Canterbury’s readi- 
ness to advance his employment. Certainly it could not be greater, 
yet since there was a mistaking that had almost turned all aside, but 
Roe has made up that breach, and now he doubts not the contribu- 
tion shall answer it. No man could express a better affection to the 
Queen or more alacrity to serve her, nor more fatherhood to the 
canse, than the Archbishop, of which he beseeches her to take notice 
by her acknowledgment, in which also he wishes the young Prince 
Elector would join. For this is the great man, made now of the 
Commission of the Treasury, and the first of the junto of foreign 
affairs, and in the greatest esteem with the King of any in Roe’s 
observance. Roe will hope (whatsoever the world hath sinistrously 
conceived) that he will prove a happy instrument of the public, both 
at home and abroad; desires the Queen to believe it so far as to 
oblige him to it and to her service by her trust. Other letter than 
that for the contribution he has received none, and therefore yet she 
has not tried him in particulars; when she does, Roe advises her to 
begin for herself and in her great occasions, for they indeed oblige. 
Small requests, repeated, and for others, abate the finest edge, and 
his nature had rather do her one great service than twenty trifles, 
for upon less than great actions he is not set. Being now so great 
he cannot be eminent and show it to the world by treading in beaten 
paths and the exploded steps of others, but he must choose and 
make rew ways, to show he knows and can do more than others, 
This only has made the Cardinal Richelieu so glorious. Therefore 
the Queen may expect a change, and if not, yet she ought to attempt 
it, and show him the way to make himself the Richelieu of England.

live on knitting stockings. On arrival of some ships from Rotterdam 
it is reported that the Merchant As lventurers now settled there 
reckon the Norfolk stockings as “cramery, intending not to 
uppropriate them to themselves, much less to restrain the trade 
in others; and the Company at London seem as disregarding the 
stocking trade as those at Rotterdam. Suggests that the Company 
should explain their meanings in the stocking trade. If they desire 
to leave it to its former freedom, means m: ay soon be found for its 
enlargement and resettling the poor in their daily work. As yet 
their stockings may be taken off their hands, yet the stocking 
traders, because they may not export them, abate the knitters a 
penny, twopence, and threepence a pair to the great discomfort of 
the poor, whose payment before was but mean. Touching “dornix,” 
a commodity made part of linen yarn and part of “ny vies, ” which 
is the refuse wool, the merchants are fearful to export them, 
although by some dornix is not construed in the number of woollen 
manufactures. The quarter being passed he has inserted his charge 
for the great and petty farms ; being outwards, 462/. 19s. 84d.; 
inwards, 812. 9s. 0jd. [Seal with arms. 1 p.] 


April 6. 38. [Sir Thomas Roe] to Sir William Boswell. Thanks for a 
St. Martin’s book. Takes pleasure to see the variety of wits and a style so far 
Lane. from Italian crudity. Wishes also the same author’s Messalina. 
The great news of the great man’s death [Lord ‘l'reasurer Portland] 

Sir William has heard. What the change will produce they cannot 
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penetrate. In the Exchequer they fear obstructions in a commis- 
sion, Sir William knows the persons; as yet they only state his 
Majesty’s revenue and debts, and issue nothing; it is doubted the 
balance will not prove so clear as was hoped. These as they are 
wise, so are they wisely tempered, and it is believed their diligence 
will improve their own merit and the King’s service, and narrowly 
look back into any ill bargains. Notwithstanding, Roe conjectures 
it is but a preparatory to a Treasurer, for one is the dispatchive 
number. The alterations in public and foreign counsels they rather 
wish than have ground to hope. All they have is that his Majesty 
is at more liberty, and certainly his judgment is soundest when it is 
singlest and in the clear prospect of its own reason, and Sir Thomas 
believes he will take the government upon himself to make them 
happy subjects. The test will be the resolution upon the treaties 
of the French, Swedes, and Dutch. Sir Thomas then enters at 
great length into the objects aimed at by the several countries 
before mentioned in their proposals made at this time to England, 
and sets forth the great importance to the Dutch of the friendship 
of this country. Suggests that they should propose a stricter 
league with England. He also suggests a larger negotiation (which 
was his great scope) for a Protestant League as a counterpoise to 
France and Spain, the King of England being its head, and director 
to his own ends and the common safety. Sets forth the advantages 
of such a league. Durie is well received of his Majesty and well 
accepted of the Archbishop of Canterbury, who has obtained for 
him from the King a good retreat, with dispensation to return to 
his labour. Let the clergy look after their greatness, “ we ” pursue 
their peace. Shall they desist upon the top of Pisgah? If 
Gustavus of Sweden had been thus provident he had never been 
so glorious; he used to say “TJentemus difficilia ut assequemur 
pulchra.” So also Roe is of opinion that res literaria is blocked up 
and terrified from progression by principles and hedges called 
axioms over which modesty may not break, and it is thought 
greater learning to cite a father or an obscurer author than to 
conclude from or excite a man’s own wit. Roe loves to go on and 
he beseeches Boswell to assist him and Durie, who returns to 
Holland in May, to prove if the synods will approve and assist in 
the pacification, and thence to promote the meeting of Divines 
intimated at the last Frankfort diet.

Seneterre pronounced to the King, that war was declared 
with Spain, which leads to the inference that the league is concluded, 
and the announcement made to discover how we would stand in 
this neutrality, especially the King’s fleet being ready to sail, and an 
expectation of Spanish ships to convey men and money into Flanders. 
What his Majesty will resolve is too deep a sea for Roe, but the 
opinion of wise men is that we may look ona while and let these 
elephants waste their strength. In the meantime all parties will 
look upon his Majesty, and he may také his opportunity to throw 
a little weight into the scale which may best profit him, and when 
doth parties are out of breath, sway the end, and reap the benefit 
of the war. Is glad that she has received content and good impres- 
sions of Archbishop Laud ; wishes her to make her acknowledgments 
to him under her own hand, and to address them to him. The 
Archbishop is sincere to the good he knows, faithful to the King, 
will do more than he will say, and is much better than his fame, 
and within than without. If she try him, advises her to do so 
in a matter of substance, for she may be sure not to be deceived 
with appearances, for he is no undertaker, but if his judgment or 
affection engage him, his deeds shall prevent almost the desires of 
his friends, certainly his promises.

37. Archbishop Laud to the Mayor and Commonalty of Canter- 
bury. The petition which he lately received from them concerning 
the Dutch and Walloon churches does not contain anything which 
the ministers of those congregations, when they were with the 
Archbishop, did not represent. Therefore the petitioners cannot 
expect but that to the same thing they must receive again the same 
answer. Yet the Archbishop has again, in open Council, acquainted 
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his Majesty and the Lords what the petitioners have written, and 
is commanded to return for answer :—First, that the injunctions 
concerning the strangers repairing to their several parishes must 
stand in force ; and for the inconveniences which the petitioners de- 
sired might be taken into consideration, he gives them this answer,— 
first, that the command of his Majesty is that, though they conform 
themselves to the English parishes they shall continue to support 
their poor as they did before, and look as well to them in all respects, 
at least till some other order can be taken ; and they must not look, 
being come in strangers hither, to receive so much peace and benefit, 
and not conform themselves in those things which are required. 
Second, the allegation that divers of their trades will fail, is 
grounded upon no reason at all. The Archbishop hopes the con- 
gregation does not set rules to their trades while they are at church, 
nor make it part of the service: and whereas petitioners add that 
no Englishman has ever had any knowledge in those trades, the 
Lords like that worse than anything else, for why should the 
strangers come here and enjoy the peace of the kingdom and eat of 
the fat of the land, and not vouchsafe to teach such English as are 
apt. And for that which follows, that poor English women, boys, and 
girls shall not be employed as they now are, there is as little reason 
for it as for the former, since nothing in the injunctions needs put 
any stop to their trades.

return before the 16th April. Upon that warrant John Napper, 
one of the constables of the hundred, came to Ilchester and told some 
of the inhabitants they must pay the whole 201. He was informed 
that he was not to rate the borough, but the borough offered to 
join with him in making an indifferent rate. Two or three days after 
he came again, and said, that Ilchester and Northover must pay 
151. of the 207. Whereupon some of the inhabitants appealed to the 
sheriff, who, on the 6th May, made out a warrant to the constable 
of the borough for raising 9/. 9s. 6d., which he assessed on Ilchester 
and Northover, and to the constables of the hundred of Tintinhull 
for raising 101 10s. 6d. within the maritime places. But John 
Napper giving scandalous speeches of the sheriff, drew to him his 
fellow constable, and on the 9th May set rates upon several 
inhabitants of Ichester and Northover, in which more men of 
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ability were left out than were rated, and the parish of Tintinhull, 
being more than twice the value of Ilchester, taxed to pay but 31, 
where in all other other payments [chester and Tintinhull are rated 
alike; viz, each a sixth part of the whole hundred, yet have the 
constables, or others of the latter place, petitioned the Lords as if 
the sheriff had dealt partially.

108. Archbishop Laud to Dr. Robert Pinck, the Vice-Chancellor, 
and the Heads of Houses at Oxford. Had it once in his thoughts 
to visit the diocese of Oxford this year, and with that diocese the 
University, not as Chancellor, but only as Archbishop, for those 
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things which are of ecclesiastical cognizance only. For he will not 
in that visitation meddle with any visitor’s power within that 
University, but only take a general view of the obedience which is 
yielded to the doctrine and discipline of the Church of England. 
Yet, the more he thought upon this business the more careful he has 
been to preserve all rights and privileges granted unto the Univer- 
sity, to the end that if they can plead any right against his power 
of visitation, they may take it into such consideration as is fitting ; 
but he is confident they can make no show or appearance of right 
to that purpose. For however some of his later predecessors have 
made omissions in that kind, yet the Archbishop’s right of visiting 
is most unquestionable. In Richard the Second’s time, when the 
University of Oxford challenged exemption from the Archbishop, as 
after again in Henry the Fourth’s time, the controversy came to 
public hearing, and the King vouchsafed to be present in person. 
At which time the right passed for the Archbishop of Canterbury 
against the Chancellor and Scholars, and the sentence was afterwards 
passed under the broad seal, and since his coming to this see he has 
got into his hands the very original broad seal that then passed. 
All this he writes unto the Vice-Chancellor and the others that they 
may see, that though both powers of Archbishop and Chancellor are 
now residing in his person, yet he will not offer to do anything by 
the one, that may be found prejudicial to the other. And withal, 
to open the whole business to them, that against the next year, 
when he purposes to visit, they may be satisfied beforehand that he 
attempts nothing but what is just and equal. For the decision 
made in the presence of those two Kings, and confirmed by their 
authority, has obtained ever since without contradiction.

You shall 
go on foot, and I will ride;”’ and spoke 
contemptuously that Lewis was but 
Mr. Stockden’s curate. It was further 
proved that Lewis was not any way 
distempered with drink, but demeaned 
himself civilly and gravely as was fit 
for a man of his calling. The court 
declared Middleton and Thorne guilty 
of laying violent hands on William 
Lewis, whom they knew to be a priest 
or minister in holy orders of priest- 
hood, pronounced them excommuni- 
cate, fined them to the King’s use in 
100/. apiece, and condemned them in 
costs of suit, which are to be taxed 
next court day.

a certain prescribed oath. It further 
appeared that Dr. Murray never took 
such oath, but had received the wages 
of warden, and had been warden for 
above 20 years ; also that he hadmade 
the fellows of the college take an oath 
to obey him, he being no ways war- 
ranted by the statutes so to do; also 
that 11 or 12 years since he went into 
the chapter house, with Mr. Tor- 
kington and Mr. Bourne, two of the 
fellows, towards night, and then, by 
candlelight, caused the common chest 
to be broken open ; and he, Torking- 
ton, and Bourne, took out divers 
evidences concerning the college lands, 
together with the register book, and 
carried them away, and also the college 
seal wherewith they intersealed divers 
leases one to the other, one being a 
lease of tithes granted to feoffees to 
defendant’s own use for 21 years, worth 
300/. per annum, and if the said tithes 
were received in kind at this present 
worth 600/. per annum; and besides 
the above lease (called Killigrave’s 
lease), the defendant took into his own 
hands various rents and duties belong- 
ing to the college, especially the hay 
and privy tithes; that since the 
defendant came to be warden the court 
leets had been discontinued, and leases, 
to the number of 25, had expired, and 
no fines had been received for the same; 
that the decays of the timber, stone, 
and lead about the choir cannot be 
repaired under 775/.; that during 
defendant’s wardenship there has been 
great defect in the number of the 
collegiates appointed to do service 
in the collegiate church and parish of 
Manchester, “consisting of eight-and- 
twenty or thirty thousand communi- 
cants or thereabouts ” with many other 
enumerated neglects. The court ad- 
judged defendant’s admission to the 
wardenship to be void from the begin- 
ning ; they pronounced him excommu- 
nicate as a dilapidator of the college, 
suspended him from the execution of 
his functions in the ministry, and 
decreed hoth his excommunication and 
suspension to be publicly denounced in 
the collegiate church of Manchester.

unresolved in the Admiralty Court. The fault was that the five 
men without authority did what they did, which as it cannot be 
justified, so they ‘and others by their example ought not to be 
overmuch intimidated for locking into ships which come into that 
road, for fear of dis-service to be done to his Majesty upon occasions, 
as they may happen, nor is there any such scruple made in arresting 
ships of his Majesty’s subjects. in other parts. He is of opinion 
that, as Mr. Percival’s care is to be commended, so the poor men 
ought to be delivered, with charge only that thereafter they make 
no such attempt without authority. [12 p.] 


6. Sir William Russell to Nicholas. Received verbal command- 
ment trom See. Coke that the fifteen ships already abroad be 
supplied with two months’ victuals more, and the ten ships for a 
month more than the former warrant. Desires that the Officers 
of the Navy may receive warrant from the Lords of the Admiralty, 
and withal prays the Lords to direct to what place he shall send 
the victuals for the fifteen ships, for provisions would be sent away 
as they are made ready, especially beer, and there must be a certain 
rendezvous where the ships may be found to take it in. Prays also 
for the letter for materials for next year’s preparations that must of 
necessity be partly contracted for and put in hand, especially hemp 
for cordage, canvas for sails, and pipe staves which must be sent 
for out of Ireland.

12. Sec. Coke to Henry de Vicand Mons. Augier, the King’s agents 
at Paris. The French Ambassador Senneterre, instead of the negotia- 
tion of a treaty for a confederation between England, France, and the 
States General, for restitution of the Elector Palatine, has proceeded 
to raise “impertinent questions ” concerning the King’s dominion at 
sea. His Majesty was not willing to enter into any such debate, and 
thereupon referred him to Sec. Coke. After much discussion, he de- 
livered to Coke what he called “a Temperament,” in reply to which it 
was told him that the King would give satisfaction to his good brother 
if there should be cause. Senneterre, upon a demised [the King 
altered this word into “ supposed”) report that a Hollander meeting 
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our fleet at sea, was asked by the admiral where the French and 
Holland ships were, and whether they would strike sail, pressed his 
Majesty toa declaration in this point. The King again referred him 
to Sec. Coke. Upon conference, Coke assured him that the Admiral’s 
instructions were no other than had been given in effect in all former 
times, and for near forty years within his own knowledge, namely, 
that his Majesty’s Admiral should defend and maintain the ancient 
known rights of his crown; that he should guard the seas, secure 
freedom of commerce, suppress pirates, and oppose hostile acts in pre- 
judice thereof; that he should aid and assist his Majesty’s friends 
and allies, attempt no innovation, nor do anything contrary to his 
treaties with his allies; and so, presuming that none will impeach 
his Majesty’s ancient and undoubted rights, it cannot be conceived 
but the effects of this fleet, tending to preserve peace, will be honour- 
able and just. Upon this fair answer (which his Majesty doubts 
not will satisfy his'good brother the French King) Mons. Senneterre 
could not rest, but would needs put into Sec. Coke’s hands a Régle- 
ment of his own, wherein he takes upon him to prescribe to both 
Kings when and where the one shall vail his bonnet to the other. 
His Majesty passed this over for the time, yet considering no ambas- 
sador has heretofore thus far trenched upon the rights of the King, 
and that Senneterre has not shown any particular composition [sic | 
for such an act, his Majesty has reason to expect that his proceeding 
will be disavowed, which, instead of increasing that amity and cor- 
respondence which the ambassador had in charge, sows seeds ‘of new 
debates, contrary (it is believed) to the intentions of both Kings. 
The persons addressed are to frame their relation to the French 
King to this effect, and must intimate that they were required 
provisionally to give information of this passage, which his Majesty’s 
ambassador who is now dispatched [Lord Scudamore] would declare 
more at large. They must not enter into any debate with the French 
King or his ministers about his Majesty’s right to the dominion of 
the sea, nor about the extent thereof, nor take upon them any 
further knowledge of the designs of his Majesty's fleet than has been 
expressed in their instructions, but may in all things remit them- 
selves to the ambassador whom they daily expect. ‘They are after- 
wards to complain to the chief Ministers of State against the wrong 
lately done by two shallops of Calais, which took the post-bark with 
the budget of letters, and rifled the passengers. They are to press 
this as an act of extreme wrong, not only as contrary to the treaty, 
but as plain piracy, wherein they are to require restitution of the 
letters and goods, with reparation of damages and severe punish- 
ment of the delinquents. [The King, as appears from a copy of this 
draft, which ocewrs in the French Correspondence, altered the above 
passage from the mention of the Reglement produced by Mons. 
Senneterre to the end of that sentence as follows, the words in Italic 
being im the King’s own hand :—“a Réglement wherein he would 
show when and where the one fleet should vail bonnet to the other ; 
and though his Majesty thereupon, for respect to his good brother, 
would not give a direct answer, yet considering no ambassador 
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hath heretofore trenched thus far upon the rights of ou King, his 
Majesty hath reason to expect that his good brother the French 
King will no further insist wpon this, but leave it according to 
ancient course.” Copy draft. 13% p.] 


13. Elizabeth Queen of Bohemia to Archbishop Laud. Now 
that she has recovered of her ague, she must not forget to give him 
thanks for letters by Robin Honywood and the bearer, to whom she 
entreats the continuance of the Archbishup’s favour. Within a few 
days she must make a dispatch to the King concerning the business 
of her sons in Germany. She knows the King will acquaint the 
Archbishop and the other Lords of the Committee with it. She 
entreats him to further all the good resolutions the King will make 
with his good counsel. By what she sends the Archbishop will see 
how little the Emperor from the beginning regarded the peaceable 
ways of treating that the King her father or her brother had 
taken ; therefore, knowing how much the Archbishop loves the 
King’s honour, and being confident of the Archbishop’s affection to 
her and hers, she doubts not but that he will further what she will 
beseech her brother to do. What'she sends is the articles of peace 
betwixt the Emperor and the Elector of Saxe, which they would 
have general, and utterly exclude her children from the Electorate 
and their countries, which by the laws of Germany they cannot do. 
She hopes this will open her brother’s eyes to see how he is abused 
by that side. She writes this freely to the Archbishop, because she 
thinks it concerns the King’s honour to be revenged of their false- 
hood and neglect. The King’s honour is as dear to her as her 
children’s ; she makes no difference in it. [Zwo seals with arms.

14. The same to Sir Thomas Roe. She has now got up her 
strength again of her ague, which lasted eight weeks, in which 
time she had nine-and-twenty fits. She would all were of Sir 
Thomas’ mind concerning her affairs, but she fears, as he does, that 
the old maxims will not be left. If ever anything will move them 
it must be the dispatch which will be ready to send with this 
passage. It is the articles of peace concluded betwixt the Emperor 
and Elector of Saxe, which is as base a one as can be. She has it 
from Berlin, it being sent to that Prince Elector. In it her children 
are quite excluded from their country and electorate, which the 
Emperor confesses he had promised long ago to the father of this 
Duke of Bavaria and his descent, but if her children will humble 
themselves to the Emperor he will give them some means to live of 
his grace. She desires Sir Thomas to judge whether this will not 
open their eyes of Sir Thomas's side [of] the seas, if they be not shot 
out with pistols. Concerning the promise of the Electorate, the Queen 
has the original of those letters which were intercepted, and the 
copies sent to the King her father, but not believed, by the instiga- 
tion of the Earl of Bristol, who ever assured the contrary, though 
his own cousin, Simon Digby, honestly wrote from Vienna at that 
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time that what the Queen said was true. The other articles are so 
base as can be, and at the end they confess that it is not in their 
power to do all this, it being the right of a general Imperial Diet, 
yet notwithstanding this shall stand without prejudice to the diet. 
She now writes to Archbishop Laud, and has done it freely, desiring 
his assistance. She forgot to tell Sir Thomas of an article, that they 
will suffer no religion in the empire but the Lutheran and Catholic, 
but for the Emperor’s poor subjects of their religion, or the Lutherans, 
the Elector of Saxe’s tender conscience has left them to the Emperor's 
mercy, so as they must either leave their religion or their country. 
She thinks Dinley wrote to Sir Thomas concerning Rupa’s sister 
that the writer recommended to her sister the Electress of Branden- 
burgh. ‘The Electress has promised to take her as soon as a gentle- 
woman she has shall be married. For the Poland business, Sir 
Thomas’s successor does more than he need, for instead of being 
an equal mediator, he threatens the Swedes that if they will not 
agree her brother will assist the King of Poland with his fleet 
against them, which she knows is more than his commission; he 
wrote them such a letter, the copy whereof the Swedes sent hither, 
and it is sent to the King. For the other business he published 
that it is all agreed upon, as if it could be so without her being 
acquainted with it, and she has had nothing said to her in it since 
the gentleman Sir Thomas saw was there, and he does it in such a 
manner that he makes people think that her brother rather seeks it 
than that he is sought to. She has made Dinley write to the King 
concerning what she hears, but as not believing it, yea, giving him 
warning of it, for if anybody should conclude a match for her 
children without her knowledge, let them be never so reasonable, 
she would break the match. There is yet another thing which as 
yet she will not write to him concerning, she has not yet found it 
out as she would, but by the next passage she will be able to tell 
Sir Thomas either of a great knavery, or else of as strange a pro- 
ceeding of one that is esteemed; she knows he will be with child till 
he hears it, and till then she leaves him; by the first he shall have 
it.—P.S. Prays Sir Thomas to speak with the Archbishop concerning 
their German affairs. She will not tell him what he shall say, because 
he knows as well as she, but let the Archbishop know she has a 
great confidence in him. [Two seals with similar arms to the

15. [Vice Admiral Sir William Monson] to Mr. Hailes, master’s 
mate of the James. Instructions to take the small boat that attends 
the fleet and repair to Ushant, Conquet, Brest, or other place on the 
coast, to get intelligence what Turkish pirates are or have been on 
that coast. If chased by the pirates, and he see no way to escape, to 
run his boat ashore, and if his boat perish, to “carve” assistance of 
the King’s officers, there to furnish him with a small vessel to bring 
him over to Falmouth. To make a speedy return that the Earl of 
Lindsey may take the likeliest course to cut off the pirates who are 
the scourges of all Christian navigations. [? p.]

6d.; so that on his actual receipts and payments Sir 
William was in surplus 2,002/. 17s. 9d. There remained payments 
to be-made on account of the two fleets of 15 ships and 10 ships 
amounting to 44,0551. 17s. 9d., on account of which there were 
expectant, from Lady Darrell the surplus of her husband’s account, 
amounting to 3,425l. 5s. 6d., and the outstanding ship money

17. Capt. Phineas Pett to the Council. Having proceeded in 
preparing materials for building the great ship, and considered the best 
way for conveyance thereof to the water side, he addressed himself

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descendants of Duke William for ever. That both the Palatinates 
shall be confiscated to the Emperor, to repay the charges of the wars, 
whereof the Palatine was the cause. That some allowance shall be 
granted to his children if upon submission they keep in obedience. 
That whoever does not accept this treaty shall be rebels and enemies 
of the Empire, and for execution thereof an army of 40,000 men 
shall be levied upon the Empire, whereof the King of Hungary shall 
command three parts and the Saxon one. If they subdue Germany, 
or catch it in the net of this treaty, they will assemble an Imperial 
Diet and make this monster be called a Fundamental Law. What 
resolutions will be taken by the Princes both within and without 
the Empire is yet uncertain. The most safety seems to be where is 
most danger, for in abiding in war they preserve their honours and 
rights though they lose their country. The Chancellor of Sweden 
is in the Saxon Circles making comments upon this treaty. If he 
persuade them, it will be a salutiferous work, but if a breach should 
fall between Poland and Sweden, he would go near to be drawn 
from the stage of Germany. The Rhenish Circles must stand or fall 
with the fortune of France, which may prove a reed of Egypt. The 
Prince of Orange has retired towards Maestricht, and lett a wasted 
land to the enemy. What can save this poor and oppressed party ? 
What but Deus é machind, or the Northern League Roe speaks of? 
Of all this Sir William Boswell has advertised his Majesty, and 
sent him from the Queen some memorials thereupon. The Prince 
Elector is in the army—a fit place to receive the news of such 
oppressions.

When they came to that coast the wind came west-south- 

west, and blowing with great force they were constrained to take 

St. Helen’s Road, not without hurt done to the topmasts of four of the 

the ships. He went not ashore, nor made longer stay than necessity 

required, being kept there with fog, rain, and cross winds, as also to 

repair those ships, and ballast his own. As soonas this was done 

he hastened forward to meet the French fleet, which he understood 

continued at Portland; but it appeared that the same wind 

which brought him thither carried them out to sea, and he doubts 

not but their intelligence was so good, that if the wind had favoured 

them sooner, they had sooner quitted the place. It seems they 

joined with the Dutch, and afterwards stood off to Ushin [Ushant] ; 

he is sure they cannot keep the Narrow Seas but sooner or later 

they must come thwart his way. As he went on there came a 

boat two leagues out to sea, from the Mayor of Dartmouth, to let 

the writer know that the French fleet had been at Torbay, and 

joining with the Dutch were bound for Plymouth and so to the 

Lizard. To understand this a little more punctually, he anchored 

in Plymouth Sound, where he made but a dinner ashore, to learn 

what he could more particularly thereof. The weather proved then 

exceeding stormy, and he was driven to have a consultation about 

the leaking of his ship. He took the first fair weather and stood on 

to the west as far as Scilly, where, saluting the castle, a boat made 

to him, and having spoken with the men he tacked about and stood 

back further to seaward. After some three days he put into Ply- 

mouth Sound to rummage his ship and search more narrowly for the 

leak which he hopes they have found and stopped. While he was 

.¢ there he caused the ships to take in water and ballast with other 
necessaries, that they should have no pretence afterward to put 
into harbour, and so he stood out to the middle of the Channel, where 
he had plied ever since. Meeting but few ships he is now steering 
over to the coast of France. When he comes back he will continue 
beating to and fro in the Channel until it be time to re-victual. 
Thus has he composed a short abstract of his actions, to prevent 
sinister information and truly to possess them how free he is from the ~ 
least neglect of duty, having since the 6th June anchored but thrice 
in road (never in harbour), and that upon urgent occasion without 
longer abode than necessity required. For the place where they 
are to take in victuals, whether at Portsmouth or in the Downs, he 
leaves [it] to their choice.

For the Austrian States, the Duke of 
Deux Ponts and their council, with the dead corpse of the King of 
Bohemia, are come to Metz in France; from thence they go to 
Sedan. Duke Bernard upon their passing the Rhine was forced 
to retreat within twelve hours going of Metz (sic) with his horse, 
having put the foot he had into such safety as he could. These are 
the effects of the peace of Saxony. This state of affairs has given 
such an alarm in France that that King is throwing all the force he 
can make into those parts. Rumours out of Holland that the Prince 
of Orange has risen from before Louvain with the loss of 1,000 men, 
necessitated thereunto by want of victuals. Notwithstanding, the 
King holds his resolution of setting forth his second fleet. It is not 
well taken that they [the fleet] do not put over to the coast of 
Flanders, Holland, and France, not that they should go into the 
harbours to force them to salute and strike, but keep at sea upon 
those coasts, and govern themselves according to their instructions ; 
and it is expected they should always leave two or three of the 
smallest ships, with one ship of countenance, to ply to and again 
between Dover, Calais, and Dunkirk ; this Conway would do well 
to advise the Lord General that he take special care of, and for the 
future govern themselves accordingly. The writer has been em- 
ployed abroad, and has found by experience that men in their best 
actions have been subject to misinterpretations, and therefore the 
Lord General cannot be too circumspect. He knows that some 
attempts have been already made upon the Lord General [by] the 
French Ambassador; that he should declare publicly a greatanimosity 
to the French, and not only himself but his commanders, and that 
in his examinations of those French captains he commanded aboard 
some words have been used [that] might have been forborne, which 
though for the writer's part he does not believe, yet he knows not 
how they may be apprehended by others. This makes the writer 
remember a French saying the Prince of Orange has often used unto 
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him. “Jl faut faire, ow se taire,” which is an excellent rule for 
us to observe who are neutrals, and to declare neither way before 
action does it. It has been advertised by some out of the fleet 
since their coming to Catwater that two French dragons coming to 
anchor by them, they saluting and paying all respect to the fleet, 
were commanded either to take in or tie up their ensigns, a thing 
never required before. For the writer’s self, he will ever make a 
pause between his ear and belief ; what others may do Conway can 
judge. Sir Henry would not have Lord Lindsey startle at this, 
If Lord Lindsey think fit to have any thing spoken to his Majesty, 
when his letters give the writer commission he will most faithfully 
give him account thereof secretly, and in the meantime he will do 
him the best office he can.

Has perused 
Mr. Bassett’s letter and the examinations concerning the Love of 
Amsterdam, and thinks he had just cause to stay the vessel, as well 
to prevent the spoil she might do by turning pirate, as to preserve the 
vessel and goods for the owners, ‘which otherwise would have been 
embezzled by the skipper. Most of the goods belonged to Jews, 
but whether they were Hollanders or subjects of Spain the writer 
cannot clearly determine ; conceives Mr. Bassett cannot safely render 
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up the ship or goods without some order from the Admiralty. There 
is just cause for Sir Henry Marten to give a proportion for salvage.

48. Capt. Thomas Ketelby to Nicholas. States the substance of 
Sec. Coke’s letter to the Earl of Lindsey, blaming him for misspending 
his time, afd his reply [see pp. 146, 243]. What is become of the 
French and Dutch fleets they cannot learn. The English keep the 
middle of the Channel, so as no ship can well pass in or out, either by 
the English or French coasts, but they will see them. Some fourteen 
days longer Lord Lindsey intends to continue in those parts, and then 
to repair towards Portsmouth or the Downs to take in the remainder 
of the six months’ provisions. The state of the fleet, and how the 
ships prove, he will receive from Mr. Markham. Charges Nicholas 
not to let his seamen doubt but Ketelby and the rest can think how 
to do mischief as well as they. Every ship long since has made the 
best provisions she can against fire and for defence. For the leak 
in the Merhonour they have found it, and have sufficiently repaired 
it for this voyage.

49. Examination of Timothy Tiddeman, master of the Blessing 
of Dover, and Matthew Downe and Roger Dunstan, two of his com- 
pany, taken before Anthony Percival, deputy lieutenant of Dover 
Castle. On the 5th inst. examinants were laid abeard by three 
shallops of Calais. They took away from a merchant of London 
all the money they could find about him, and searched all his clothes 
from top to toe ; and though the merchant affirmed that he had lived 
in Calais and knew them every one, yet they would not desist, but 
told him he was a Spaniard, and gave him many vile words ; and 
likewise the shallops took away two “ Portugals” which were bound 
for Dover. Examinants saw the mail wherein the merchants’ 
letters for Dunkirk were put, which the Frenchmen had newly 
taken away from the packet-boat, but they told examinants they 
would deliver it back again, which examinants believe they did. 
By reason of examinants being laid aboard they were hindered 
getting to Dover about 24 hours, and by means the merchant lost all 
his money, examinants lost all their freight. In every of these 
shallops there were 12 or 18 men armed with muskets and swords 
and as they laid them aboard, it being very foul weather, they did 
so beat and bruise their bark, that it was so leaky they could hardly 
bring it home. [1 p.] 


50. Bailiffs of Great Yarmouth to the Lords of the Admiralty.

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Mr. Billyard, of Dieppe, in behalf of Mr. Lockin and 
Capt. Cabbock, that he should procure two men to go in two 
fisher-boats of France which should be sent to Yarmouth, 
to conduct them to the North Seas, and teach the French to 
take fish by the use of the drove sail after the English 
manner. According to which letter examinant hired 
Thomas Hopper, who was to have 91. and a barrel of fish 
for his wages. Afterwards Hopper used means to exa- 
minant to hire John Pratt for the like wages, and they 
were to have half their wages before they went to sea. 
Being forbidden by the Bailiffs to deal further therein, 
ecaminant proceeded no further, nor gave them more 
money than he had formerly disbursed, which was 32s. 6d. 
to Hopper and 40s. to Pratt. When the two fisher boats 
came, they brought letters from Lockin and Cabbock to 
jit them of necessaries, and he has disbursed 7l. or 81. 
more than he has received. He did not conceive any 
offence would have been taken therefore, in vegard of the 
league between his Majesty of Great Britain and the 
French King.

Thanks for his good admonition and quickening, not that the writer 
has need of it at this time, but for time to come, for there is not any 
that is careful of his duty at one time but may be negligent in 
another. If they anchored often, or put into harbour, it was 
necessity ; if they went along the English coast, it was the next way 
to the French fleet. That fleet went away before the English fleet 
came, and it was not possible for the latter to make more haste. 
They stay now about the Lizard, Falmouth, and Plymouth, that the 
French cannot come again but the English must meet with them.

71. Examination of Nicholas Redwood, taken before Anthony 
Percival. Being master of the Mary Magdalen, of Dartmouth, 
bound from Long Sound, Norway, to Dartmouth, he was chased 
between Gravelines and Dunkirk, as he stood over for the English 
[coast], by a sloop of Calais, having two murderers and twenty-eight 
small shot, who, fetching examinant up, bade him strike for the King 
of France. Examinant answered that they were friends of the King 
of France. The captain of the sloop said it was all one, and crying 
«“Amain!” shot at examinant a whole volley of small shot, and 


presently boarded examinant, and giving him many ill words, saying 


that if he were bound for Dunkirk they would cut off his head by 
his shoulders, they took away four gowns, and divers caps and 
shirts, and other trifles from the company, searching them all for 
money, and likewise from examinant they took away three pieces 
of beef. The captain and his company shot divers holes through 
examinant’s main sail, and tore it very much, ransacking all his 
letters and writings, and telling him they would carry him into 
Calais, they left him.

80. John Durie to Sir Thomas Roe. It was his luck to meet the 
Queen of Bohemia at the Hague, she not being gone to her country 
house at Rhenen. She very graciously accepted Sir Thomas’s letter 
and message. She had heard before of the first point and the second ; 
for the third, it is her desire to do what shall lie in her power, but she 
has little hope. With this answer she broke off from that purpose, 
and fell upon the Saxon treaties: where she told Durie how great 
prejudice it was to the cause, and that now it was apparent that his 
(the Elector of Saxony’s] aim was to overthrow the Palatine House 
in giving way to the Emperor's injustice in transferring the Electoral 
dignity to Bavaria, and confiscating the whole Palatinate to the 
Emperor, who offers to the young Princes of the House, out of mere 
favour, an annual pension. Durie details the Queen’s comments 
upon the terms of the treaty, which he mentions nearly as they are 
stated in Dinley’s letter of the 4th inst., No. 31, before calendared. 
Lord Chancellor Oxenstiern is at Magdeburg, and labours to draw 
the Princes to a meeting at Magdeburg or Gottingen. Durie hopes 
by this means the rest will be soldered the more strictly together to 
maintain their liberties and religion, and so (it may be) his proposi- 
tions will be seasonable to bind them up in one body of a church 
which will strengthen their politic considerations. Statements of 
Camerarius as to the position of affairs between Sweden and Poland.

84. Petition of John Saintloe, wharfinger of Porter’s Quay, to the 
King. Petitioners quay was, in the first year of Queen Elizabeth, 
by act of Parliament, made free for landing and shipping merchan- 
dizes, and enjoyed that freedom until the 18th August 1634. One 
Coleman, late wharfinger of Custom House quay, prevailed with the 
last Lord Treasurer to make an order, naming it an exemplification 
of an old order made in the seventh year of Elizabeth not put in 
execution, by which order petitioner’s quay and all other free quays, 
except Custom House quay, are debarred from shipping anything 
made of wool, and landing such as are named fine goods. This order 
took away petitioner’s maintenance, he having disbursed more than 
his whole estate for a lease of the quay. The pretence of this order 
is because cloth and fine goods pay much custom to his Majesty, and 
are therefore to be shipped and landed at Custom House quay, where 
the officers are usually present. Petitioner's quay joins Custom 
House quay, and for that reason may be preferred before all quays 
except Custom House quay. Yet so it is, that the merchants trading 
in lead, (which pays so great custom that none except wine pays 
more,) being ill used at a more remote quay, have covenanted with 
petitioner to land their lead at his quay, and have caused petitioner 
to lay out great sums of money to fit his quay for laying and weigh- 
ing their lead. One Clayton, wharfinger of a quay formerly used 
for lead, gives out that he will compel the merchants to land all 
their lead at his quay, and has obtained a reference from his 
Majesty to the Council to report. Petitioner prays that he may 
be heard by his counsel at the Council Board, and that his Majesty 
would grant a reference to the Council, or leave petitioner to the 
common law.

After the Hol- 
landers had gotten the victory, they took both the Dunkirk 
ship of war and the prize the Dunkirkers had taken, forth 
of the harbour and piers of Scarborough, and would not 
come ashore when a special messenger was sent, neither 
to show their commission nor make help with their sur- 
geon to save some who were shot. Submits the circwm- 
stances to their consideration, and craves advice how te 
prevent the like accident hereafter.

This 
day about 7 o’clock at night, there came into that harbour 
a frigate belonging to the King of Spain, furnished and 
made fit to fight against a Holland ship-of-war, which 
had had them in chase all the day before, and was then 
riding at anchor near them. The writers sent a special 
messenger aboard them both to command the King’s peace 
to be kept, but the captain of the Holland ship would not 
come ashore, but sent his lieutenant and 16 men to 
know whether the writers would suffer them to take the 
Dunkirk ship-of-war and men forth of the harbour, which 
they would not consent unto, Therewpon the captain of 
the Holland ship sent three or four score men ashore with 
muskets and pikes, about 9 o'clock at night, and landed 
them with full resolution, as the writers conceived, to 
have set wpon the Dunkirkers when the ship was dry, but 
through much persuasion the lieutenant promised to call 
all his men aboard again, upon condition that the writers 
would set half a hundred men to watch the Dunkirk ship, 
that none of the men should get ashore, nor convey any- 
thing away, and so escape. But since, the men will not 
go aboard, but vow they will have both ship and men 
forth of the harbour or else lose their lives. So the writers 
are im a great strait, for doubtless when they begin their 
Sight there will be great spoil in the town and of ships in the 
harbour.

54, 1. Examination of Henry Hendy, master of the passage-boat 
of Dover, John Pollin, owner of the same, and Thomas 
Dove, of Beakesbourne. They went out of Dover on Sunday 
between five and six in the morning, and when they had 
sailed between four and five hours, they were laid aboard 
by two French shallops, which shot four muskets and 
made them strike, and then entered them with 16 or 20 
men, and rifled all the passengers, and beat the master 
and took from him 2l.

diction. He let the writer see the petition, but refused to leave 
what he said was signed by Windebank. Whereupon the writer 
said, that he must go on still as he did, to serve his Majesty as a 
poor bishop, until he received some further signification of his 
Majesty’s pleasure which he might keep as his own. In the petition 
there is not one word truly related to procure a bishop to be stayed 
his triennial visitation, which was never done in England these 
hundred years. In the Star Chamber, Mr. Chancellor is a witness 
for the bishop as well as for the King. In that draining which he 
speaks of the bishop is no way interested, not so much as by 
imagination. Being to keep his triennial visitation this year, the 
Bishop did inhibit him, as he has done all his other commissaries 
and officials, not at this time only, but at all other visitations these 
14 years. He has appealed to the Court of Arches, where the 
cause is depending in ordinary course. If ever he visited in all his 
life in any triennial visitation of the writer, otherwise than by a 
new commission, (which he might have had if he had desired it,) the 
bishop will give him all the profits of the bishopric to recompense 
his pretended losses, which are just nothing, for the bishop does not 
hinder him from going on in the causes of his Court now depending, 
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nor in any new causes, save only in the very time of the visitation. 
Nor has he disposed of the profits, but sequestered them until the 
visitation be ended, for the Chancellor if he assists the bishop, or 
else to those that shall aid him in the service. If Windebank 
conceives this to be moderate and fair the writer begs him to 
express his mind to that effect, or they will carry his answer to the 
petition over all the diocese, and setting up a jurisdiction of the 
Chancellor against that of the Bishop, will make the latter unable 
to do God, the Church, or his Majesty any service in his visitation.

He also called 
Boys aside “ after evening song,” and gave him the best admonition 
he could, telling Boys that he could not hear such words but with 
detestation, and that as a subject, a minister, and a guest, he was 
bound to tell Boys what he did, and entreated him for the Lord 
Jesus Christ’s sake to forbear such speeches, else he would never 
come to his house more. And he replied, Did I say so? After that 
Boys never spake of it more, till Culmer hears of late, Boys at 
some meeting railing against Culmer, hoping to get his benefice for - 
Boys’s cousin Hatch, he there said that he invited Culmer to his 
at Christmas, and afterwards Culmer called him aside and would 
have him accuse himself that he spake words of sedition, whereas 
Culmer did it but to bring him into a snare; if he had, he would 
have called witnesses when he admonished him, but he did it out of 
sincere duty to God and the King, for whom he prays that the Lord 
would preserve him from seditious and rebellious men. Culmer also 
says that Boys, having read over the book of Sabbath Recreations, 
and delivering it to Culmer before even song in the church, Culmer 
asked if he had read it; he replied, “ Yes; it will make a good 
privy seal ;” and Culmer’s wife heard him say, of the said book, that 
it was as if a schoolmaster should say, “It is a good boy, ply thy 
book, and thou shalt go to play in the afternoon ;” and Culmer and 
his servant heard him say, that it was unfit such books should be 
sent for ministers to read in the church, yet, after he had a project to 
get Culmer’s benefice, he said that it was a good book, and if it were 
read, the Sabbath would be better kept than ever it was. [? p]

and Montgomery, Lord Lieutenant. Sends him the musters for the 
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present year. Some arms are wanting by reason that the lands 
heretofore charged therewith are now in the possession of noblemen, 
who keep them as demesne lands, or let them to tenants at rack 
rent. Intreat his advice whether those arms ought to be lost. Also 
whether lands of orphans in the possession of guardians who have 
compounded with his Majesty for the same are to be exempted 
from the shew of arms. The arms of some recusants heretofore 
taken from them by commandment are found to be lost; such as are 
in safe custody the writers have caused to be repaired and shewn, 
continuing them in sequestration still. The writers have enrolled 
all the able men untrained from 16 to 60. The number, including 
New Sarum, amounts to 20,000. The beacons have been repaired. 
The oath of supremacy has not been administered, for want of a 
commission. They think there will be no need of a provost-marshal 
if the watches are kept day and night as they have appointed.

72. Lord Mayor and others of London to the Council. By order 
of the 11th June last, the Lords appointed the Commissioners of 
Sewers and Inigo Jones, the King’s Surveyor General of Works, to 
make inquiry concerning the great annoyance occasioned by Moor 
Ditch, and to agree upon aremedy. The writers describe the course 
of various sewers which are all received into a trunk which lies 
over Moor Ditch, and are thus conveyed to the common sewer of the 
city, and so into the Thames, in which trunk there is a floodgate, 
which, when the trunk is overcharged with land water, discharges 
the same into Moor Ditch, which is very foul and dangerous for 
infection. Suggest as a remedy, to make from Moor Ditch to the 
Minories, a large strong vaulted sewer 4 feet in breadth and 6 
feet in height, with open entrances,so made that a man may go 
therein with a wheelbarrow, for cleansing the same, and then Moor 
Ditch to be filled up.

cheerfully in his Majesty’s service, wherein he is pleased to employ the

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74. The Council to a Messenger unnamed. Being informed that 
there is a school kept at the house of Mrs. Vaux, called Stanley 
Grange, co. Derby, where sons of persons of quality are brought up 
under thetutorage of the Jesuits. The person addressed is to repair 
to the said house, and there to apprehend any jesuits, and bring them 
up to be examined, with all such children as he shall find there, and 
if tne children be dispersed, to inform himself whose sons they were, 
how long they were there, and where they now remain; as also to 
seize upon all books, papers, and massing stuff, and locking them 
up in a chest to cause them also to be sent up. [Draft. In the 
margin there is a memorandum in the handwriting of Sec. Coke 
which seems to intimate that this draft was subsequently used when 
the house of “Mr. Leuson, within two miles of Wolverhampton,” 
was searched on a similar account.

75. Petition of Thomas Lunsford, prisoner in the Fleet, to the Council. 
The Lords directed petitioner to name his bail, that so he might be 
freed from imprisonment. He has named Sir Edward Peyton and 
Sir Richard Grosvenor, of whom the Lords disapprove, notwithstand- 
ing both are subsidy men, and have good estatesin lands. Beseeches 
the Lords to accept these noble gentlemen, and the rather for 
that petitioner’s imprisonment has disabled his estate and made 
it hard for him to entreat any subsidy men to become bound 
for him. If this be not pleasing, he prays they will let Sir Thomas 
Pelham admit of those named or name his bail, and petitioner will 
labour to procure them to be bound for him. [Underwritten,

76. Another similar petition, with slight variations from the 
preceding. By one of these it appears that the order of the Lords 
for petitioner to name his bail was dated 12th June, and from 
another that petitioner’s cause in Star Chamber is set down for 
hearing “in the prime of the next term.” [? p.] 


77. Petition of Archibald Mackeller, clerk, to the Council. John 
Shipsea, D.D., came to petitioner about two years since, and con- 
vented with him for his benefice within the Tower of London. The 
Doctor promised petitioner another benefice in the country inexchange, 
and caused petitioner to petition his Majesty for his consent. Shipsea, 
after the petition for the exchange, procured a patent of petitioner's 
benefice in the Tower during pleasure, notwithstanding petitioner 
has the same during life, by reason of which unjust dealing peti- 
tioner has been forced to take a legal course against Shipsea, and 
has. obtained possession of his church again. But Shipsea and his 
adherents labour to sue petitioner before the Council table, only 
providing by that means to get petitioner out of possession, which 
would be the ruin of petitioner, his wife and children. Prays them 
to take order that petitioner may quietly possess his right, and have 
free ingress and egress to the Tower and Church, where he now 
remains, and dares not come out to visit the sick nor bury the 
dead, for fear of not coming in and so being deprived of his 
livelihood.

78. Petition of Richard Nicholls, Edward Tomkins, Andrew 
Bright, Francis Lloyd, and Rowland Clough, high constables of 
Salop, to the Council. The grand jury of that county being sent 
for by warrant from the Lords for a presentment made last Easter, 
that the imposition of the moneys to the muster-master was a 
great grievance and oppression, and they appearing, complained to 
the Lords that they were incited thereunto by petitioners and other 
constables ; whereupon petitioners were sent for, and are still in 
custody. Some of petitioners had conference with the said jury 
concerning the pay to the muster-master, but only that they would 
move the justices that the moneys formerly collected might be paid 
in before any more moneys were levied, and that the justices would 
take further order for the muster-master; notwithstanding, the 


jury delivered up the said presentment, as by copy annexed appears. 


Express sorrow for any offence committed. They never thought of 
such presentment. Pray discharge out of custody of the messenger.

78. 1. Presentment made at Easter in the 11th year of the 
reign. The Grand Jury being informed and of their own 
knowledge privy to the great repining of the county 
generally, because of the great and unnecessary charge 
of 501. to be paid annually to a muster-master, which is 
a needless office in that county, they therefore present 
the imposition of 501. yearly, or any other sum, to that pur- 
pose, as a great grievance and oppression. (Copy. 2 p.] 


79. Copy of the above petition and presentment. 


80. Petition of John Bartlett to the same. Petitioner was com- 
manded to avoid his dwelling house in Goldsmith’s Row, because 
he is not a goldsmith by profession. He has sought for a dwelling 
house, but the removal of houses in Cheapside, Lombard Street, 
and Paul’s Churchyard by the Lord’s command has caused houses in 
places of trade to be very scarce, so that petitioner, unless he will 
give an excessive rent, cannot suddenly provide himself.

81. Petition of John Brush of St. Saviour’s, Southwark, to the 
same. Is employed under Mr Evelyn for keeping the stores of 
saltpetre and powder for his Majesty’s use, and has no time to spend 
in other service, yet he is warned to bear or find arms in the parish 
where he lives. Praysorder for freeing him from this service. [? p.] 


82. Petition of Edmund Caston, Eleazar Cockering, Thomas 
Persivall, John Underwood, Robert Sheringham, John Wright, 
James Burtcn, Ralph Corbett, Thomas Seaman, William Matthew, 
Henry Nuttell, and Henry Symonds, prisoners in the gaol of Nor 
wich, to the same. On a petition presented the 14th March 1633-4, 
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by some of the petitioners and others, the Lords ordered Lord 
Maltravers and the Bishop of Norwich with the Mayor and others 
of Norwich to mediate a friendly end between petitioners and their 
creditors, by virtue whereof the greatest part of petitioners were 
enlarged. Pray renewal of the former order to Lord Maltravers, 
Sir Charles le Grosse, and others of co. Norfolk, well known to the 
creditors of petitioners. [3 p.] Annemed, 


82. 1. Copy order of Council of 14th March 1633-4, above 
referred to. [14 p.] 


83. Petition of Nicholas East to the Council. By warrant of 
that Board has been in custody of a messenger seven or eight days 
on complaint of Juhn Hill, petitioner’s neighbour, to the great 
hindrance of petitioner, his wife and children, and. other fatherless 
children, in this busy time of hay time and harvest. Prays to be 
brought to his answer. [Underwritten “ Dispatched.” 2 p.] 


84. Petition of Richard Lasinby, prisoner in the Fleet, to the 
same. Petitioner was an apprentice to a hatband maker, and 
therein continued till that kind of trading failed. After, he married 
and his charge increasing he was forced to take any course to live, 
and having a little insight in making of soap he began to make a 
little quantity thereof to support him and his great charge. Having 
now knowledge of his fault is sorry for what he has done, Has 
attended the Board ever since the 11th May last. Prays that by 
reason of his wife’s extremity of sickness, and that what he did was 
to preserve life, he may be discharged on security. [2 p.] 


85. Petition of Robert Wickes of London, salter, prisoner in the 
Fleet, to the same. In May last petitioner was sent for by a 
messenger for making soap, he continued fourteen days in custody, 
and has ever since attended the Council table. Some barrels of 
soap taken from petitioner were his brother’s, who was an apprentice 
to the trade, and is now out of the kingdom. It was petitioner’s 
trade to sell soap, yet since February last he has desisted from 
selling that sort of soap and has applied himself to buy soap of the 
new corporation and to sell the same. Prays release. [{ p.] 


86. Petition of Henry Ludlow, of Tadley, Hants, to the same. 
The Lords by order of 7th June last referred the consideration of 
demands of William Mason and Elizabeth, relict of Stephen Meri- 
weather, against petitioner to Thomas Willis, clerk of the Crown, 
who appointed the 25th June, at his chambers in the Inner Temple, 
to hear the same. By reason of a sudden desperate sickness hap- 
pening to Luke Simpson, rector of Chicklade in Willis, near forty 
miles distant from petitioner’s dwelling house at Tadley, being by 
petitioner trusted with a great part of his estate, petitioner could 
not attend Mr. Willis on the day appointed, but was enforced to 
take a journey to Mr. Simpson to settle his estate with him, never- 
theless he wrote a letter to Mr. Willis and sent him a letter written 
by Mr. Simpson to petitioner. Mr. Willis conceiving petitioner's 
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allegations were pretences, without further hearing made an award 
against petitioner. Mr. Willis having been lately certified by Mr. 
Simpson of the truth, petitioner prays a reference back again to 
Mr. Willis. [? p.] 


87. Petition of James Nugent, of Ostend, to the Council. Peti- 
tioner came into England about his lawful affairs with a ship and 
men of his own, having agreed with the master of his said ship to 
bring him, his ship and goods, to Ostend. The master dishonestly 
brought petitioner to Dover to his great loss, both fraudently 
wronging him of his goods, unjustly arresting him, and twice 
casting him into prison upon false actions. And when they saw 
he found bail, contrary to their expectation, they complained of him 
to the Mayor of Dover, that petitioner should speak certain words 
against his Majesty, and added thereto more than ever he spake. 
Is heartily sorry that he should so rashly speak any words against 
his Majesty, and protests that he never spake anything with any 
ill intent, but (according to the country phrase where he lives) in 
the greatest love that he could think, his adversaries alleging all 
this out of malice, to the intent to waste his estate and disable him 
to withstand their illegal proceedings. Beseeches consideration of 
his distressed condition, being likely to be ruined in his credit in 
Flanders and unable to satisfy his creditors without his liberty.

88. Petition of Edward Brewster and Henry Seile, booksellers, 
inhabitants near the north door of St. Paul’s, to the same. By 
late order of the Lords, petitioners were to avoid their houses by a 
fortnight after Midsummer-day last past. At excessive rates in 
fines and rents they have provided themselves. As they shall lose 
their fines and charges paid at taking their houses now to be pulled 
down, and be put to great loss in their trading, they pray for 
satisfaction. [? p.] 


89. Petition of Merchants of London trading to Spain and Por- 
tugal to the same. The abuses in Colchester baize, by stretching, 
tentering, false stamping the continent of ells, and otherwise, greatly 
increase, although the makers, visitors, measurers, and other officers 
have been often admonished, and made many promises of reforma- 
tion. The principal part of petitioners’ trade consists in transporta- 
tion of the said commodity, by reason whereof the damage they 
suffer by the said abuses is very great, besides the scandal which 
this nation undergoes through the evil report of the Spaniard and 
Portugal, who make daily discoveries of these frauds. Pray order 
for redress. [4 p.] 


90. Petition of the Company of Vintners of London to the same. 
It pleased the Lords (in respect 40s., parcel of the 3/. a tun imposed 
on wines last year, is taken off) to order that the price of French 
wines should be abated from 7d. to 6d. the quart; the Vintners 
caused the retailers of wines to be summoned to their hall and 
declared to them the order for the said price, and the Master and 
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Wardens have sold their own wines at Gd. the quart accordingly ; 
but the taking off that 40s.a tun has brought no benefit to the 
retailers, who have paid as dear for their wines this year as in the 
year last past, so that if they sell the wines remaining on their 
hands at 6d. a quart, many retailers shall be utterly disabled to 
maintain their families and pay their debts. Beseech relief. [3 p.]

92. Petition of Peter Van Paine, merchant stranger, to the Council. 
The merchants trading into France seized eighteen pipes of white 
French wine, consigned to petitioner from beyond seas, under pre- 
tence that the same was sophisticate, and not fit to be put to sale. 
On a legal trial they were found good wines, and since that, by order 
of this Board, have been racked, and nothing found in 10 pieces, nor 
in the other 8, save in each a little bundle of “clarie or burridge,” 
which physicians approve to be wholesome for man’s body. Prays 
order that the wines may be restored to petitioner. [Marked as

93. Petition of Merchants of London trading [to] France to the 
same. Great quantities of Welsh and northern cottons, being a 
manufacture of the coarsest sort of wools, which employs many 
thousands of his Majesty’s subjects, have been for many years 
transported into France, being the chief place for vent of those 
mean sorts of drapery. These manufactures are of late made so 
vicious that if timely prevention be not had they will lose their 
vent and grow totally out of use, not only to his Majesty’s loss 
in customs, but to the utter ruin of a multitude of poor people. 
Forasmuch also as the French, who are very prone to interrupt 
the trade of the English and to vilify their manufactures, daily 
complain of the badness of the English drapery, as appears by a 
letter from the Guardians of the Mystery of Drapery of Rouen, 


who lately sent over twenty-three pieces of northern cottons by 


them found vicious, petitioners fray order to the Justices of the 
Peace where the cottons are made to call the makers before them, 
and to deal effectually with them for their true making. Petitioners 
also pray that for better regulating the trade in London the Lords will 
call before them John Painter, Lawrence Brinley and John Brinley, 
and such others as trade into France, and are not free of petitioners’ 
company, and cause them to take their freedom of the company, 
whereby they may be subject to such good ordinances as shall be 
made by the company.

94. Petition of Ralph Preswick to the same. On petitioner’s 
request, the Lords granted their reference of the 5th June to 
Lieutenant Bonithon, to give petitioner satisfaction, or show cause 
to the contrary by the Ist August next. Petitioner made a journey 
into Cornwall, and there met with Bonithon, who copied the reference,

98. Statement of past services of Sir Basil Brooke, from which it 
is to be inferred that he has ever showed himself “ a most humble, 
faithful servant to the King, as also a good commonwealth’s man, 
and as such an one he hath set forwards divers good and public 
works, and hath settled some of them.” Besides his services in 
furthering the loans and the business of the five subsidies he claimed 
to have settled the new invention of making steel in this kingdom, 
also the working of a mine royal in Ireland, in co. Ormond, which 
brings nearly 400]. yearly to the King’s coffers. He had also per- 


fected the wire works, and had adventured in the businesses of soap 
and fishing.

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99. Full statement of Sir Basil Brooke’s offer for a new lease of 
the Forest of Dean, submitted for his Majesty’s consideration. He 
offered to pay 6,5002 rent, 4,000/. in discharge of the fine set upon 
him at the recent Justice seat at Gloucester, with other less consider- 
able amounts.

The former, being excluded from the Tower by Sir 
William Balfour, the Lieutenant, got in by stealth, either in a coach 
or a coffin, on Sunday morning, rushed into church and seized the key 
of the door whilst the sexton was ringing the bell for service. Being 
then summoned before the Council [see Vol. ccaci., No, 88.] he refused 
to obey, (alleging that his name was mistaken in the summons,) put 
a padlock upcn the church door and locked himself into his own 
room. The Lieutenant thereupon used compulsion, took him into 
custody, and brought him by force, before the Council [probably on 
the 5th of this month] together with this statement, in which the 
Lieutenant prayed that Mackeiler might be removed from the Tower 
until the question between him and Dr. Shipsea was legally deter- 
mined, and that he might be punished for stealing into the Tower 
and for his contempt of the Lords’ order for his appearance ; also, 
that the padlocks might be taken off the church door and that he 
should deliver up the keys. [4 pp.]

26th July, for their victuals drawing to an end it behoved their 
repair to the eastward, but in their way he desired Lord Lindsey to 
look into Torbay, being informed of many abuses there committed, 
as, namely, that an ancient castle there seated, that commanded 
part of the Road, is quite abolished, and the iron pieces made into 
horse-shoes ; moreover, they find that stones of that castle, to the 
value of 200/., have been sold to a rich man of “ Apsome,” who has con- 
verted them to making lime, and many times the boats that carry 
those stones are forced by extremity of weather to throw them over- 
board, to the destruction in time of the road; that the writer found 
by a cable he had cut, which cost much labour to recover. It is fit 
to look to these things ; no Road in England gives that advantage to 
an enemy, which may be prevented, and the country willingly drawn 
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to be at the charge of building fortresses, if his Majesty would furnish 
them with ordnance. In his coming thence the last of July, he met 
with three East India ships, the chief commander Capt. Weddell, a 
discreet and well experienced seaman, whom he has enjoined imme- 
diately upon his arrival to repair to Windebank before he appears to 
any other of the Council, which he has faithfully promised.

Three 
English East India ships came to an anchor last night in St. Helen’s 
Road ; they are richly laden, but very weak and in distress, as com- 
monly they see them after such long voyages. At their request he 
has supplied their necessities the best he could, to their great content. 
They were nobly entertained by the Portugal viceroy of Goa, where 
large offers are made to the English if they would be willing to join 
with them.

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36. Sec Coke to Sec. Windebank. Received at that instant Win- 
debank’s packet containing letters from Sir William Boswell and 
Mr. Hopton. Among Sir William’s he finds one open to Lord 
Herbert. His lordship not being there, Coke returns it to Winde- 
bank ; also one to the French Ambassador and one to Lora Cot- 
tington, which last was inclosed in Hopton’s cover. There was also 
with the main cover a letter directed by Hopton to Windebank ; 
being open he conceived it was put by mistaking with the rest.

He gave immediate notice to the 
Officers of the Navy, who returned answer they had already sent 
aboard a good proportion of victuals, and were using their best 
diligence for a speedy supply of the rest. Sends a remonstrance 
of Mons. Joachimi, the States Ambassador, to the Council, which 
he delivered by word of mouth at Whitehall yesterday, and then 
left it in writing. Joachimi sent to Windebank in the morning 
to know whether he might speak with the Lords in the afternoon. 
He returned answer, that he thought some few of the Lords 
would meet for a particular service, but that it could be no 
general Council, most of them being out of town. Joachimi 
desired to speak with those few that were to assemble. The 
Lords having heard him, commanded Windebank to signify that 
they took very well the good office he had done, and his affections 
to the preservation of good intelligence between his Majesty and 
Joachimi’s superiors, and for the business he had proposed they 
would advise upon it, and return him an answer. Whereupon he 
departed, and the Lords unanimously concurred to acquaint his 
Majesty with what had passed, but to represent their opinions, that 
they held it no way fit to recede from the order given the Earl 
of Lindsey to send out ships for arresting such men-of-war of 
Holland as they shall meet, and staying them until the H lander 
that committed that insolency at Scarborough be delivered up to be 
proceeded with according to justice. As for that which the Ambas- 
sador formalises upon, that letters of reprisal have been decreed 
before his superiors have been made acquainted with the fact, the 
Lords are of opinion the Ambassador mistakes the business, seeing 
what they have done has little affinity with letters of reprisal, which 
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are granted to such as have had their goods violently taken from 
them ; but in this case his Majesty’s subjects have not been spoiled 
of their goods. The business reaches to his Majesty himself in point 
of honour and safety of his kingdom. An act of hostility, little less 
than an invasion, is with a high hand committed, in landing a 
number of armed men upon his Majesty’s territories, violating his 
imperial chamber, threatening his subjects, and at last forcing upon 
them what conditions they listed before they would disband. These 
are the excesses the Lords are sensible of, and demand reparation in 
point of honour, and this goes far higher than reprisal of goods ; and 
if his Majesty should stay and sue to them for justice, perhaps he 
might expect as long as he has done in the business of Amboyna. 
The Lords are of opinion his Majesty cannot be righted in any other 
way than this, which yet is done without detention of goods, and 
only until the delinquent be brought in and his insolency disavowed. 
They purpose therefore (if his Majesty command not to the contrary) 
to answer the Ambassador fairly to this effect, and withal to acquaint 
him with the letters from Scarborough, and to give him a narrative 
of the fact. This is what the writer is commanded by the Lords to 
represent to his Majesty, and he beseeches Coke to acquaint him 
with it accordingly, and return him his Majesty’s pleasure, it being 
very fit the Ambassador should have a speedy answer. The chief 
cause of the Lords’ meeting yesterday was to sign the letters that 
are to go with the writs into the counties for the next year’s fleet, 
which was done, some few letters excepted, which will be ready in a 
day or two, and the writs brought sealed to the Council board. 
There has been a disorder in London, by a quarrel in the street 
between a servant or two of the Venetian Ambassador and some of 
the populace, in which a butcher is slain, and a lackey of the Vene- 
tian Ambassador's apprehended and sent to prison, though it is 
thought he did not kill the party, nor is it known who did. The 
Ambassador was in a great fright, some of the meaner sort flocking 
to his house and threatening violence.

After reciting the writ, the Council, 
by his Majesty’s direction, let the sheriff know that the King upon 
most important and weighty reasons concerning not only his own 
honour and the ancient renown of the nation, but the safety of 
themselves and all his subjects in these troublesome and warlike 
times, has sent out these writs throughout the whole kingdom, that 
as all are concerned in the mutual defence of one another so all 
might put to their helping hand for making euch preparations as by 
the blessing of God might ‘secure the realm against those dangers

That no inequality or other miscarriage might retard the service, 
the Lords advised and instructed the sheriff; first, that although 
the sheriff only is of the quorum for making the assessment (in 
which the King’s intention was to prevent the endeavours of mayors 
of towns to lay greater burthens upon one another or upon the body 
of the county than was fit), yet his Majesty expects that equality 
and indifferency in the sheriff that he will neither favour town nor 
county ; secondly, as many of them are unacquainted with the 
charges of maritime preparations, the Council lets the sheriff know 
that the charge of such a ship as is required will be 5,000/, that it 
is thought that Poole may bear 601. thereof, Dorchester 1001., 
Wareham 20/., Weymouth and Melcombe Regis 100/., Bridport 301., 
Corfe 10., Lyme Regis 70/., Shaftesbury 30/., Blandford Forum 601., 
and that the residue of the 5,000I. is to be assessed upon the rest 
of the county. But in case the major part of the corporations 
should agree upon any other rates and the sheriff should approve 
the same, the altered rate should stand, it being the King’s desire 
and the intention of the Council that all things should be done with 
as much equality and justice as is possible for the Council or the

touching payments of this nature, for the present the sheriff is to 
tax them as he is authorized to do the rest of his Majesty’s subjects, 
but with a due respect both to their persons and calling, not 
suffering any inequalities or pressures to be put upon them; lastly, 
for all other matters, the sheriff must govern himself according to 
the writ and as may best accomplish the service.

The 
Sampson, which the writer had the day before employed to sea, 
was in their sight, but they durst not bear up to him, for then 
they had been overtaken, but keeping upon a tack they were too 
swift for the man-of-war, who after five hours’ chase left them in 
open sea. The next morning, between Gravelines and Calais, the 
same shallop that used to rob the post came to the ketch as 
near aS a man might throw a biscuit into her, The master of 
the ketch had stowed all the men within, there to remain until 
he should give the watchword, when they were to appear and 
give fire. The shallop shot four or five times at the ketch, and 
hailed the master and the rest in such English as one of them 
could speak, crying out: “English dogs! Strike, you English 
rogues! We will be with you presently!” the chief of them in a 
red coat flourishing his falchion over his head. Hereupon the 
master gave the word and the men came out, pouting shot so fast 
into the shallop that the French had not power to return one 
shot, but rowed away with a matter of four using oars that 
were left of about sixteen men. It was a dead calm, and the 
ketch had neither oars nor boat to help her, otherwise she had 
brought away the shallop and the remainder of the men. The 
post has desired the same supply again for his defence on Sunday 
next, the writer has taken order accordingly, and furnished him 
also with letters of safe conduct.

Northumberland, taken before 
Sir John Delaval, justice of peace for that county, touching the 
attempt of the Holland ship of war, the Black Bull of Amsterdam, 
captain, John van Galawne, master, Francis Drake. On Saturday 
[the 15th inst.] the same man-of-war chased into the little har- 
bour of Blyth a Dunkirker, a bark manned with 36 men and 
having three pieces of ordnance. Cramlington went to the Dun- 
kirker, who showed letters of marque from the King of Spain 
and desired help against the Hollander. In the very time Cram- 
lington was in discourse with the Dunkirker, which was lying 
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on the ground within the harbour, half a mile from the sea 
mouth, the Dutch man-of war, prosecuting the Dunkirker within 
‘the haven so far as the ship was able to come for water, made 
two shots at her, which came near, but did not reach her. The 
Dunkirker hoping he was in safety under the King’s protection, 
having ten or twelve Holland prisoners in the hold of his ship, 
released them, in hope it would pacify them. The Hollander sent 
their boat for the prisoners, and afterwards manned their long boat 
with 30 men armed with muskets, who attempted to take the 
Dunkirker, but were driven back by shot fired from the Dunkirker. 
The Hollander then put 50 men ashore armed with muskets, who 
marched in three men rank near half a mile, to the great terror of 
the inhabitants. Coming to the haven side they made shot at the 
Dunkirker, but she lying without the reach of their shot, they took 
from the fishermen of Blyth their boats, 4nd manned them and went 
over to the ship. The Dunkirkers fled up into the land, whereupon 
the Hollanders seized the ship and took her away, not admitting any 
Englishmen to come near her, but kept her until the tide served to 
bear her forth, before any of the county could get time to resist 
them. Some thirty men of the Hollanders prosecuted the Dunkirkers 
after they were upon land some two miles, and overtook and robbed 
divers of them. Some of the Hollanders returning to the ship 
were apprehended in Bedlington, where now they are in hold.

Continues the report of his 
proceedings from his last letter of the 9th or 10th of July. The 
meetings of the churches of Holland and Zealand being kept very 
near all about one time he had been much perplexed so to get from 
one to the other as to attend them all. States his proceedings, first 
at the Synod of South Holland and afterwards at that of. the classes 
of Zealand and the Synod of North Holland. At the last meeting 
he was entirely unsuccessful. He states at length the various steps 
he had taken, and his inability to procure anything more than a 
declaration that the Synod judged that the consideration of the 
matter belonged not to them but to the National Church, and that 
they declined to give any direction to their deputies concerning the 
same. They knew beforehand that the Synod of South Holland had 
so judged the matter. Durie concluded that he could hope for no great 
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furtherance in that country, and that the prejudices which the Lu- 
therans in Germany conceived against those churches could not be 
taken away. He is come again to the Hague to see what he can 
obtain there. Wishes the Prince of Orange were there, by whose 
means he could be much furthered. But he is in the field where the 
attempts to take the sconce of Schenck are abandoned, and 400,600 
frances granted to raise two or three forts, to save the country from 
the incursions which may be made out of it. Proposal to divert the 
course of the Rhine. Agreement almost concluded between the Swedes 
and the Poles. Prussia to be resigned instantly, and Livonia after 
certain years.

Returns letters to Lord Cottington 
and Windebank, which were sent in Mr. Hopton’s packet to the 
writer. Hears Lord Scudamore is landed at Calais, but marvels 
much that he hears nothing from Mr. Taylor. Prays to know 
whether he be gone, that if his Majesty inquire he may know what 
to answer. ‘They had there on Sunday night a violent tempest of 
thunder, lightning, and hail; the hailstones full as big as caliver 
bullets and as round; they hear of no hurt done. Other news he 
cannot send him from that place. Of affairs of hunting he hears 
much discourse every day, but understands not the language so 
well as to give Windebank a good relation. [1 p.] 


77. Justices of Peace for Westmoreland and Cumberland to [Bishop 
Morton of Durham]. Received letters from the Council importing 
that the charge of the carriage [of timber for the great ship] is too 
heavy for Durham and Northumberland to bear alone, and requiring 
Westmoreland and Cumberland with the North Riding of Yorkshire 
to assist in such proportion as should be thought fit. Received also 
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letters from Bishop Morton importing that they should join in an 
equal proportion, which they think stands not with the Lords’ 
intention, nor with reason. They have endeavoured to assemble 
together to raise such proportion as may be fit, but having not had 
a general meeting by reason of the shortness of time, and they that 
have met not knowing what Durham and Northumberland are able 
to bear, nor what assistance the North Riding will make, to which 
Westmoreland and Cumberland being compared, are but able to bear 
a small proportion, (as may appear by the subsidy rolls, proportion 
of arms, and other general taxes,) yet have they, to further his 
Majesty’s service, resolved of the utmost that the counties are able 
to bear, wherein they have given instructions to the bearer, 
Mr. Hutton, a justice of peace for both counties. [Copy. 1 p.] 


78.. Certificate of Sir John Jacob, customer, John Holloway, 
comptroller, and Edward Watkins, that Henry Miller, a Scotchman, 
intending to pass over for France or the Low Countries, there to 
serve as a soldier, had taken the oath of allegiance.

1. Capt. John Povey to the Lords of the Admiralty. Since his letter 
of the 16th instant [see Vol. ccxcv., No. 69] they set sail for Scar- 
borough. To the northward of Winterton they espied two ships and 
bore with them, which they perceiving stood in with them, and at one 
instant put out both their colours, one being a Hollander, and the other 
being a Biscayner. The Hollander coming to leeward of Povey, he 
commanded the captain aboard and found her to be a man-of-war 
set out by the town of Flushing, his name John Virdeiux, his ship 
the Sampson, of 220 tons, 21 pieces of ordnance, and 118 men, and 
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had his commission from the Prince of Orange. The other was a small 
ship of 60 tons, 2 stock-fowlers, 1frabinet, and 35 men, Sebastian de 
Malonde, of Bilboa, being captain, and set out by Don Fernando de 
Valdes, of Asturias, as a man-of-war. Being asked what he did so 
far to the northward, he answered that he meant to have put in at 
Dunkirk, but was chased by three or four imen-of-war, Being 
charged by the Hollander that his ship was taken from their 
countrymen upon the Irish coast, the captain’s reply was that she’ 
was brought into St. Sebastian’s as a prize, and so bought of [sic] 
Don Fernando, and he sent to sea in her with a commission to take 
either French or Dutch, and professed if they had not relieved him, 
his last refuge was to run her ashore if he could. Having no order 
to detain him, Povey set him free. For the Hollander, Povey kept 
the captain and master aboard him, with some of the men, dispersing 
some other of them into the Exchange and the Eighth Whelp. In 
regard that Scarborough, to which they were bound, is not a place 
for such a ship to ride in, it was thought fit to anchor in Grimsby 
Road the 18th instant, and this day they brought her to Hull and 
delivered ship and men to the charge of the Mayor. The captain of 
the ship and his company deny both the act committed at Scar- 
borough, and the knowledge of any such thing done, and desire that 
the inhabitants of that town may be sent for and asked about them.

Aug. 19. 4. Archbishop Laud to the Dutch and Walloon Congregations in 
Norwich. Acknowledges receipt of their petition [see Vol. ccxci., 
No. 68] which, according to his promise, he made known to his 
Majesty and Council, who commanded him to give this answer: 
First, in general, his Majesty is resolved that the Injunctions shall 
hold, and that obedience shall be yielded to them by all the natives 
after the first descent ; but for them, the writer told them at their 
being with him, he had prevailed that the natives of the first descent 
might continue in their congregations. And this gives answer 
in part to the first branch of their petition, for if there had been any 
intention utterly to dissolve their congregations the writer would 
never have desired this favour for them, nor would the State have 
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granted it. And whereas, they add that if the natives be taken 
away the aliens, being few and of the poorest, will not be able to 
maintain their ministers and poor. To this they will receive 
answer hereafter in the sixth particular. The second is utterly 
disliked, that men that are natives should be so bred as not to 
understand the English tongue argues a mind to keep them in a 
separation both from Church and State ; but since they understand 
English a little, their going to their English parishes will soon 
increase it, and teach the congregations and them to instruct their 
children in the English tongue. To the third, he must let them 
know that it is not enough that some of them often resort to their 
parish churches, this injunction must be absolutely obeyed, by their 
submitting themselves to the English parishes and the discipline of 
the Church established ; and then if they resort to their congrega- 
tions upon some special occasions it may be the better borne with, 
but they must come to the English parishes of duty, and to their 
congregations by dispensation. The fourth particular he must 
answer with thanks, for they have done very discreetly in not 
countenancing any factious English, though they have therein done 
as prudently as discreetly, for had they given entertainment to such, 
the State would have dissolved their congregations long ere this. 
To the fifth, he says that the resorting to the English parishes shall 
not bring any needless poor upon them, no more than it shall 
disenable their congregations to maintain their poor, as shall appear 
in his answer to the next. To the sixth he gives this answer: 
His injunction requiring obedience from natives to the English 
Church does not consider what benefit the parishes may receive by 
their coming to them, but what is fit for them to do in point of 
duty and obedience. And whereas, they write that the congrega- 
tions, besides their extraordinary charge in maintaining their own 
ministers and poor, (amounting to 5001. per annum,) do, never- 
theless, pay all duties to the English parish ministers and poor 
where they dwell as well as any English parishioner. They are to 
know that his injunction requires of them conformity in all these 
duties to the English parishes, but forbids them no contribution to 
ministers and poor of their congregations ; and so it is most apparent, 
that while the natives do thus, they are not put to one penny charge 
more than they do already voluntarily undergo, and if any man, 
upon occasion of these injunctions, refuse to do what he voluntarily 
did before ’tis an argument that he loves his own will and not 
obedience, and in that case he must not look to overrule authority. 
If any native, under pretence of obedience to the injunctions, shall 
not do as he did before, they will have an act of State concurrent 
with the Archbishop’s authority to command them to it, and he 
hopes State and Church will have power enough to command men 
to continue doing that good which they do already. The like order 
of State they shall have renewed to prevent the danger which they 
fear in the seventh particular, namely, that the natives having not 
served to their trades seven years’ apprenticeship according to the 
statute, and being, notwithstanding, tolerated by order of the Council, 
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granted only to such as are members of the congregations, shall, 
upon departure from among them lose the benefit of their toleration. 
To the eighth particular, the answer is easy, for his injunctions 
require there will be no more laid upon the natives than their 
submission to be governed by the Bishop of Norwich, to whom by 
their own confession, both aliens and natives are subjected by acts 
of Council. For the last particular, no such liberty will be given 
them, and if any refuse to contribute towards the charge of their 
coming up about this service, if they return their names to him he 
will take order to remedy it. And thus he has given them answer 
to all their particulars, but must expect obedience to his injunctions, 
which, if they perform, the State will have occasion to see how 
ready they are to practise that obedience which they teach ; and he 
doubts not but themselves or their posterity at least will have 
cause to thank both State and Church for this care taken of them; 
but if they refuse, he will then proceed against the natives according 
to the laws and canons ecclesiastical. [Draft with corrections by 
the Archbishop.

5. Capt. Antonio Penruddock to Sec Windebank. Has been 
commanded by the Lord General to stand for Flushing, to transport 
some gentlemen of the Queen of Bohemia, and cannot but give 
Windebank some account of what he heard and saw. The taking 
the sconce, and the King’s holding it, is known to Windebank, and 
how the Prince has besieged it, but they think he will suddenly 
raise his siege. This is not all the loss the [Dutch] have sustained, 
for having set forth 140 sail of vessels for fishing, there is returned 
but 30, the rest taken by the Dunkirkers. They say also there is 
some discord between the Prince of Orange and the States, they 
suspecting one another for commanding a ship which continually 
rode there for safeguard of the sconce. The sickness is very hot in 
most towns, both of Holland and Zealand. The French are grown 
so distasteful among them, (the new regiments as they call them,) 
for their inhuman and barbarous carriage at the taking of Tirlemont, 
they will scarce give them entertainment as they pass the country, 
and where they can, they rob and kill all as they go. Met two and 
three hundred going for France. Brought some gentlemen over that 
came from the leaguer, that affirmed this with many other exclama- 
tions of them. For the English fleet, all is well; there is a report 
that some of them shall stay out at sea this winter, if so, applies to 
be one. [1 p.] 


6. Presentments made at an Ecclesiastical Visitation held at 
Brickhill, [co. Buckingham?]. The presentments were made by the 
churchwardens in the several parishes. The offences charged were 
principally the following :—for not coming to church, for incon- 
tinency with wife before marriage, for recusancy, for standing 
excommunicate, for drunkenness, and for having a bastard child. 
In some parishes the presentments were of a nature a little less 
common. In TinswicKE [Tingewick], two married women were 
presented for exercising the office of midwife without licence. In 
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STOKE GotpineToN, Anthony Abraham was presented “for not pay- 
ing for bread and wine at Easter according to our custom, and for 
breaking of hedges in prayer time, and often absenting himself for 
[from] church on Sundays, both forenoons and afternoons.” In 
ADDINGTON the churchwardens certified that the carpet for the com- 
munion table was old, and the pulpit cloth and cushion were also 
old, but they promised to repair them with speed. In GoreHuRsT 
they presented, “we have a parish clerk, but he can neither write nor 
read.” In HAVERSHAM and GREAT LINFORD they wanted Erasmus’s 
Paraphrase. At NEwporT, they had no Book of Canons. At TyRING- 
HAM and FILGROVE, they had neitherthe Book of Homilies nor Eras- 
mus’s Paraphrase, their minister had not executed any ministerial 
office in their church from Easter-day, and the perambulation had 
been neglected that year. In MarsH [Gipson], Robert Watson was 
presented for going forth with his cart on the Sunday before 
St. James’s day last past after evening prayer. In SHERRINGTON, 
Thomas Newall was presented for not paying his levy to the 
reparation of the church, being 12s. 4d.; and Widow Johnson for 
the like, being 12d. In the same parish, several women were pre- 
sented for not frequenting their own parish church “according as 
they ought, but gone commonly to Newport,” and some of the same 
persons for “ unreverend behaviour in the church, in pushing Eliza- 
beth Abbot off her seat, and laughing at her and others in time of 
divine service. In Stony STRATFORD (St. Giles), John Boone and 
James Miller were presented for sawing down a May-pole and 
drawing it away on the Sabbath day; and at CLIFTON REYNEs it was 
presented that James Chauflower [?] was noted for a sectary, and 
refused to come to the church, or to hear service or sermons, or to 
receive the sacrament. [6 pp.] 


7. Henry Hodges to the Council. In obedience to their letter of 
the 30th June, he has sent his remainder of the third part of 6,7351. 
required out of Somerset, towards the business of shipping, assuring 
them that if more than 235]. be required from cos. Somerset and 
Gloucester, and from Bristol, Gloucester, and Bridgewater, the 
defect is not his, but of some other of those places, who peradventure 
have made default.

8. Francis Lord Cottington to the Auditors of the Imprests. He 
is given to understand by Philip Burlamachi that they have not 
drawn the aecount he rendered the last of March 1629, whereof 
they made certificate that they had no warrant but “to make an 
estate of the said account.” They have now by warrants of the late 
Lord Treasurer the accounts of Burlamachi for sale of ordnance, the 
money received in France for his Majesty, and of his several dis- 
bursements.

11. John Durie to Sir Thomas Roe. Foresees that in Holland the 
Synods will do little or nothing in favour of his scheme of pacifica- 
tion. They shift the matter to a National Synod, which they wil- 
lingly would by this cccasion produce, to attain some other ends, 
wherein the magistrates and the churchmen are at odds. But this 
will never be consented to by the States, and so these will take a 
pretext to refuse an answer, because they cannot do it answerably 
to the work. Dr. Bogermannus, who presided in the Synod of Dort 
and still exercises (though in secret) the authority of a perpetual 
dictator, has put this answer in the mouths of the Synods of North 
and South Holland, according to which Durie supposes all the rest 
will conform their resolutions. The next course is to to deal with 
the States to obtain their recommendation of the matter, either to 
some choice divines or to the Universities, and this last is likely to 
be obtained, although Dr. Bogermannus will labour against it. As 
soon as Durie has been at the Synod of Utrecht, he purposes to urge 
this towards the States, and when he has done in Holland, he thinks 
it expedient to return into Germany, where, notwithstanding the 
Saxon treaties, he does not think that all means to advantage the 
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cause are lost. Argued for perseverance at great length, and suggested 
that he should settle in a quiet manner in some convenient place, 
and by private letters gather all the advices and consents of the best 
divines of the age, and by the benefit of printing communicate them 
to all parties, which he trusted would, in due time, and by the 
grace of God, breed the effect of true Christian and Evangelical 
unity. He also suggested the entertaining an agent or two to attend 
to the work, and recommended Hartlib for one, whom he described 
as a man well known, beloved, and trusted by all sides, a man 
exceeding painful, diligent, and cordially affected to these endeavours 
and one that for such works had lost himself, by too much charity 
being cast behind. In case the match proceeded between the Princess 
Palatine and Poland, wishes Hartlib provided with some place 
suitable for his abilities, which might rid him of the undeserved 
necessities, whereunto his public heartedness had brought him. Durie 
speaks of him as furnished with the Polish, Dutch, English, and 
Latin Janguages, perfectly honest and trusty, discreet, and well 
versed in affairs, and most eminently deserving of all the exiled 
Palatines, whose relief is a great cause of his low estate. [4 pp.]

The Earl intends to leave a considerable 
number of ships there when the rest stand to the westward, that 
they may have an eye to the fleet gone to the northwards. The 
French King has gone to Chalons with a very great army and 
most of his nobility follow him.

1,000 prisoners, and that they met with 41 sail of Holland men-of- 
war, and fought with them a day, the night partingthem. The plague 
is very hot at Dunkirk. On Sunday last, the 23rd inst., two English 
merchants presumed to wear their flags in full view of the fleet, 
almost within command of shot, whereupon the Earl sent for them 
and committed both to custody ; on Tuesday following he called a 
council of war, wherein William Bushell of Limehouse, captain of the 
Neptune, was fined 500/., and Thomas Scot of Ratcliffe, master of 
the other ship 100/.,, for so gross a misdemeanor. This sharp course 
he took to make it exemplary, by reason that it was done in sight of 
near two hundred sail of their own and other nations, as also for that 
our merchants are more frequently delinquent herein than strangers, 
and having been informed by Sir Henry Marten that it is proper to 
deal with them by way of fine, for laying by the heels has prevailed 
nothing. Had not continued there thus long but for the slackness 
of their supplies, neither have they yet their cupplement; the St. 
George and the Swallow want much of their victuals, howsoever he 
determines to set sail to-morrow morning for the westward, leaving 
those two ships to take in their provisions and ply thereabout for 
guard and convoy.—P.S. It has been such stormy weather these 
two days that they could not set a boat to shore.

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Friday se’nnight to take a survey of the remains of stores; but 
especially in observance of the Lords’ warrant to survey the hulls of 
ships not prepared this year for sea service. The Trinity House sent 
, Mr. Salmon and Mr. Coke, but the Thames’ shipwrights neglected his 
Majesty’s service totally, though the Officers appointed acoach to bring 
them to Chatham. The shipwrights’ day of election was on the day 
appointed at Chatham, but the wardens told the writer that two might 
be spared notwithstanding their election of a master. He believes 
that the cause proceeds by means of Edward Steevens, of Blackwall, 
and that if this pass without check they will hereafter be more 
careless to attend the King’s service, he therefore desires Nicholas to 
acquaint Lord Cottington and Sec. Windebank and to cause Steevens 
to be sent for before them, and, if he cannot give them satisfaction, to 
move the Lords to enjoin two of the masters to come down on their 
own charge; this will make them beware in the future. All the

Yesterday the 
Winchester. Archbishop’s Commissioners met again in the College by Winchester,

their former protestation. To take the oath they offered themselves, 
simply, without mention of their protestation. But upon demand 
whether they deserted or relinquished their protestation, the Warden 
desired to be excused from expressing himself, saying that all oaths 
were taken with some reservation, so that mental reservation and 
equivocation are not yet out of vogue with vehement Protestants no 
more than with vehement Romanists. Some of the Fellows being 
pressed said, they deserted it, they made no mention of it; others, 
that it was void in law by their submission to the oath; so that 
being not further able to form their words, the Commissioners pro- 
tested against the nullity of their former’ protestation, and rejected 
it, and gave them their oath to those first articles, having received 
no other from the Archbishop, which they were afraid of.

Having received the King’s packet and seven men for guard 
of the same, he stood over to Dunkirk, and off Gravelines, was en- 
countered by two men-of-war of Flushing, who commanded them to 
strike their sails, calling them rogues, and using other opprobious 
words, shooting at them seven or eight musket shot to affright them. 
Examinant not being able to withstand their force was fain to yield 
to them, giving good words, informing them that they had a packet 
of the King’s and a warrant from the Lord Admiral, which with 
unmannerly terms they slighted, viz., “Skiet tor the King and my 
Lord, for they had a king themselves.” Thereupon they boarded 
examinant, who showing the master of the ship the Admiral’s warrant 
he tore the same from him, giving him three blows with a great dagger, 
and offered to stab him therewith, which he had done if not prevented 
by some gentlemen of the Vice-Admiral’s. Thereupon they fell to 
rifling the ketch : breaking open the mail, taking out the packet and 
tore the outside thereof, trenching all the ballast from the bottom to 
the top, and rifling some of the company, taking away three pairs of 
stockings, a pair of silk garters, and two bands, and destroying a 
barrel of beer, looking for money in the same, and ate or destroyed 
allthe provision of victual. After detaining them three or four 
hours, they put them off in the extremity of a storm, that it was a 
hundred to one they had not all perished, which examinant believes 
they did purposely to destroy them, when they saw there were no 
goods worth pillaging. This affront was done by Peter Peterson, 
captain of one of the said barks, and John Johnson, master of the 
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same, the 25th inst., there being in the said bark 11 Englishmen, 25

They have about 140 
ropemakers at work, and hope to have 600 tons of cordage finished 
by the middle of April next. The last fortnight they have spent 
at Chatham, where they surveyed the hulls of the defective ships. 
Sends a brief of the charge to repair them [see August 27, Vol. ccxcvi., 
No. 44]. Order given to proceed on the Defiance and Nonsuch, to 
keep the ordinary workmen in action. Sends also a note of the names 
of the ships which the Masters at Chatham conceive fittest to remain 
at Portsmouth. Complains of the clerk of the cheque at Portsmouth 
{John Brooke], who is abusive to all, especially to Edisbury, threat- 
ening no less than his life, in his cups. Enlarges on his violence 
and general misconduct. Has laboured his good for his father’s 
sake, but now he is many times like a madman. Some course 
must be taken with him. Capt. Pett has been returned a fortnight 
and means to be at Court on Sunday. He is very diligent about 
the materials for the great ship. Two ships’ lading have arrived 
at Woolwich, part of 1,500 loads. Had had some reasoning with 
him about stowing the hemp in the houses made for the ships’ 
rigging. Opinion of all the masters in favour of keeping one 
shift of sails and all the rigging on board.

Concerning the investiture, there will be time enough to think of it 
betwixt this and the new year. At that time her son will be in 
his majority, and in the meantime she will know the opinion of 
his friends in Germany. She fears it will cause nothing but delays. 
The Emperor either will deny it or not answer it. She would he 
would do the first, but she fears he will do the latter, and desire [of] 
the King, her brother, to have time to take deliberation. She 
has been so often used to these delays, as it makes her fear all 
occasions of it, and she fears this new sending to Vienna will be to 
no other purpose but to lose time. How is it possible the Emperor 
can go back from his word ? Having given the investiture to Bavaria, 
he cannot give two investitures, so he will only delay his answer, 
which he that is sent will not be very importunate to get. Loss 
of time is much to her prejudice and much to the others advantage.

On going over a Holland man-of-war boarded the packet boat and 
kept her six hours, in which time the vind turning the packet boat 
was forced back with loss of her “miste-mast,” being in great 
distress of weather. Coming over she was robbed by another man- 
of-war of Holland, but making to the King’s ships they took the 
master, lieutenant, and mate, whom they have brought into Dover 
Castle, yet they have let the ship go.

Presents a late great 
affront done by Hollanders on the 16th August last, upon the coast 
of Bedlingtonshire within Northumberland, but parcel of co. Durham. 
The matter itself will appear by the letters of Sir William Carnaby 
who gave the first restraint, by commanding their laying down of 
arms until Sir William Bellasys, sheriff, took charge of such as were 
under custody, as also by the information given to Sir John Delaval, 
and the examinations of the prisoners taken by the writer at Gates- 
head, together with the letters of Jan Vangalen [van Galawne], 
captain of the Holland ship, and the accusation made by Francis 
Hallwick, the Dunkirker’s captain; the fact stands thus:—Jan 
Vangalen, captain of a ship of Amsterdam, called the [Black] 
Bull, after he had espied his advantage against certain Dunkirkers, 
then with their frigate in the river Blyth, the captain whereof 
was Francis Hallwick, he, the Hollander, made shot at the 
frigate within the river, and enforced the Dunkirkers to take 
land for safety of their lives, whereupon thirty of the Hollanders, 
with sound of trumpet and with muskets and other warlike arms, 
pursued them almost two miles within the land, to the frightening 
of the inhabitants, until some of them had laid down their weapons, 
which they did at the first command, and the others had returned 
to the frigate, then seized by the captain of the Hollanders, Jan 
Vangalen disavows the pursuit by his soldiers upon land, some- 
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times saying that they did it in their drunkenness, and after 
that it was done in the rage of anger, because the Dunkirkers 
had shot at their ship. As for the eleven soldiers who were 
taken, they generally say that their entry upon land was enforced 
upon them, but not by the captain, but by his lieutenant, called 
Elias Vandisbase. Some of them were English, Scotch, and Irish, 
who deny that they had heard any proclamation forbidding soldiers 
and mariners to do service to any foreign state, and that none 
of them but the Jrishmen made any assault, and that only upon 
one Dunkirker, taking his clothes and pawning them, as he says. 
Requests directions what to do with the prisoners now in the gaol 
at Durham; and further, whether after so long time of keeping 
strict watches of beacons in that country, he may ease it of that 
charge.—P.S. This advertisement was sent by post from Durham 
the 23rd August last, but doubting of the miscarriage of the packet 
he has renewed it thus far.

** June the 7th, we met two of the King of Denmark’s ships, in one of 
which was his base son, who saluted the Admiral, and did their duty in 
passing by ; so we parted, they the one way and we the other. 

** [June] the 30th, my Lady Poulett and other ladies and many gentlemen 
and gentlewomen of great quality came aboard us, and were nobly feasted 
and entertained, and at their farewell we gave them seven pieces of 
ordnance. 


‘* The 22nd of July . . . . Mr. Rolles took his leave of my Lord 
Poulett, and we gave him one piece of ordnance. 
** The 25th [of July] we and the Vanguard weighed anchor. . . and 


stood to the eastward, leaving the rest of the fleet at Plymouth. This day 
we met three great Dutch ships of Amsterdam bound for Fernibucke, in 
the West Indies [Pernambuco in Brazil], every ship giving us three pieces 
of ordnance and we gave them one a-piece, all which struck sail, and then 
Admiral and Vice-Admiral took down their flag, doing the duty that is 
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required of them, but I know not whether they were a little more to blame 
when they met the Vanguard, in omitting some duty they ought to do, for 
the Vanguard gave them six pieces of ordnance, and shot one of them 
twice through the hulk ; and about nine of the clock we came to an anchor off 
Torbay. Here my Lord Poulett rode by land from Plymouth to Mr. Rolles’s 
house near Torbay, where our ship tarried, waiting his coming aboard. 

** The last of July, we shot off a piece of ordnance that those on shore 
might take notice we were about to weigh anchor, and having intelligence 
my Lord Poulett would meet us at Portland Bay, about four of the clock 
in the morning, we set sail, the wiud westerly, and stood to Portland Bay, 
where my Lord met us and came aboard, and brought Mr. Rolles, his son- 
in-law, with him; so we stood on our course to Portsmouth, the rest of the 
fleet having gone by before. 

** August the second, we set sail from Portsmouth and stood to the 
Downs. 9 here Mr. Rolles took his leave of my Lord, and we 
gave him three pieces of ordnance.” [7 pp.] 


29. Capt. Phineas] Pett to [Francis] Sheldon. Has received 
Sheldon’s letter, and does not a little marvel that the Officers would 
not hold the writer worthy to have notice of their purpose to take 
a survey at Woolwich, having been above ten days together at 
Chatham, and the surveyor and the writer meeting on Friday last at 
Woolwich, and neither motion nor mention made ofany such matter. 
Sheldon knows that his Majesty has commanded the care of the great 
business unto Pett’s charge, and Pett takes this course to be only 
intended to give an affront to his Majesty’s pleasure, and to bring 
a disgrace upon the writer. Sheldon may proceed as he shall think 
good ; but Pett assures him he will not fail to let his Majesty know 
these exorbitant courses, commanded by Pett’s fellows without giving 
him notice. Sheldon may take a survey, to put his Majesty to a 
needless charge and to disorder the provisions, but the writer assures 
him that before a stroke be struck upon the business he will procure 
a stricter survey again by a greater power than the Officers can or 
dare contradict, and although he loves Sheldon as his dearest friend, 
yet Sheldon must pardon him to accept of his friendly notice, being 
so much neglected from those who ought, in respect of his Majesty’s 
service, to have at least made him acquainted with their proceedings. 
Purposes not upon this warning to send any in his behalf to join 
with Sheldon, which he desires Sheldon to acquaint the clerks withal, 
for whose particular ends this survey is enjoined, and he will com- 
plain of it.

30. Certificate of Inigo Jones, Justice of Peace for Westminster, 
that Edward Howett of Loughborough, co. Leicester, yeoman, had 
that day taken the oath of allegiance before him. [3 p.] 


31. The like of Sir Edward Wardour, Justice of Peace for West- 
minster, that John Harvey, son and heir of Sir Simon Harvey, 
deceased, had taken the oath of allegiance before him. [Seal with 
crest and motto.

32. Affidavit of Amos Hancock, of Plymouth, that a ship of John 
Newman, called the Luke of Dartmouth, was impressed for the Isle 
of Rhé action, and Newman served as captain in her for four months, 
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and had under his command 200 soldiers and 40 sailors. The captains 
of the soldiers were Capt. Baduke and Capt. Francis Williams. 
[Sworn before Sir John Mychell, Master in Chancery. 4 p.] 


33. Robert Balany, Sheriff of co. Cambridge, to the Council. He 
summoned the constables of the county and the Isle of Ely, to the 
end an equal division of the sum mentioned in their letters respecting 
ship-money might be made at Cambridge on the 5th instant. At 
which time grew difference about dividing the charge, by the 
body of the country of the one side, being fourteen hundreds (besides 
Cambridge always reputed for one,) and in those 137 towns ; and 
on the other side, by the Isle of Ely, being but three hundreds, and 
in them 21 towns; that he forbears to proceed until he tenders to 
the Lords his intendment of the division, viz., the body ofthe country 
to bear four parts, and the Isle of Ely a fifth part, being with the 
most, the isle being considered either by hundreds or towns. Besides, 
an authentic record produced by the islanders, and remaining with the 
church of Ely, testifying this proportion, and the rates of every par- 
ticular hundred accordingly, to have been settled by judgment of 
commissioners after many complaints, in the 18th of Edward IL., which 
is the main inducement to the writer to make the division before 
mentioned, if the Lords give leave. He isfurther bold to add the 
humble suit of the Burgesses of Wisbeach, that they would mitigate 
some part of the 180/. set upon them, they being inferior for number 
of inhabitants and worth to places far less valued. According to 
that liberty left to the Sheriff, he could think it reasonable to assent 
to their request, yet he will not vary from the directions of the 
Lords until their pleasure be signified. [2 pp. | 


Affidavit of John Newman, of Dartmouth, captain. His ship, the 
Flower of Dartmouth, was impressed by the late Duke of Buckingham 
to transport from the Isle of Rhé into England a knight called 
Sir Littleton, for the service of which ship, and of the Luke 
which served in the Isle of Rhé action, there remains due to deponent 
and his partners 2001. for which he has not had any satisfaction except 
501. which he has expended in his Majesty’s service in pressing men. 
From 1613 to 1620 deponent lost 1,500/. upon the seas by Turks 
and shipwreck, besides that he has been twice taken by the Turks 
and lived twelve months a slave in Argier and paid 200/. for his 
ransom. Andrew Vesey of Dartmouth is indebted to deponent 3001. 
which he refuses to pay, saying he will first enforce deponent to spend 
500/. in Chancery and keep him seven years out of his money. Also 
Abraham Rutter, Richard Leer, and Thomas Eakins are indebted 
to deponent 1,0002 as by their bills of exchange appears. [See this 
Volume, No. 32, Sworn before Sir John Mychell.

[Archbishop Laud] to Elizabeth Queen of Bohemia. Received her 
letters of the 7th August from Rhen[en] on behalf of Dr. Hassall, 
Dean of Norwich. Concerning this gentleman and his present suit, 
the Archbishop gives this account. He made Hassall Dean of Nor. 
wich merely for the sake of the Queen of Bohemia, whom Hassall 
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had served at the Hague, and had urged that to the King, which 
prevailed for him when his other friends gave it over. <A fortnight 
before her letters came, Hassall was with the Archbishop and he 
promised (if it lay in his power) to help him to a better deanery, or 
something else to advance his means. After this, Hassall brought 
him her letters, by the postscript whereof, he first discovered his 
aim to be Bishop of Norwich, whereas Hassall knows as well as the 
writer that the King will make none bishops but such as he has some 
knowledge of himself, as having been his own chaplain in ordinary, 
or otherwise ; besides the King had then designed the Bishop of 
Hereford, Dean of his Chapel, to remove to Norwich, that see re- 
quiring a man whom he might trust, and so much the writer then 
was confident of, but held it no good manners to prevent his Majesty 
till he was pleased to discover himself, which he has since done. He 
would here end, being very unwilling to make any complaint, but 
Hassall when he delivered him her Majesty’s letters, carried it so 
high upon his own merit that he dares say had he so done to the 
writer’s predecessor he would soon have found he had done amiss. 
But the Archbishop will, for Hassall’s reference to her Majesty, pass 
over this, and do that which shall beseem him for Hassall, as he may 
be able to prevail with his Majesty. [Copy, written on the back 
of the Queen of Bohemia’s letter of the 7th August.

34, John Gell, Sheriff of co. Derby, to Sec. Coke. Has received 
writ for providing a ship of war, and the Council have com- 
manded him to levy 3,5001., whereof they thought Derby might 
pay 120/., and Chesterfield 501. Those of Chesterfield he finds 
very conformable ; but for Derby, they will neither suffer him to be 
present at their assessments, neither has he anything to do with 
them, nor any authority to receive moneys from them, as they pre- 
tend. These doings may give ill example, therefore he acquaints the 
Secretary therewith, and desires directions from the Council table. 
Derby is very well able to bear 2501. or 3001., for there be many 
very rich men in that town, and they usually bear the twentieth part 
of payments in that county, as Sir Francis Coke and the other 
Deputy Lieutenants inform the writer. Beseeches that he may 
likewise know whether the nobility and his Majesty’s wards are to 
be assessed in this payment or no. [Indorsed by Sec. Coke as 
received the 15th at Bagshot, and answered the same day.

35. Thomas Drewe, Sheriff of Devon, to the Council. Writs 
were lately delivered to the writer, together with a letter of direc- 
tions, requiring the speedy assessment of 9,0001., for setting forth a 
ship of 900 tons before the Ist March next. Sent the writs to every 
mayor, and he and they have concluded to advance 1,280/. upon 
Exeter and other the mayor towns as follows, viz. upon Exeter 
3501. Dartmouth 80/., Totness 120/., Plympton 35/., Plymouth 1901., 
Tiverton 1301., Bideford 40/., Barnstaple 150/., Torrington 60/., Oak- 
hampton 30/., Bradninch 50/., Southmolton 45/., and the residue of 
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the 9,000/. to be assessed upon the county. Seven score parishes of 
the county were at the setting forth of the two last ships, assessed 
at so high a proportion as Exeter and other mayor towns ; requests 
that in regard thereof they may be assessed with more ease than the 
rest of the county, which have paid nothing as yet to this service.

36. Mayor of Hull to Nicholas. Returns a letter from Nicholas 
to Capt. Povey of the Rainbow. He was gone long before the receipt 
thereof. The Mayor sent to Scarborough, Bridlington, and other places 
to the northwards, to have got the letter delivered, but he is certified 
that the captain was returned to the fleet in the Downs. Thanks 
for favour showed touching the Holland ship brought to that port 
by Capt. Povey. [? p.] 


37. Kenrick Edisbury to the same. This fair weather minding him 
of his business in co. Somerset, has encouraged him on his journey from 
Portsmouth, intending to be this night at Salisbury. On Thursday 
and Friday last he dispatched the King’s business, and got aboard 
the Lord Admiral, who is now riding in Stokes Bay. The Lord 
Ambassador [Aston’s] provisions are not yet come. to Portsmouth. 
Wishes he were gone, lest there must be some further supply ; 
three months’ victuals is with the least to go for Spain. The 
Lord Admiral had written to the Lords to know whether any of the 
ships should be left at Portsmouth at the end of the voyage. In 
expectation of an answer he stays at Stokes Bay, purposing to 
appoint such ships, if any, to ply to the westward, the rest to go to 
the Downs and to clear the coast northward, and thence to come to 
Chatham. Many volunteers are somewhat unruly ashore, and much 
addicted to their cups, if not too much. If Nicholas think there 
will be any alteration of the ships assigned for the ordinary, prays 
to let him know against his return, which will be about the 23rd 
inst. [Seal with arms. } p. | 


38. Charles Bowles to Edward Heyward, clerk to Kenrick Edis- 
bury. He received Heyward’s letter, and acquainted his master 
therewith, which the writer no sooner began to speak of, but his master 
told him he would not have any minister of his there, and presently 
dispatched away the messenger with that answer. [IJndorsed by 
Heyward, “This is a letter from Capt. Pett’s clerk, in answer of 
one that I sent him, touching the survey at Woolwich.” 3 p.] 


39. Sir Thomas Wroth to Lady Elizabeth Cleere, at her house 


Petherton Park. jn Coleman Street, but commencing “Worthy Doctor.” He has 


received the Doctor’s affectionate lines by the writer’s wife, but 
she had been better welcome, if she had brought the Doctor along 
with her in her coach. The writer then proceeds as follows : 


** I collect by what you wrote that all things go on from worse to 
worse, in your parts, and the face of the affairs where I am, hath as un- 
pleasing an aspect, so that I see no hopes of amendment, nor are the 
churches abroad, (for aught appears to me,) like to have any sudden rest. 
Now is the time to show our courage. If now we stand to our captain, 
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Christ Jesus, and forsake not him, we are sure to be well paid for our 
service. It will argue some patience if we quietly suffer wsquam ad rerum 
amissionem, but it will be a great evidence of true Christian resolution if 
we suffer usque ad sanguinis effusionem, for preservation of faith and a 
good conscience. Good Doctor, I know you are so affected with the sad 
condition of these times, that you spare no prayers for yourself and others. 
Continue,I beseech you, andthe Lord pour the spirit of prayer intomy heart, 
that | may assault God incessantly with supplications and tears for myself, 
for you, and his church in general. Doctor, cheer up your heart; droop 
not; Dabit Deus his quoque finem; what we want here we shall have 
complete hereafter.” 


Salutations to Mr. Symons and Mr. Gooddin. [Jndorsed A 
“ dangerous or seditious letter sent from one Thomas Wroth to 
“ D{[octor] Stoughton, but to colour the matter, directed it to a lady

40. Anthony Crozier to Nicholas. Although appointed by his 
Majesty’s pleasure boatswain of the Constant Reformation, in place 
of Daniel Cadman, deceased, he is not entered boatswain, as appears 
by the annexed copies of warrants. Desires that when the said 
ship is laid up in harbour he may possess his place, and that 
he be no more trouble to his Majesty. On first reading the war- 
rant from the Commissioners, he was sent to the northward in 
the Rainbow, without being suffered to take his son or his clothes. 
Prays Nicholas to let one of his men inquire of his neighbour, 
Mr. Haynes, whether he has heard what became of the writer’s child

40. 1. Officers of the Navy to John Paltock, purser of the Con- 
stant Reformation. Under a warrant from the Lords of 
the Admiralty, Paltock (if the Earl of Lindsey approve) is 
to enter Anthony Crozier boatswain of the Constant Refor- 
mation, in the room of Daniel Cadman, deceased. 30th 
June 1635. [4 p.] 


40. 1. Robert Earl of Lindsey to [Anthony Crozier]. Appoint- 
ment of Crozier as deputy-boatswain of the Rainbow for 
the present voyage, im place of Henry Dunning, appointed 
master of the said ship. Aboard the Merhonour, 13th 
June 1635. [4 p.] 


41. The King to the Lord Mayor and Aldermen of London. 
The office of Muster-master is of such necessary use that there is 
not any one county in England which has not some person who 
exercises that place. His Majesty understands that there is no 
such officer in the city of London. Knowing the abilities of 
Capt. John Fisher, his Majesty recommends him to be chosen 
into that office for life, with such fees as shall be fit. [Dra/ft. 
lip]. 

Grant to Thomas Smith, gent., for 31 years, to be the officer for 
marking and sealing all such purls, ‘cut works, and bone lace, as 
shall be made and put to sale within the realm. He is not to seal 
any foreign manufactures, but to seize the same, with a prohibition 
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of the importation thereof, and in lieu of his Majesty’s customs for 
those commodities formerly imported (which upon a medium for the 
last seven years comes to 20l. 13s. 4d.) there is to be yearly paid 
by Smith a rent of 401. at Michaelmas and Lady Day. [Docquet.] 


42. John Dinley to Sir Thomas Roe. The Electress of Branden- 
burgh has written to the Queen that the place is now empty for Jane 
Rupa, therefore the sooner she be transported thither the better, 


for the cold days come on apace, which will nip such a young lady 


in her journey. At Rhenen she may take a little refreshing and 
some instructions from her sister, who has passed a course of courtly 
experience. They are busy sending the Prince Elector into England. 
He has a great desire to wait upon the King, his uncle. To whom 
should he make his first flight but to him under whose wings he 
has been shadowed, and the rather now because the time of his 
majority approaching (which will be at the new year) he cannot 
have a fitter interim to discharge that duty. Dinley hopes he will 
find favour with his uncle, and that by this journey the door of his 
good fortune may be opened to him. He is desirous to see Sir 
Thomas among the friends of his mother, and Dinley wishes Roe’s 
occasions or the season may draw him up to London whilst the Prince 
is there. In those lands there is nothing but misfortune and misery. 
The army has not only been engaged all the summer before that 
unlucky sconce and never a whit the nearer, but the country is full 
of murmurings and divisions, and every town chastised with the 
plague of God. All is ascribed to the conjunction of the French, 
and to a Divine vengeance following them for their bestialities in 
Brabant. Dinley never saw a nation bearing such marks of villainy 
about them and melting away without compassion. Their carcases 
dying in the streets like dogs, and cast into the earth like horses, 
have infected the whole country, that at Leyden there die about 
1,500 a week of the plague, and no town is free. The Queen of 
Bohemia doubts whether she shall return this winter to the Hague. 
Her children are removed to Utrecht, which also is not without 
danger. They hear that on the other side it rages no less, and that 
in Germany it is coupled with famine. Mr. Dury finds the time 
unfavourable to pass into Germany. He is diligent in his work, but 
meets with stubborn clay. He goes on with meek patience, which 
will be his victory in the end. The peace concluded between 
Poland and Sweden may relieve the affairs of Germany under which 
the Chancellor stands like a pillar of brass. Roe knows what Mr. 
Gordon has done in England, so perhaps may they when he comes 
thither. [3 pp.] 


43. Lease whereby Sir Robert Baynard, of Lackham, Wilts, 
demised to Anne Fisher, daughter of Joan West, wife of Robert 
West, of Laycock, Wilts, fuller, the close in the parish of Laycock, 
called Eldridge, containing seven acres, and the other close “or pocke” 
of pasture lying in the same parish, then in the tenure of Martha 
Quarrel, widow, to hold the close called Eldridge from thenceforth, 
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and the other close or pocke of pasture from the death of Martha 
Quarrel, for the several terms of 99 years, if the lessee should so 
long live, at certain nomina! rents. The lessee covenanted to keep 


the same premises repaired and fenced, being allowed necessary , 


hedge bote and “frith” for the doing thereof. [Jt appears from the 
endorsement that this lease had connection with a suit of Mountague 
versus West, pending in Hilary Term 1638. 34 pp.] 


44, Elizabeth Queen of Bohemia to Sir Thomas Roe. The 
Electress of Brandenburgh is ready to receive Rupa’s sister. Prays 
Roe to send her thither. Is obliged to him and his wife for keeping 
her all this while. When the writer had the ague there came a 
Polish gentleman to the Hague and desired to see her. Being told 
he could not by reason of her sickness he desired to see her daughter, 
which he did. The first time he said nothing, the next time he 
delivered her a letter from that King. She told him she durst 
receive no letter without the writer’s leave. He said she need not 
tell the writer of it, which she would not consent to. At the last 
she said she would carry me the letter sealed which she did. The 
writer opened it and found it written with the King’s own hand in 
Italian, where first he made a compliment how much he had heard 
of her worth, then that hearing how great an affection she bore to 
him, he could not but requite her with the like. That there were 
many obstacles against both their desires, the chief of them, that 
bearer, a gentleman of his chamber, would tell her, whom she might 
safely trust; but in no case to let the writer know of any of this. 
She desires Roe to judge if this be not a strange letter, where he 
would make her the first lover. If it be [not] the fashion of Poland 
to write such love letters, she cannot else imagine that a man of his 
wit would write it. The writer bade her daughter hear what the 
man would say to her, which she did, not telling him anything of 
her mother. His commission was to persuade her to change her 
religion. She presently told him he might be sure she would never 
do that, nor come where she might have it questioned. Then he 
would have had her make show as if she favoured the other religion, 
which she did also refuse. It were too long to tell all the particulars, 
and still he conjured her to tell the writer nothing, yet desired to 
speak with the writer, which he did, her ague having left’her, but he 
said nothing to her of anything, nor the Queen to him, not so much 
as a compliment from the King. He stayed at the Hague till the 
writer came to Rkenen. Begs him to let her know what he thinks 


of this and not to speak of it; she has only written it to her brother. 


Believes that Roe’s successor there [in Poland?] has fiddled more 
than he needed in this business, making the King believe that that 
is not.—P.S. Hopes he is in London, if not, prays him to go thither, 
because she is sending over one that will need his good counsel ; 
she means the Elector, who will follow this letter very suddenly. 
None knows of it but her brother. [2 pp.] 


Lords of the Admiralty to [Montjoy Earl of Newport]. To permit 
Robert Horton, Stephen White, Thomas Hoofe, and Richard White, 
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owners with others of the Robert Bonaventure of London, of 160 
tons burthen, to supply that ship with cast-iron ordnance. [Copy. 
Vol. cclaiv., fol. 165. + p.] 


45. Sir Sackville Crow to Henry Earl of Holland. The night 
after he took leave of the Earl at Woodstock he delivered his com- 
mands to Sir John Bridgeman, who gave order to the sheriff about 
the writ. He after repaired to the forest, where he finds the same 
course held in the little doings now there that was formerly in the 
greater, a breviat whereof he sends. These things Sir Baynham 
and the writer were desirous to have presented at the next Swain- 
mote Court, but that came too soon to prepare for it. Sir Baynham 
hoped it might have been seasonable at the execution of the writ 
of ad quod damnum, but Sir John Bridgeman could not give it in 
charge until a presentment was made. Thursday the 24th inst. is 
appointed for the justice-seat at Gloucester, against which time, if 
the Earl direct aught to be done, the bearer is appointed to return 
with his commands. They had a labour to find the writ for the 
King. Some opposed the quantity of wood intended to be granted 
(and truly Sir Sackville fears that will be a just exception at the 
last,) but to find out the truth of that, they have a commission out 
of the Exchequer, which is likewise to mark out all trees fit to be 
reserved for the King’s Navy and the shipping of the kingdom. 
Others opposed the King’s power to dispose of the mines, pretending 
the miners’ right of custom; others that the King could not grant 
common or enter common. Sir John Winter, but very civilly 
(offering to lay his right at the King’s feet), made claim to the 
stables by lease, and prayed that the farmers’ grant might also be 
considered, which was not yet overthrown ; but at last the writ 
passed clear, that the King might dispose of all things within the 
writ, and of the mines according to the customs of the forest, and 
the damage to the King is returned at the value of the intended lease, 
viz., 6,000/. per annum. It were very necessary that some reso- 
lution were taken about the old lease, for during the suspension of 
judgment many wastes [which are specifically mentioned] are com- 
mitted in hope to be shuffled up altogether at last without further 
examination. By this means, and the farmers’ long contention, the 
King may chance to lose a quarter’s rent or more before the works 
go or be settled, for the summer, which is the time to cut and prepare 
stock, has been spent in needless dispute; and in the winter, which 
is the only time to make iron, they must provide stock, which must 
needs be done with an excesssive loss to the farmers and a great 
damage to the King. [Indorsed by Sec. Windebank. 3 pp.] 


46. Capt. Thomas Ketelby to Nicholas. His last to Nicholas was 
from the Downs. From thence they set sail the 4th inst., and 
ranging along the French coast the eighth day they came into that 
place, where the weather permits them not to put to sea. The Earl 
of Lindsey’s resolution was to have stood to the westward, intending 
with the first opportunity of weather to take such a proportion of 
victuals into the three Admival’s ships as should bring all the ships 
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to conclude near upon the 20th and 21st October. Who made the 
report of the condition of the last victuals the writer knows not, 
but certainly it is no better than it should be. The Earl left in the 
Downs the Vanguard, the Exchange, and one Whelp, the rest of 
the ships are all in Stokes Bay, save only the Sampson which the 
Earl sent to Calais to take in a French Marquis to carry him to 
Flushing. What ships the Lords intend to have left at Portsmouth 
the Earl desires to know before he carries the fleet for the Downs. 
Lord Poulett has been ill, and doubting to grow worse, obtained 
leave yesterday to depart to his own house. At his departure he 
was honoured by the Earl with knighthood together with his eldest 
son John. The Lord Ambassador [Aston] lies aboard the Mary 
{Henrietta Maria], but they see little hope of a fair wind for him.

47. Inigo Jones, Justice of Peace for Middlesex, to the King’s 
Officers whom it may concern. Certificate that Alexander Walwin, 
of Luggardin [Lugwardine], co. Hereford, gentleman, had taken 
the oath of allegiance.

‘* May it please your lordship, your command admits of no proem. I 
love and honeur you so much, that I account myself happy to do you the 
least service. My time allotted to write is short, therefore I’ll fall to the 
business. But from what time shall I begin ?—Twenty to one, I shall 
write things to your lordship which have been told you over and over. 
Howsoe’er, take them as fast as [ can write them. 

** There is [an] excellent song, which privately passes about, of all the 
Lords and Ladies in town; ’twill please you, and I am promised a copy of 
it. They will not let Lady Purbeck live in France; but a privy seal is 
sent by an express messenger to serve upon her to recall her into England 
——- two months after the receipt thereof; but few believe that she’ll 
obey it. 
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‘** Dr. Corbet, Bishop late of Norwich, died like a Roman, bravely. As 
they prayed about him, he joined with them; prayers ended, he bid them 
all Good Night and died. Dr. Wren removes to Norwich, who to Hereford 
is yet unresolved. The Lord Maynard is joined with Warwick in the Lord 
Lieutenancy of Essex, not without some perturbation to that Lord. Sibbes, 
the Doctor, of Gray’s Inn, died this summer, who also was head of a 
college in Cambridge, into whose place the fellows chose Dr. Bromricke 
{Brownrigg], a learned man, and no Arminian; Creighton, a learned 
Scotchman, orator of that University, brought the King’s letter, but came 
too late, and hearing that he was chosen, concealed his letters. Yet this 
election is brought in question, and I believe Dr. Bromricke will not be 
the man. 

‘*'You shall have a brave fleet the next year. Do you mean to go again? 
218,500/. the shires of England and Wales are set at; they are already 
busy at sessing. I hope it will be more equally laid than the last; so 
currat lew. 

‘*Taylor, the Brussels agent, is sent by our King to treat with the 
Emperor about the Palatinate. Barnet, secretary to my Lord of Carlisle, 
is gone consul to Smyrna, and Sim Digby agent to Muscovia. My Lord 
of Carlisle stirred no part of the progress with the King; but moved only 
as the Queen stirred. Sir Thomas Edmondes [has] buried his son, you 
knew him, Sir Henry Edmondes, a drunken beast; he may be glad he is 
rid of him. 

‘* Sir Henry Vane also hath as good as lost his eldest son, who is gone into 
New England for conscience’ sake ; he likes not the discipline of the Church 
of England ; none of our ministers would give him the sacrament standing ; 
no persuasions of our bishops nor authority of his parents could prevail with 
him; let him go; but he hath more sons, but those also bred up at Leyden. 

‘* Lord Newburgh, Chancellor of the Duchy, is newly married to Alderman 
Perry’s widow, worth 10,000/., but she useth to be mad a little sometimes. 
I hear that his Majesty hath an intention to call the Bishop of London to be 
of his Council now at Hampton Court, where ’tis confidently said that my 
friend, Lord Cottington, shall be made Lord Treasurer also, but he will 
not confess it to me, yet I have seen him often this summer—two days at 
Hatfield, two days here at Petworth. Since I came hither, he entertained 
the Queen at Hanworth, nobly and bravely; since, he has been at Fonthill 
in Wiltshire, where he had bull-baiting, hawking, and flocks of country 
people. He will be fit for business this winter, for he never enjoyed 
himself more, any summer, since he came out of Spain. 

** Sir John Melton, who entertained you at York, hath buried his wife, 
Currans’s daughter. Within twelve months she brought him four sons and a 
daughter : twosons the last summer; at this birth two more and a daughter ; 
the children all live, but she died—an excellent cock, he cannot want another 
wife. There is a lottery set up at London, in Smithfield, for bringing water 
in an arched vault from about Hoddesdon, 17 miles, to London: Mr. Gaye 
hath got it, for he undertakes the work with others. London Bridge is 
also commanded by the King to be built. It will cost 5,000/., but the 
citizens know not where to raise the money. 

‘* My lady Duchess of Buckingham miscarried this summer. I heard her 
husband, my Lord Dunluce, lost at the Wells at Tunbridge almost 2,0001. 
at ninepins, most of it to Sir John Sutlin [Suckling ?]. Mr. Trumbull is 
dead lately ; many nominated to his place,—Sir William Boswell, Lawrence 
Whitaker ; but I hear Mr. Nicholas, the secretary to the Admiralty, shall 
carry it. Sir William Withipool hath fought with one Tate, who was second 
to Sir Arthur Gorge, and killed him; also Sir John Gibson is killed, and 
Sir Simon Harcourt shot in the mouth, but will live. 

‘“* My Lord of Cork makes great means to get off in Ireland, yet ’tis not 
done ; he paid down 3,6001. for the six subsidies in Ireland. The King, at 
the solicitation of the Lord Chamberlain and my Lord of Salisbury, wrote 
to the Deputy about him. My Lord Clifford is newly come thence, who 
hath wrought with the Deputy as much as he could, yet ’t will not be. The 
lands must be restored, and money given to his Majesty for his frauds, 
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otherwise, the Deputy will give no way. Sir Francis Cooke hath sold his 
company, got his arrears, and is come away. 

‘* All here remember their service, my Lady Northumberland first, who 
is as big as she can tumble, we wish her your wish, that her child may 
have a face like hers, but all parts like his father’s. My Lord of Salisbury, 
his Lady, my Lady Elizabeth, my Lord Howard, Sir Edward Capel, all 
remember their service to your lordship, and so do the little Ladies, who 
infinitely thank you for their birds. I have been here five weeks; feed 
bravely and freely twice aday, yet am but six pound heavier than my Lady 
Salisbury, who eats but one meal a day; 13 stone and 6 lb. I weigh, she 
13 stone and 1 lb. We weighed within these two days. When I see the 
fat breams and carps I wish you were here. Never such store of nuts as 
this year’s; you would have killed yourself with them had you been here. 
[ send your lordship the cap[tain’s?] letter of this- week, also another I 
had of Sir Robert Wind, which his son writ him this summer. ’Tis the 
best I have seen after the French and Dutch met. You have been bred up 
in Dutchland, be favourable to them. The French I care not much for. 

‘** This next Sunday the learned Bishop here makes me a deacon; then I 
hope I shall be fitted to succeed Sir Robert Dallington, whensoe’er it hap- 
pens, but this keep to yourself. Pray present my humble service to my 
Lord Admiral. Had I been Captain of Portsmouth I would have saluted 
him with such a peal of ordnance as should have been heard to Petworth 
and all over Hampshire. I have done, and am, my Lord, your humblest 
servant, G. Garrarp.”

They that were under command struck, and the convoyer came to 
the rescue. When he came so near that he discovered whence the 
Freeman was, he struck his top-sails upon the capstan, They then 
sought to avoid each other, but were come so near that the Freeman 
broke her bowsprit upon the other ship, and with the flook of her 
anchor carried away the chains and main stays of the other ship. 
The Dutch captain came aboard, desired pardon for what was past, 
excused himself by the night and mistake, offered to come before 
the Lord Admiral, but desired leave to conduct his charge, which 
else he must abandon to the Dunkirker, and paid for the bowsprit 
and the shot. They have had very foul weather, Lord Aston is 
aboard, but the weather will not suffer him to go to sea. He has 
stayed so long that the captain of his ship doubts his victual may 
fail, and desires some from them, which the writer thinks they may 
spare. Some would be content to keep their ships out until their 
victuals be spent, which will be a great charge to the King, and 
unnecessary, unless they know of more enemies than they find. 
The victual that was last provided is very bad; there came one 
to make certificate of their quality, he was quickly satisfied, and 
returned without any certificate. A captain of a Dutch ship fell 
out with a woman, and called her whore, and her husband beat 
her. She accused the Dutchman to have spoken words against 
the King, and he was put into custody. Upon examination the 
company swore they heard not the words, the woman would not

29. Dr. William Beale, the Vice-Chancellor, and the Heads of 
Houses of the University of Cambridge, to the Council. Have received 
their letter dated the 16th inst., wherein they advise them, that the 
claim of exemption for all scholars’ servants, being inhabitants 
within the town of Cambridge, from the rate of the ship-money 
may be withdrawn. Beseech them to take the charters of the 
University into consideration, and especially the charter of 3rd 
Queen Elizabeth, confirmed by Act of Parliament of the 13th of the 
same Queen, whereby the writers conceive that all persons of their 
body dwelling within Cambridge are freed from payment for such 
matters.

31. Answer of Joseph Caron, of the parish of St. Martin Orgars, 
to articles objected against him by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. 
In 1634 he was chosen a vestryman by the parson and the rest ot 
the parish or vestry. There was a table of fees concerning burials, 
marriages, and christenings which he believes was made before he 
was born. The vault for burial was appropriated to Mr. Allen 
Cotton before examinant came to the parish. There is a coal house 
at the end of the cloister, but no corpse was buried [there?] in 
examinant’s time or long before. Never knew any charnel house. 
For preservation of peace it was ordered in vestry that no church- 
warden should place or displace but by consent of some of the ancient 
of the parish, which order was never observed during the year of 
his being churchwarden. For taking down the King’s arms refers 
to the vestry book where his hand will appear if he thereunto 
assented. Two men only have been dispensed with for the office of 
churchwardens for money to the use of the poor. The money for 
the communion bread, being threepence or fourpence, was taken out 
of the money then collected, and the wine was paid for by the 
parishioners according to their ancient custom. When examinant 
was churchwarden he laid out much money, and the parishioners 
have owed him 118l. these three years for which he is now com- 
plainant in the Chancery. The church does not run to decay as is 
supposed. 


32. Sir John Lewes and ten others, on behalf of themselves and. 
the rest of the inhabitants of co. Cardigan, to Hector Phillips the 
sheriff. Find that of the charge of 5,000. imposed for ship-money 
upon South Wales, the Lords have intimated that the county of 
Cardigan may bear 654/., and that it is his purpose to assess the 
same at that sum. LEntreat him to respite the assessment, whilst, 
on behalf of the county, the writer tenders to the Council the just 
exception of the undersigned against that proportion of charge, 
and their desire that it may be abated to the same proportion which 
they bear in all other public charges.

Answer to 
the complaint exhibited by Ralph Prissick [Preswick]. Preswick 
demands a year and a half’s pay due for the portership of 
St. Mawes, and complains that Bonython detains the same, and 
that he contemned the directions of the Lerds dated 5th June 
last. As to Preswick’s service of a year and a half, it is answered 
that he was not in Cornwall three quarters of a year. As to 
detaining the pay, Bonython never heard of him till he brought 
the Lords’ order of the 5th June, and six months before had paid 
the garrison to Michaelmas 1634, which money he received from 
Lord Cottington, and gave him an account with acquittances. 
For slighting the Lords’ directions, that is wholly denied. The 
old porter was restored to his place by order of the Lords of the 
Admiralty, that, if Bonython knew no reason for putting him off, 
he should be restored, and indeed Bonython knew no reason that for 
twenty-eight years service he should go beg.

‘The Dutchman accepted 
that sum and the Dartmouth man had good fortune to escape the 
slavery and fare so well.

1. The manner of taking the boat by those that were laid in 
Dover Castle was, that the Zealanders shot at them divers times, 
when one of the packet-boat men struck sail and showed the 
Lord General’s warrant which they slighted, and were like to stab 
the old man whom Waad trusts with the mail, with base words 
to his Majesty.

Whereupon Sir William Monson came into the road and took the 
ship out, and sent his boat after ashore. The prisoners being claimed 
by Sir William Monson, and also by Mr. Moore, secretary to the Lord 
Warden, the Mayor adjudged them to Sir William, who carried 
them to the Lord General. After examination, he returned them to 
Dover Castle, but their ship was cleared in the Downs, and on the 
Sunday morning took a bylander of Bruges; also that night the 
prisoners made escape out of the castle by a mat twisted very 
laboriously, [2 pp.]

63. Notes of Sec. Windebank of two propositions submitted by 
his Majesty to the Foreign Committee, with command that they 
should prepare themselves to declare their opinions freely thereon 
on the Sunday following, being the 4th October. The King’s pro- 
positions were: what further answer he should make to the French 
Ambassador concerning a nearer conjunction with France, and 
whether he should declare his neutrality. Windebank states his 
own views on these subjects, with an eye in the first place to his 
Majesty’s service, and in the next to the Queen of Bohemia and 
her children, whose restitution to their dignities and inheritance, “ I 
wish,” he continues, “I had procured with the price of my heart-blood.” 
He argued that the ends of the French were utterly contrary to 
those of his Majesty ; he labouring for the peace of Christendom, 
they setting it on fire merely to enlarge their own territories, and to 
make the French King Emperor. Secondly, that the French invited 
this conjunction merely to make their own game, and to draw on a 
peace to their better advantage from the Spaniard. Thirdly, that 
they had joined with the Hollanders in secret articles to his Majesty’s 
prejudice. Fourthly, that they challenged a joint sovereignty on 
the sea with his Majesty. As regarded the Prince Palatine, Winde- 
bank insisted that it appeared the French intended him no good 
from their strait intelligence with Bavaria, his greatest enemy ; from 
their refusing to give him his title; from their pretence to all his 
territory on this side the Rhine ; and from their fear that if restored, 
he would be a back to the Protestant party in France. As to a 
declaration of neutrality, Windebank saw no prejudice that could 
result from the absence of such a declaration, and many possible 
inconveniences from making it. He anticipated that upon the 
King’s making such a declaration, the French and Hollanders would 
besiege Dunkirk or some part of Flanders, and then either the King 
must sit still and suffer it to be lost, or break his declaration of 
neutrality, besides what was to be done with the fleet next year 
if the King declared his neutrality ; that must lie still and do nothing. 
Windebank was of opinion that the investiture should be demanded . 
by all means, but to join the French was to justify their war with 
Spain, which he thought conld not be done in honour or justice.

Journal by Capt. William Smith, of the Tenth Lion’s Whelp, 
under the command of the Earl of Lindsey, from her leaving 
Chatham on the 4th May last to her return thither for discharge on 
this day. The following are extracts :— 


‘** June 5. About nine in the morning, we being before Dover and having 
little wind, we beheld a fight betwixt a Flemish merchant’s ship and two 
small ships of Dunkirk, but because of the leeward tide we could not 
come near them. They were shot at both by the castle and bulwark of 
Dover, notwithstanding the Dunkirk’s men-of-war did board and possess 
themselves of the Flemish ship, until an English merchant ship, who came 
from the Straits, with some few great shot parted them; the Dunkirks 
standing off to sea, and the Fleming coming into the Downs with his gun- 
ner slain and seven or eight more hurt, who were visited by my Lord 
Admiral’s surgeon and by him dressed, notwithstanding some of them died 
presently after in the Downs. 

‘** June 9. About five in the morning the fleet weighed, and the four Whelps 
giving chase to a Flemish man-of-war, my boat came first aboard, so I took 
the captain and master and carried them to my Lord Admiral. They said 
they came from the southward, and about the 15th of May past they came 
by the Spanish plate fleet, which they say got all safe home pas, of 
the greatest ships which sunk down right into the sea near the Madeira 
Islands. They said moreover, that two days before . . . . they passed 
by a fleet of 28 sail, vizt., 14 French ships with French flags, and 14 Flemish 
ships with Flemish flags, near Portland, and left them plying to the west- 
ward. . . About noon, my Lord Admiral, by a red ensign in his mizen 
shrouds, gave notice to all the captains in the fleet to come aboard the 
Admiral and bring their masters with them, where (after every man’s 
— declared concerning our meeting with the French and Flemish 
ships) it was concluded, vizt, in case the Dutch being joined with the 
French shall strike, and the French do not, then this message is to be sent 
to the Dutch Admiral; that we did not expect to see the friends of the 
King our master in company of them that do affront him, therefore, we 
desire them, like friends, to stand by and see the sport. 

** Aug. 14. We received on board Sigr. Francisco Vercelyn with some 
other company, and having put them ashore at Calais, we returned the 
next day into the Downs. 

** Sept. 23. About two morning we came up by Lee with very little wind 
at E.N.E. Here lay at anchor a great [ship] without a main mast, which 
caused us to hail her. They said she was called the Prosperous, newly 
built at Woodbridge, and going to London to get her mast. They again 
hailed us, asking whence our ship was. One of my men making answer 
‘of Whitehall,’ the other again asked when we came through the Bridge ? 
I being awake in my cabin came forth; commanding my boatswain to man 
the boat and bring aboard the party by whom that saucy question was 
moved, but by the calmness of the night and nearness of our ships, the 
other ship’s company said they would be glad to [see] any rogue or rascal 
come from our ship to fetch them. Whereupon, I caused the gunner to 
make a broadside, and to give fire upon them. At the second shot they 
were content to come on board, and accordingly there came one of the 
master’s mates and the boatswain, both whom I gave present order to be 
locked in the bilboes, and saw it accordingly med adding also more 
punishment to the boatswain, by lashing his head to his hands, meeting it 
under his hand, because of his insolency. I had him also at the yard arm 
to duck him, but he becoming more calm, and promising to bring forth the 
party which gave the affront, I took him down again, and afterwards took 
the bond of one Shotten to see these men forthcoming if it should be so 
required of me at London.” 


The journal also contains accounts of convoying from Dover to 
Calais a bark full of horses for the French Ambassador, and of the 
transport of John Taylor, his Majesty’s agent in Germany, with a 
French Baron and Capt. Meautys, from Dover to Ostend. [314 pp.] 
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72. Petition of Willemine Toclase, Geesge Henricxsen, and 
Janeken Burcksen, wives of Cornelius Lawrensen Toclase, John 
Henricxsen, and Daniel Burcksen, poor prisoners at Durham, to the 
King.

He is confident that no true friend can counsel her not 
to demand investiture. She fears it will cause delay, and that the 
Emperor will deny it, or not give answer. Is it not much better to 
put him to deny, than to give him a ground upon which he may 
justly deny? Were the Archbishop never so sure of a denial, the 
more careful would he be to make the demand to right himself. But 
she says it is not possible for the Emperor to go back from his 
word, having given the investiture to Bavaria he cannot give two 
investitures to one and the same thing. Have not great princes 
gone back from their words, yea, and manifestoes in print, when 
reasons of state have prevailed with them, and it is possible the 
Emperor may see reason to change his mind ; and though he cannot 
give two investitures to one and the same dignity at once, he may 
give them one after another, therefore prays her to 'give him no 
just advantage, but to demand investiture, lest she bring “Tov late !” 
upon herself, which God forbid! She fears that this new sending 
of the King to Vienna will do no good, but delay time, and that he 
who is sent will not be very importunate. Truly he thinks the 
sending may do much good. The Emperor cannot but send an 
answer, and whatever that may be the King will be able to justify 
to the world that he has sought all good means, and that the Em- 
peror is left without excuse. Since the King is content to send for 
answer, beseeches her to learn of him and send to demand investiture.

Cannot but wish he had stayed but two or three 
days. This morning he came up with Mons. Mantty, General of 
the French fleet. His ship carried 32 pieces of ordnance, not all 
brass, and 200 men. There was another of his fleet in his company, 
both Dutch built. Sosoon as they came within reach of Stradling’s 
guns, he made ashot at each ofthem. They struck their topsails and 
saluted Stradling with three pieces of ordnance. He answered with 
one for each ship. Besides his general instructions from the Earl of 
Lindsey, he received a particular one from Sir John, if he should meet 
with any man-of-war or merchant's ship belonging to Dunkirk or any 
other port in Flanders, he should make stay of her. There is nowa 
Dunkirk man-of-war in Falmouth ; he has given her in charge to 
the commanders of the Castles of Pendennis and St Mawes to stay 
her until they hear from the Lords of the Admiralty. Prays to 
understand whether he should continue to stay ships of Flanders. 
Sir Richard Plumleigh came out of Falmouth with him this morn- 
ing, and is going to Chatham. The coast being free from Turks and 
pirates he will towards Saturday look into Plymouth, and (if he be 
not commanded to the contrary) repair for the Downs.

Robert Earl of Warwick and William Lord Maynard to the 
Chelmsford. Council. The beacons in Essex have been kept and watched all 
the summer, and there has been a provost marshal appointed, both 
which services are very chargeable, insomuch that within some 
poor hundreds near the sea coast the charge for watching beacons 
has amounted to 80/. since their order, and the writers have found 
that in respect of the extent of the county a provost marshal has 
been of very little benefit for suppressing vagabonds, who resort 
by foot-paths and bye-ways to one end of the county when they 
know the provost marshal to be in the other. The high constables 
offer, for saving the charge of a provost marshal, to discharge the 
duties of the place within their several hundreds. Recommend their 
proposal, and at the solicitation of the Justices of Peace and rest of 
the county pray the Lords for this winter to free them of the charges 
of the provost marshal and beacons.

Oct. 7. 26. Kenrick Edisbury to Nicholas. Hopes they shall reasonably 

Deptford. supply the ships at sea with victuals. The Antelope is nearest out. 
Marvels Capt. Fogg did not remind them, but that day they shall 
contract for the remainder of her victualling. Sends draft of a 
warrant which he moved Sec Coke to present to his Majesty, but he 
refused, and now Sir William Russell has promised to move Lord 
Cottington, or the Commissioners at their meeting, for their warrant 
for the house for Edisbury in the interim until there be a new 
building of houses for all the Officers. If it be granted the draft 
now sent will guide Nicholas for the particulars. If all is to be granted 
to a victualler, he will lose 201. per annum rent, which Sir Sampson 
Darrell had for this part of the premises. Sir William Winter, 
Surveyor of the Navy, dwelt in the great house there where Sir 
Sampson lately did, and the houses being so mean the Officers then 
gave them over, which since the victuallers have totally engrossed.

Oct. 7 27. William Waad to Thoinas Witherings. The mail going thence 
Dover. on Sunday last was taken by two Flushing freebooters. One of them 
had stayed the ketch formerly and came not aboard ; the other sent 
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his folk and pillaged two Englishmen of some 30/., and from the owner 
is taken all his apparel, provision, and money to the value of 4l., and 
from the old man whom the writer entrusts with the mail 28s., besides 
their beer and provisions. Knows not how he shall get them to go 
again. Prays him to let the State know these abuses that remedy 
may be given. The letters miss not to go in due time, ner may 
attend convoy as do the merchant’s goods. If the Zealanders and 
Callizians be not, prevented Witherings will have 1fo body to serve.

“A relation of the 
passages that daily happened in this late expedition under my con- 
duct, being by your Majesty’s gracious appointment Admiral and 
General of your Majesty’s fleet set forth for guard of your Narrow 
Seas, from the time that the ships met altogether in the Downs, 
28th May, until the 8th of October following ; I making my first 
entrance aboard your royal ship the Merhonour, 16th May, in Til- 
bury Hope.” The narration contained in this diary is very frequently 
couched in the same terms as the Earl’s letters already calendared, 
but it comprises many incidents which are not mentioned in the 
letters, although none of much importance. It also contains copies 
of three documents connected with this expedition, but they also 
have been already calendared.

29. The same to Sir John Pennington, Admiral of the ships 
that are to stay out for guard of the Narrow Seas. Instructions, 
endorsed by Sir John Pennington, as being “ private instructions 
from the Earl of Lindsey.”

35. John Dury to Sir Thomas Roe, AU goes still backward 
in Germany. The report is that Duke Bernard is beaten quite 
and it seems that the war draws into France. Hears of no place 
remaining in their hands but poor Hanau, where Colonel Ramsay 
is blocked up. For himself, is still where he was in his former 
letters, so that if they have either will or ability to work any- 
thing for the church and the cause they must be more earnest 
than ever, for whether the times change or grow worse the attempt 
of reconciliation in matters of religion is of all other things most 
useful for the conservation of heavenly truth against the breaking 
in of superstition and ignorance, and most necessary for preventing 
greater judgments and for taking away of these. The more churches 
either are brought low or prosper the greater care we ought to have 
that they may be truly united in the fundamentals of the Gospel. 
Hopes before he goes out of that country to send Sir Thomas an 
evident delineation of the further way of proceeding in this work 
that he may have Sir Thomas’s good judgment of it. This day

Hears the 
King of Denmark is beginning to arm to infringe the Saxon peace. If 
the Polonian and he and other kings would now take the matter 
to heart to force the Emperor te a general and equitable peace, 
things might yet be brought to some good pass. Mere fear constrains 
those that have accepted the peace of Saxony to admit it, which as 
soon as any change comes will fall to the ground, and then Dury 
hopes his endeavours will be of some use. Therefore they must live 
in hope of better times, and have things in readiness, [2 pp.]

Complaint was made by the 
Trinity House that the merchants’ part of payments to that light 
made by ships passing to and from parts beyond seas, viz., one 
halfpenny per ton outward and the same sum inward, was paid by 
them in their own wrong. The matter being referred to the At- 
torney General, he framed an agreement between the Trinity House 
and Bullock, the patentee, that in future the sum to be paid by the 
masters and owners of such ships should be a halfpenny per ton 
outward and the same homeward, but that the same should be paid 
only on the return of the ships from their voyages, at which time 
the merchant should also pay bis part being one penny per ton.

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all joining with Richard Swayne, and will not allow of the miles 
according to the custom of the country, so that the writer is now 
striking the works and taking course with his vessels, and will be 
with Nicholas next week, with divers of the neighbours’ hands that 
the miles were never counted for more than Thornhill would pay, 
and they [Swayne and the others] make every mile by the statute a 
mile and a half.

They never con- 
vented delinquents, nor set down orders for government of the 
church, otherwise than has been used heretofore time of mind. 
Deponent and others were convented before the Bishop’s Chancellor 
and admonished not to hold vestries, and since that time they 
have never had any meetings in the vestry house, having one 
meeting in the body of the church for choosing officers, being 
warned by the parson and churchwardens thereto. They never 
made any orders in an Ecclesiastical way, but in that respect, and 
respecting all things done by the vestry on which he is questioned, 
he refers to the Vestry Book, then in the Chancery Office, Among 
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the questions thus answered are several relating to a vault appro- 
priated for Sir Allen Cotton and his family ; to the turning a dark 
hole at the end of the cloister into a receptacle for charcoal for the 
poor; to putting sea coal also for the poor in a vault in the church- 
yard ; to orders for regulating the appropriation of seats in the 
church, and removing the King’s arms from its accustomed place, 
but as deponent contends to a very decent place in the body of the 
church.

1. Elizabeth Queen of Bohemia to Sir Henry Vane. The “ reve- 
rent bearer,” the Rhinegrave, can tell him all things there. Prays 
Vane to have a care of him that he may see that those who come 
with the writer’s son are welcome to her countrymen. For Charles 
himself prays Vane to let him have his best counsel both for his 
own carriage as for his affairs.

and the letter to Dr. Stoughton that was brought by Hill the grazier 
with the 300/. may be likely to mention the 400/. and more matters 
besides. Therefore Sir John wishes that the messenger that is to 
go for Dr. Stoughton may seal up his study door till the Archbishop’s 
further direction for search thereof; and that he that goes into 
Dorsetshire for Mr. White and Mr. Browne may make the like search 
there, which of himself Sir John durst not direct. The messenger 
for Dorsetshire to be sent away first, for if Dr. Stoughton be touched 
here, present intelligence will be sent thither. Sir John suspended 
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Mr. Valentine and Mr. Gladman, two ministers in Bucks, at the visi- 
tation for not reading his Majesty’s declaration.

Mr. Rusdorff 
has a manifesto to be put forth in his name, and there is making 
ready a full deduction of his right. Dury found Mr. Gordon there 
on his way to Poland. He is confident that all their hopes will 
take effect. Whilst Dury was there one of the Ambassadors whom 
the States sent to Poland for the treaties arrived there. He reported 
the surrender of places in Prussia by the Swedes. When he saluted 
the young lady his discourse made her blush very remarkably, 
whereby Dury conjectured he spake to her concerning the King of 
Poland’s intentions. At court everybody speaks freely of it. 
Mr. Dinley performed his promise and gave Dury in the Queen’s 
name the sum he promised, for which Dury gave the Queen thanks, 
who promised all further assistance in due time.

Culpeper, and how she will get back (if the wind hang any time) he 
knows not. The Vanguard, the Antelope, and the Swiftsure are 
riding in the Downs, but in lamentable case. He knows not how 
the Swiftsure will hold out three days. A hoy with bread and beer 
has arrived, but by reason of very foul weather they cannot get at 
her. On the 15th the Vanguard took Mr. Montagu, Sir William 
St. Ravy, and Mr. Killigrew aboard and landed them at Calais, 
returning on the 18th early. The 16th the Mary Rose arrived from 
the West, and was sent to convoy some barks as high as Nieuport in 
Flanders, and has not yet returned. Thinks she may have recovered 
Margate or Yarmouth Roads. Desires to know whether she shall 
be supplied with victuals or sent in. The Weymouth bark to be 
transported to Portsmouth and Jersey and Guernsey is still there, 
and cannot stir with this weather. It is not safe to send a great 
ship to those islands, especially at this time of the year. [Seals 
with crest.

12. The same to Philip Earl of Pembroke and Montgomery. 
Gave warrant to the captains under his command to stay any ship 
they met belonging to the town of Dunkirk. Capt. Stradling has 
stayed a small man-of-war of 12 or 14 pieces at Falmouth under the 
command of the Captain of the Castle. Can say nothing of her 
value, but as soon as Capt. Stradling comes to the Downs will give 
the Earl a more ample account.

They have been used to take their own repose so much that they 
think they may do it still, but they will find it otherwise. Prays 
to be informed what the Lord Chamberlain does about the Dun- 
kirker that Capt. Stradling stayed, and whether that will be sufficient 
to give him satisfaction, or whether the writer shall make stay of 
more. Desires also to hear what he shall do with the Mary Rose. 
The Earl of Lindsey writes that he is questioned about expense of 
powder and other things, and wishes a certificate from each of the 
ships left with Pennington. If that be all they have to say to him, 
Pennington thinks he will clear himself well enough.

In this 
fret of weather there was forced into the Downs a small French 
man-of war of Dieppe called “ the Pettie Morte” [Petite Marthe], who 
anchored near the Grace of Weymouth (the vessel to be convoyed to 
Portsmouth and Jersey and Guernsey), whom it appears the French 
man pillaged three months since near Hastings, by his own confession 
though in a mincing way, but plainly by the attestation of John Beare, 
master of the Grace, and his company, who it seems had taken their 
oath of it before the Judge of the Admiralty, and also petitioned the 
King. Pennington has stayed the Frenchman, though with a great 
deal of difficulty in regard of the weather, and that he rode close 
under the shore.

Excuses 
himself for long delay in replying to her first letter of July. 
Comments in very indignant terms upon the treaty between the 
Elector of Saxony and the Emperor. In the treaty between Poland 
and the Swedes thinks he sees revenge preparing. The Duke of 
Saxony can never be safe in adding greatness to the house of 
Austria, nor will they, the Pope or the Jesuits, more pardon a 
Lutheran (for Luther opened the departure) than a Calvinist, who 
did but refine and not make the breach. He then proceeds as 
follows :— 


‘* What impressions these have made in our Court and State my absence 
deprived me of observation ; this only I heard, that his Majesty highly, and 
with royal indignation, resented it, and saw the long continued abuse by 
the decree to disinherit your Majesty’s children, that he could never expect 
any gratitude from the Emperor for his patience and equity towards him ; 
and reason of State might long since have discerned it as clearly as their 
own act hath discovered it: for wisdom concludes as safely from premises 
as sight from objects. I heard also, that if the cause had then had any 
good seconds, to have animated his Majesty’s resolutions, that the conjunc- 
ture was fair, and his mind and courage ready to receive generous counsels. 
But what effects all this hath brought forth, I fear you have tried, because 
you say you expect it upon the return of that dispatch or never. Ido not 
doubt my Lord of Canterbury hath good inclinations, and as much credit 
as ever any servant had; but he is not versed in foreign affairs, and he is 
fearful to engage himself and his master in new ways, and of doubtful 
event, wherein himself is not grounded sufficiently to maintain and carry 
along his counsels. Neither is he without opposition and concurrency of 
power with those whose affections are contrary. And whether causelessly 
or not I dare not judge, but his Majesty hath been troubled with jealousies 
of France and Holland (perhaps purposely and cunningly infused), and out 
of doubt from the Dutch too much neglected, in a duty owing to him, to 
have given him a full account and reason of their secret treaties, always 
suspected in obliged neighbours to wise Princes. These, aud perhaps some 
want of fit offices neglected in the opportunity, have, I fear, cooled that 
brave warmth which appeared inhis Majesty’s heart . . . . Thestudy 
to get money is the business of these times. They have an easy theme and 
a specious who declaim against war, whose expense hath no bounds and 
success no certainty.” 


Thinks she has taken a wise resolution to send over the Prince 
her son, wishes he had come sooner. Doubts not he comes well 
instructed and resolved to speak. Roe will do him all faithful 
service. The disinheritance of the House Palatine is no news to 
Roe. Refers to papers which contained evidence of such a design, 
communicated by Roe to the Jate King by letter, and to the Queen 
herself at Heidelberg in 1613. Englishmen have now learned 
strange axioms—What have we to do with Germany? Whyshould 
we fear more now than when Charles V. possessed Holland? Great 
Britain must subsist alone. These are the new doctrines of State 
insinuated by the favourers of Spain and Popery. The counsel Rve 
gives is,—to study a perfect understanding between his Majesty 
and Holland, without which England cannot look upon Germany, 
but is shut up within its own cares; to assist Oxenstiern; not to 
neglect means to secure the assistance of the King of Poland, and 
therefore to favour the contemplated marriage, overlooking the 
strange wooing.

The Vice-Admiral, whom they 
call Commander de Merimount, shot three pieces of ordnance in 
salute to the castles. He was answered with a bullet at his top- 
sails for not striking, which put him in mind of that neglect. 
His Lieutenant, coming to Pendennis, made his excuse that they 
knew not the order of our harbours. The officers of the Custom 
House having order for taking Englishmen ashore that sail with 
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strangers, found aboard this ship the master-gunner and another 
Englishman, from whom he would by no means part.

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It was then provided that no printing forms should be kept standing 
except “the Psalter, Grammar, Accidence, Almanack, Prognostica- 
tion, Primer or Absee,” and those to be distributed once a year ; that 
no books printed of the Nonpareil letter should exceed the number of 
5,000, of Brevier 3,000, except the Privilege granted to the Com- 
pany, and the Testament belonging to the King’s printers, commonly 
called Cheke’s Testament, and of that 6,000, and of other books 
1,500 or 2,000. There follow many minute practical regulations: 
Journeymen were to be allowed for the holydays as theretofore. 
Compositors were to keep their cases clean and dispose of ‘all 
wooden letters, and two-line letters, and keep their letter whole 
while work is doing, and after bind it up in good order.” In lieu of 
an ancient custom that every journeyman printer should have a 
copy of every book he worked upon, he was for the future to have 
an increase in wages of threepence per week.

Upon due exa- 
mination it appeared that Coventry had formerly joined with 
co. Warwick in martial affairs only, and had borne a fifteenth 
part and no more, which the Bishop signified to the Sheriff (see 
Vol. cce. No. 7.) Shortly after which time the Sheriff died, by reason 
whereof his Majesty’s service is neglected. Pray that they may 
receive directions to proceed accordingly, or that directions be sent 
thereupon to the succeeding Sheriff of Warwick.

129. Petition of Mayor and others of Taunton, to the same. For 
setting forth shipping 8,0001. is laid on co. Somerset, whereof the 
Lords order 1001. to be imposed on Taunton, which is a country 
town, consisting of few other than shopkeepers, and in all payments 
was ever rated with the hundred of Taunton Dean, paying 20d. in 
the pound or a twelfth part of the sum imposed. The rate of the 
hundred is 2601. and the 100/. to the borough makes 3601. and the 
twelfth part thereof or 30/. is the just proportion they ought to pay.

On 
going to stay them, all escaped except two, James Underwood, son 
of Robert Underwood of Bucklersbury, druggist, and John Lane, son 
of Robert Lane of Campsey Ash, Suffolk, gentleman, whom they 
brought to London. Underwood says he intended to go to France 
to be a gentleman in a company under Capt. Lundesford, and the 
other only to travel. Those who escaped were all to go to Capt. 
Lundesford, and were hired by Herick of Milford Lane, victualler, 
who is employed by Capt. Francis Martin and Paul Smith.

The commodities brought from those dominions are wines, sugar, 
fruit, and tobacco, and great impositions are paid upon them, con- 
ceiving the same to be no prejudice to the merchants, seeing they 
may sell so much dearer. But they cannot do so, in regard they 
have no company nor orders established, and the buyers have 
companies, orders, and combinations, and thereby practice to beat 
down the merchants’ prices; also the grocers combine in buying 
fruit, insomuch that for these three years the merchants have served 
only his Majesty in paying customs and imposts, but have lost above 
30,0007. by wines and fruit. The merchants pay 4/. per ton freight 
immediately upon discharge. If time were granted them for pay- 
ment of customs and imposts until they have sold their goods they 
might enlarge their adventures. Pray furtherance of their request 
for incorporation. [7 p. ] 


2. Petition of Capt. Thomas Bardsey to the same. A year since 
at his coming out of Russia, from the service of the Emperor, peti- 
tioner furnished Colonel Robert Bartlett with money, horses, saddles, 
and pistols to the value of 100l. Bartlett being at Amsterdam 
petitioner prays for a pass for himself and his servant John Foorde 
to repair thither to seek satisfaction.

3. Petition of the Governor, Assistants, and Fellowship of the 
Merchants of Eastland to the same.

They had 
dug in that vault, until the arches were settled and cracked, so that 
the whole fabric was in great danger to fall. Mr. Langley and 
Guise, two of Mr. Sykes’s substitutes, had been remonstrated 
with, and other places offered to them, but in vain; Guise remarking 
insolently, that they had placed their tubs in the market-place near 
the vault in question, and that they should there stand and rot 
before they should be carried to any other place.

Plumleigh 
expresses himself very strongly respecting the damage done on the 
coast of Ireland by the Biscayners. Under commissions against 
the Hollanders they made booty of all that came to hand, and met 
with no vessel, were it ever so small, without robbing it of whatever 
victuals it had on board, and taking from the seamen their clothes. 
Plumleigh declares that “all St. Sebastians being sold is not able 
to make good the damages and wrongs” which the King’s subjects 
and allies had suffered at the hands of the Biscayner. [6 pp.]

“Upsteaken the English.” The writer has apprehended eight or 
nine of the principal actors, whom he resolves to send to the gaol.

2. Bailiffs of Great Yarmouth to the same. Certificate, that 


Great Yarmouth. Richard Pronoville, captain of a Dunkirk man of war, who 


is the King’s subject, and by his Majesty’s permission, as he 
saith, in the service of the King of Spain, on the 9th inst. was 
in the road of Yarmouth, and being admonished not to do any 
hostile act, answered that he would rather die than transgress his 
Majesty’s laws, and only required permission to stay in the road 
free from disturbance of the Holland ships which were then in the 
road, whereupon the like admonition was given to them.

Order for renewing the 
making of Ipswich canvas for sails. Complaint of Lieut. Bassett 
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and others for want of their pay in the Sampson, There attends in 
custody one Bloxham on complaint of Bagnall the saltpetreman ; 
he has attended this fortnight. Letter from the Mayor of Norwich. 
To appoint a Marshal; and a cook for the Henrietta Maria. Officers 
of the Ordnance to attend concerning gunners’ expenses and remains. 
Sir Richard Plumleigh to attend with his answer to the Spanish 
resident. There is one May in the messenger’s hands for carrying 
earth out of his dove house. [1 p.] 


8. Petition of Thomas May to the Lords of the Admiralty. 
Denies that when he ordered his pigeon house to be cleansed, he 
knew that Vincent the saltpetreman would shortly come, neither 
was any soil carried away, as he offers to prove. Having been 
brought to town by a messenger and lying at great charge, he prays 
the Lords to expedite the hearing of his cause. [7 p.] 


9. A remonstrance to the Lords of the Admiralty of the true 
state of the places of the Officers of the Navy. Besides the bare 
fees hereafter mentioned there is no manner of benefit accruing to 
them. ‘Their offices were instituted in the reign of Henry VIII. 
when there were not above 12 ships in the Navy. Now, besides 
the great increase of the Navy, all things, in point of charge, are 
increased more than three fourths more. To all commanders of 
ships at sea who formerly had but 2s. 6d. per diem, his Majesty has 
added according to the rate of the ship 10s., 8s., or 6s. 8d. ; boats- 
wains have been increased from 16s. 8d. to 40s. per mensem, 
gunners from 15s. to 36s. 8d. per mensem, and the ordinary 
seaman’s pay has also been advanced. Their predecessors did not 
so earnestly solicit for an increase because they appropriated to 
themselves divers perquisites, and had an allowance from the 
Treasurer of the Navy and Victualler for passing their accounts, to 
the value of G0/. per annum to each, which being a way to beget 
corruption the present officers require not. They had, besides, other 
offices. Sir Henry Palmer whilst surveyor and afterwards comp- 
troller of the Navy was admiral of the Narrow Seas, and had 
the command of one of the forts near Dover, worth 1841. per annum ; 
Sir William Winter besides his surveyor’s place was Master of the 
Ordnance for the Navy with 235. per annum; Sir John Trevor 
whilst surveyor was Captain of Upnor Castle, Keeper of Oatlands, 
and Surveyor of Windsor Castle; and Sir Richard Bingley whilst 
surveyor was Admiral either in Ireland or the Narrow Seas. The 
allowances to the present ofticers for themselves and clerks are net 
per annum, the comptroller 138/. 1s. 8d., surveyor 128/. 6s. 8d., 
clerk 99. 38. 4d. Desire the Lords to be their mediators to his 
Majesty that they may not ruin their own estates i in his service. 
[Nicholas has endorsed that the “Treasury of the Navy's place is 
2181. per annum, all fees.” 1} p.] 


10. Petition of Benjamin Wallinger, Storekeeper of the Navy, 
and John Wells, son and heir of John Wells, late storekeeper, 
deceased, to the Lords of the Admiralty. His Majesty, by letters 
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patent dated 11th May 1626, granted to John Wells, deceased, and 
Benjamin Wallinger, the office of storekeeper of the Navy, John 
Wallinger being used for John Wells the son, then under age. Wal- 
linger is ready to his Majesty’s service in the place, yet prays he 
would be pleased to accept John Wells the son, who is well qualified, 
for his deputy, and also to accept a surrender of the present patent 
and grant others to John Wells the son. [1 p.] 


11. Information of John Brooke in support of his accusations 
against the Officers of the Navy, and especially against Kenrick 
Edisbury, the surveyor. He charges Edisbury with ordering him to 
sign bills for the rate of oars in blank, the object being that Henry 
Hubbard, boatswain of the Swiftsure, being employed by Edisbury 
to take up oars for his Majesty’s service, had engrossed all oars and 
raised the price of them from 9s. per one hundred foot to 12s, and 
13s., and had been allowed for the same when supplied for the 
King’s service, 24s. per hundred foot. Brooke alleges the like 
practices in other things, and jexemplifies the same in the article of 
tallow, which Hayward (Edisbury’s servant) and Goodfellow, who 
had the keeping of the King’s monies and some in his hand at the 
time, refused to purchase for the King unless they might make 
profit thereof. He accuses the Officers of the Navy of having pro- 
cured him to be committed close prisoner from 3rd October to 
11th November, and that they would not call him to any question. 
Many other charges are advanced, all leading to the conclusion that 
the officers made private profit out of the King’s business, and that 
Brooke was oppressed by them because he opposed their doing so. 
He concludes by alleging that the service suffered by all power of 
execution in the Navy having grown “into a particular hand,” 
whereby none shall know or understand what is right or wrong, or 
if any such be, that he shall not sit there; for Sir William 
Russell is treasurer; Mr. Edisbury, sometime his servant, is 
surveyor; Mr. Holland, Mr. Edisbury’s servant, is paymaster ; 
Mr. Short, who was Mr. Edisbury’s servant, is Clerk of the Check 
at Chatham; his kinsman, Mr. John Edisbury is now Clerk 
of the Check at Portsmouth; his servant, Mr. Hayward, who 
married his kinswoman, is Disposer of the Monies and Clerk of the 
Survey at Portsmouth; “ other offices and officers are either engaged 
agents to them, or are like the petitioner expelled or in disgrace.” 
Prays to know his accusation and accusers, and to appoint a time 
for him to give in his answer, when it will appear-that the seeming 
foulness of his accusation is only the malice and surreptitious 
dealing of his adversaries. [53 pp.]

Northampton. preferred a complaint to his Majesty against Bishop Williams of 
Lincoln, which was referred to four of the. peers, with power to 
punish the writer in case they found his complaint untrue, which 
they did not, after which the Bishop convented the writer into the 
Lower House of Parliament, and again in the Star Chamber, in 
which last-mentioned suit the Bishop spent three years in quarrelling 
with the Defendant’s answer, until his Majesty gave order to stop 
the Bishop’s molestation in that kind. A bill was also exhibited by 
the Attorney General against the Bishop, and the Court proceeded 
to the very point of hearing. One clause of the writer’s complaint 
was of a libel by the non-conformists patronized by the Bishop, and 
about a year since the writer was sent for and re-examined by the 
Council, and nought was proved against him but by the Bishop’s 
puritanical witnesses of Leicester. It is now rumoured that the 
Bishop is pursuing his pardon but no security provided for the 
writer, who in his loyalty ventured his fortunes and has been 
hitherto forced to waste his means in a defensive war. His en- 
deavour was but the restitution of his fame and place of a proctor, 
whence he was by menaces and misreports expelled. Henceforth 
he must study silence if one of the opponents being remitted the 
other is not provided for; so the remitted person may be safe from 
terror, and his fury be armed with potency and means to execute 
its purposes, Leaves the premises to the Secretary’s consideration.

Since 
then he has seen a passage in another memorial of the Resident’s, de- 
livered tothe King as follows:—“In the Admiralty of Dunkirk, justice 
and right shall be received, much other than I can have here at Sir 
Henry Marten’s hands, where I cannot come to the end of never so 
small a cause in three or four years, but receive continually delays 
and vexation to our extreme cost and charges.” Sir Henry has also 
received a letter from the King’s agent at Brussels, Mons. Gerbier, 
dated the 14th of this December, the effect whereof is this :—that 
complaints of great injustice and hard usage done to the King of 
Spain’s subjects in our Court of Admiralty are continually cast in 
his teeth, and that the Spanish ministers take occasion thereupon to 
make Sir Henry’s name infamous there, which letter he sends in- 
closed, because Mons. Gerbier intimates that a hard sentence was 
lately given there against some of his Majesty’s subjects, (wherein 
tobacco taken by the Dunkirkers from the English is declared to be 
victual and so good prize, contrary to the opinion of divines, lawyers, 
and phlysicians,) upon the ground that there is no justice done them 
in the Admiralty of England. Sir Henry signifies these premises 
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to the Lords, not in respect of his own credit, (the valuation whereof 
he must leave to them) but in regard of his Majesty’s honour, which 
must somewhat suffer through him, and especially for the King’s 
subject’s sakes, who, driving a great trade with Spain, cannot but 
feel the consequence if the magistrates there shall be persuaded that 
nothing but injustice is done to the King of Spain’s subjects in our 
Court of Admiralty. [1} p.]

caused the collector to be imprisoned 24 hours. The which, with 
many other discouragements, has struck a terror in the townsmen 
and dismayed them in doing his Majesty’s service.

251., for which he was exceeding thankful, and was not dismayed 
by the changes in Germany. ‘he Queen receives great comfort 
from the kind reception the Prince Elector finds in England. His 
presence is an argument of blood and nature beyond all the reasons 
and contestations of state. Dinley told him that his work was to please 
the King and not solicit him, to get his affection and not to urge 
his affairs. The fewer propositions he makes the King may sooner 
resolve, and the Prince will not make many faults if he be left 
to himself. Why Dinley writes not of him, Lord Holland and Sir 
Robert Anstruther can tell, for he is not yet out of Sir Francis 
Nethersole’s cloud, nor would he press into the King’s presence with- 
out his leave. Dinley hopes in time and the King’s clemency, because 
his error was without a root, but he is glad that Roe is so near to the 
young Prince, and that he will have Roe’s counsel and direction. In 
Germany the Emperor has slumbered the Protestants with the sweet 
name of Peace, but they begin to find that is only to engage them 
in a more durable war. Great preparations are made by France 
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and Sweden, and we shall shortly see how Denmark and Poland 
will incline. General Brezé and Colonel Charnassé, who were soldiers 
in the field last summer, are this winter ambassadors at the Hague, 
using state and war like garments for the season. They are watch- 
ful over these men, lest they should entertain any blind treaties 
with the Spaniard, whereof there have been some jealousies, as though 
they repented their conjunction with the French.

Between sia and seven 
in the evening of the 10th mst. deponent, with fowr or five 

ship carpenters coming from Cat Down towards Ply- 
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mouth, saw divers Dutchmen chasing two Englishmen, 
whereupon defendant and the rest took their axes and 
“ addices” [adzes| in their hands to defend themselves. 
The Dutchmen, being eleven or twelve, attacked them with 
swords and knives and forced them to fly. Deponent was 
overtaken by three Dutchmen and stabbed in the shoulder, 
They would have killed him, but Gregory Dadd rescued 
him. [2 p.] 


Similar examination of Thomas Cowse of Stonehouse, 
Devon, shipwright. At the time before mentioned he and 
William Peck, going homewards from work, heard some 
Dutchmen quarrelling with a woman whose milk they 
had taken. The same Dutchmen attacked deponent and 
beat him about the ears with his three foot rule ; he escaped 
by running away. [2 p.] 

Similar examination of Gregory Dadd of Totness, sailor. 
A little boy of Christopher Clampett came to him and 
told him that his father was like to be killed. Deponent 
ran with a halbert, which he delivered to Clampett, and 
taking an axe that Clampett had, they defended themselves 
as well as they could. The Dutchmen rushed on Clampett, 
stabbed him, and took away his halbert. Deponent knows 
two of the Dutchmen. They belong to the Admiral's ship. 
One is called Johnson, the other is surgeon of that ship. 
Presently after he saw two boats load of Dutchmen coming 
ashore, having pistols, cutlasses, and petronels in their 
hands. After their coming ashore Thomas Nelmes was 
slain. Believes Paul Towson knows some of the company 
that came ashore. [1 p.] 


Similar examination of Hercules Hunkyn of Stonehouse, 
shipwright. Deponent was with Clampett and three others 
coming from [towards ?] Plymouth over Cat Down, when 
they met the Dutchmen, as stated in Clampett’s examina- 
tion. Deponent having a sledge in his hand, went backe 
ward and defended himself until, his heels sticking in the 
furzes, he fell backward and tumbled down the hill, whence 
he escaped to the house of Thomas Heyman. The Dutch- 
men followed, and finding the door fast threw stones 
through the windows. [1 p.] 


Similar examination of John Lange of Stonehouse, ship- 
wright. Hewas one of the party with Clampett, but leapt 
over a wall and escaped. |} p.| 


Similar examination of Arthur Gill of Stonehouse, ship- 
wright. He was one of the party of carpenters coming 
towards Plymouth from Cat Down. When the Dutchmen 
attacked them he followed Hunkyn into Heyman’s house. 
When the quarrel was over one called for a light, for that 
he thought his master’s mate [Thomas Neles| was slain 
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upon the Strond, whereupon they went down and found 
the master’s mate slain, being stabbed in the belly. [1 p.] 


97. vu. Similar examination of Thomas Humfrey of Plymouth, 
blacksmith. Gregory Dadd hearing that Mr. Clampett 
was set upon by Dutchmen, took a halbert and ran to the 
rescue, whereupon deponent made fast all the doors of his 
house. The Dutchmen broke open the door crying “ Up- 
steaken ! Upsteaken the English!” and thereupon stabbed 
deponent in two places, so that he fell to the ground. They 
afterwards rifled his house and carried away to the value 
of 30s. The boatswain and the cooper of the Admiral and 
one with a cut in his nose were three of the Dutchmen, 
and he with the cut wm his nose gave him the greatest 
wound. [4 p.] 

97. vi. Similar examination of Elizabeth Humfrey, wife of the 
preceding witness. Among the men who assaulted her 
house were the surgeon and boatswain of the Admiral, 
and one Johnson. They broke two doors. Her husband 
asking the boatswain why they broke open the house, 
answered they came to stick and “ snee.” [2 p.] 

97. 1x. Similar examination of George Sparling of Ratcliffe, co. 
Middlesex, trumpeter. Was in the house of Thomas 
Humfrey when it was broken open by the Dutchmen. 
After the quarrel was ended he went to search for Thomas 
Nelmes, master’s mate of a ship of London, and found 

. him speechless, having received a mortal wound i his 
belly. [3 p.] 

97. x. Similar examination of William Brewster of London, 
sailor. Was, like the last witness, in Humfrey’s house when 
it was broken into, and was hurt on the head with a 
short halbert, and as he was skipping out of the room was 
stabbed by a Dutchman in the back with a knife. May- 
nurd, quarter-master of the Dutch Admiral, was the man 
that wounded him. [2 p.] 


97. x1. Similar examination of Benjuniin Barter of Redriff, 
sailor. Hecame ashore from the Golden Eagle of London, 
to fetch aboard their master’s mate, Thomas Nelmes, who 
shortly after their landing came to them, but hearing the 
noise at the smith’s house, Nelmes, deponent, and some 
others, went to see what it was. Deponent found two 
Dutchmen setting on Toser, a currier, whom they grievously 
wounded, Deponent beat off the Dutchmen from Toser, 
but was himself stabbed in several places, and left for 
dead. On the Dutchmen going away he got aboard his 
ship to have his wounds dressed, leaving his master’s mate 
behind. Jacob, the cooper of the Dutch Admiral, was 
one of them that stabbed him. [1 p.] 


97. xu. Similar examination of John Toser of Plymouth, currier. 
Being in the house of Heyman, there being a quarrel 
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between some Dutchmen and some Englishmen, Nelmes 
went out to the rescue of the English. Hearing that he 
was slain, deponent endeavoured to escape, when a Dutch- 
man met him and stuck him wr the belly, and others came 
and beat him on the head, and left him for dead. [} p.] 


. xi. Similar examination of Anne Heyman, daughter of 


Thomas Heyman, of Plymouth, shipwright. Hunkyn 
came running into deponent’s father’s house and locked 
the door after him. He said the Dutchmen were like to 
kill some Englishmen. Shortly after Thomas Nelmes, 
“lying up the bed,” would needs go forth to rescue the 
English. Deponent dissuaded him, but could not pre- 
vail, after which she heard not of him till she heard that 
he was slain. [3 p.] 


xiv. Similar examination of Thomas Heyman, father of the 
preceding witness. Nelmes was asleep on a bed when 
Hunkyn and Forde came in. How he left the house 
deponent knows not. After the quarrel Nelmes was 
brought into deponent’s house dead. [1 p.| 


xv. Similar examination of Katherine Heyman, wife of the 
preceding witness. Confirms the. account of Nelmes’s 
death given by other witnesses. [1 p.] 

xvi. Similar examination of Philip Lippemott, servant to 
Thomas Humfry of Plymouth, blacksmith. On a great 
outery of murder on Cat Down his mistress wished him 
to shut all the doors, which he did, and locked himself 
into a shop, by which means he saw not who broke open 
the house or hurt his master. [4 p.]| 


xvi. Similar examination of John Hendrickson Vosse, boat- 
swain of the ship the Amos Forte [Amersfoort] of Amster- 
dam. Being charged on suspicion of the murder of Thomas 
Nelmes, says that on Thursday afternoon he was in 
company with two quarter-masters Martin and Maynard, 
and another Maynard, steward of the said ship, Jacob 
the cook, and the cooper of the same ship, drinking 
without the Friary Gate of Plymouth. They went towards 
their ship, and on Cat Down met three English country- 
men. Maynard the quarter-master, and the cooper, ran 
at the Englishmen, the cooper with his knife drawn, and 
the quarter-master with his staff, when the examinant 
called to them, that they should not stick or “ snee.” After- 
wards other Englishmen flung stones at them, whereupon 
examinant and the rest of his company, with three Dutch 
soldiers who had overtaken them, set themselves to fight 
against the English, whereupon the English ran away, 
and presently some other English followed the Dutchmen, 
and Maynard the quarter-master, the cook, and the cooper 

went behind Humfry’s house, Maynard having got a 

halbert. Examinamt denies that he entered Humfry’s - 
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house, but says that one Dirrick, and John Buke, and 
some others whose names he knows not, broke open the same. 
Maynard the quartermaster, and the cooper, after they 
came aboard bragged that they had killed three men a 
piece, and the cooper said that his knife ran in so easy 
into a man’s belly as into dit; and he heard Dirrick 
say his knife was bloody. By reason of the quarrel and 
cry, six or seven boats of Dutchmen, wherein were fifty 
men and upwards, ‘came on shore to the rescue of the 
Dutch, but knows not whether they had any armour, or to 
what ships they belonged. [2 pp. | 


97. xvi. Similar examination of Maynard Iverson, quarter- 


master of the Amos Forte [Amersfoort]. Corroborates the 
account of the preceding witness up to the meeting with 
the English on Cat Down. Denies that they set upon the 
English. Denies that he took a halbert from an English- 
man; he found. Does not know that a smith’s house was 
broken open, or any one stabbed there, or any goods carried 
away, and generally denies all share in or knowledge of 
the particulars stated by the previous witness. [1 p.] 


97. xtx. Similar examination of Jacob Johnson, cooper of the 


Admiral of the Dutch ships. Agrees with the pre- 
ceding witnesses wp to the meeting on Cat Down. The 
Englishmen they met there set wpon the Dutch, but 
at last ran away. Maynard took an halbert from 
an Englishman. Denies that any of them hurt or 
stabbed any Englishman. Never said that he had killed 
three men, or used the words imputed to him. Received 
the wounds on his hand from the Englishman who had 
the halbert. He cut at that Englishman with his knife, 
but whether he touched him or not he does not know. 
Denies that he broke open the sniith’s door ; he went in, 
the door being open, but knows nothing of Humfrey being 
hurt. Being asked where his knife is, answered that 
the man with the halbert struck him on the arm, which 
made him let fall his knife. [14 p.] 


97. xx. Similar examination of Dirrick Johnson of Stonehaven, 


sailor, belonging to the Admiral of the Dutch ships. 
Was at Cat Down when there was a quarrel between the 
Dutch and English and came wm the Admiral’s boat. 
Saw Thomas Humfrey’s house broken open, but knows 
not who did it. Denies all knowledge of the offences 
committed, but admits that he was in Hum/frey’s house 
after it was broken open, with John Buke, Maynard 
the quarter-master, the cooper, and the cook. [3 p.]| 


97. xx1. Similar examination of John Jacobson Buke, sailor 


in the Dutch Admiral’s ship. Came on shore in the 
Admiral’s boat to fetch their men. Heard Humfrey’s 
house was broken open, but did not see it. Denies all 
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knowledge of the offences committed, but after he came 
aboard heard some of their company talk of sticking 
and “sneeing” the English, but knows not who they 
were. [2 p.| 

97. xx. Similar examination of Jacob Jowres, cook of the 
Admiral’s ship. Denies all knowledge of the scuffle and 
fighting with the English or breaking open the smith’s 
house, but says he saw Maynard the quarter-master 
strike an Englishman with his halbert in the curtilage 
of the smith’s house, and stept between them. to keep 
Maynard off. After they came aboard he heard May- 
nard say that he had stabbed a man, and it went m 
as soft as if it went into dirt, and the cooper said he 
had hurt two men and left his knife in the body of 
the third. [14 p.] 


97. xxi. Similar examination of Maynard Maynardson, steward 
of the Admiral’s ship. He was struck by a stone thrown 
by an Englishman. Denies all knowledge of the offences 
committed, except that he confirms the words spoken by 
the cooper and Maynard after they came aboard, save 
that Maynard said that he had hurt a man with a halbert 
which ran in as though it ran into “ a cabbage cole.” 


97. xxiv. Similar examination of Martin Jourison, quarter- 
master of the Admiral’s ship.

Pray for a grant of one penny by 
way of tonnage of all ships trading im this kingdom for 
three years, to be employed towards the repairs of the said 
harbour, with a commission to take wp timber, vron, and 
other things fit for the works, and carpenters and other 
workmen for the repav's.

68. 11. Certificate of the Judges Referees to the Council. The Act 
of Parliament of Elizabeth is expired, having been limited 
by Statute of 1st James to seven years from the end of that 
Session of Parliament. They cannot find any precedent 
of that kind, but a licence was granted by Queen Elizabeth 
for Plymouth to take of every hogshead of pilchards trans- 
ported by strangers 18d., and by English 12d. for walling 
that] town, and there have been granted to Yarmouth 
and Dover, licences for transportation of beer and corn.

Her company escaped alive to the shore, and the 
same night by the means of one Newland, certain indigo, Spanish 
wool and “Silvester cochineal” were saved, all which the shipper 
(having procured a bark) carried away. He also sold the wreck 
and left a letter of attorney with Newland, who built a watch- 
house on the shore, and kept labourers there and recovered 
several chests of Spanish money, and took other sums out of the 
sands and sea. Of the moneys recovered 16,000 pieces of eight, 
and a wedge of silver, weighing 73 lbs. are in the Office of the 
Admiralty, and 1,500 pieces with 600 India hides and other things 
are left in the Isle of Wight until adjudication, and the proportion 
of charges of salvage.
